For which Confide ration, and fevecal other

be called one) is common to us both j for it will 
be looked upon as great a Fault in you to lay

Let us come then to what has been propoiecl,* 
p.nd let us fprm (if poflible) an Imace ot fuch 
a Courtier, as. the Prince, who fhall.^be worthy 
to have him in his Service, though he be not 
of the highefl: Rank and Quality, may, notwithr 
;ftanding, for his Abilities in this RefjpeCt, efteeiu 
him mofl honourable and illuflrious, , ./ 
. In the enfuing Pages we ihall not fbljiow my 
certain Order or Rule of diflinfl: Prislceptsi, .which 
are generally made ufb; of in fuch like Cafes, 
but, after the Manner of the Ancients, renew 
an agreeable and grateful Remembrance of fe^ 
veral Difcourfes which have fome time fiiic^ 
paifed between very eminent Perfons on this Sub^ 
jeflk ; ^tnd, though I had not the Happinefs qF 
being prefent at- thefe polite Entertainments, for 
I was then in Emlmdy yet loon after my Re- 
turn, they were faidaf ully communicated to me 
by a Perfon of Honour. I Hiall therefore endea- 
vour, as. much as my Memory will ferve nje^ 
to give you aii Account what have been the Sen- 
timents of le veral Perfbns of great Honour, in 
Relation, tathis Subject, and to whole Judgment, 
in every ^Poiht, one may give undoubted Cre- 
dit ; Nor will it be foreign to our Purpole^j

firft, (rfall too^en to. you the Caufepf thefol? 
lowing Difcourles. 

The City of Vrbinoj as every Body knows, is 
fituated on the Side of the jiffenine^ in a Man- 
ner in the Heart of Italy^ towards the Gulf of 
Venice^ or AdriaticJt Sea ', which, though ieated 
amongft Mountains, and thofe not fb pleafant as 
others elfewhere, has yet fuch a happy Climate, 
that the Country all about it i^ moft fertile, 
and full of all forts of delicious Fruits^ fo that be- 
fides theWholefomenefs oftheAir, it abounds with 
every thing neceflary for the Life of Man. But a- 
mongft all the many Bleffings VrKm enjoys, in 
my Opinion, the greateftof all is, it's being now for 
'along while paft, always governed by the beft 
of Princes, unlefsfhe chanced to lole them foi" 
a time, in the common Calamity!, when all Itdj 
was ravaged with continued Wars, 

But without going, any farther, we have a 
bright Inftance pf this 'Truth in the P6rfon of 
the moft noble and mbft iHuftrious Duke Frede-- 
riciy of immortal Memory, who in his Days wa3 
the Glory oPM Italy -^ of whofe confummate Will 
dom, Affability, }uftice. Liberality, invincible 
Courage, and military Difcipline, there remain 
Trophies brighter than the Sun : Witiiefs thofe 
many Viftorieshe gained, his taking fomany iip- 
pregnable Fortreifes, his xvonderful Readinefs in 
Expeditions, his often routrn^'numefbus and gal- 
lant Armies witli but a Handful, and (what 
is moft remarkable,) his never lofing a Battle ; 
fo that he well deferves to be enrolled amongft 
the Prime Heroes of Antiquity. 

This Prince, amongft his other glorious Acti- 
ons, in the hard and cragijy Situation of Vrbimy 
built a Palace, in tlie Opinion of every Body, 

the 
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the moft beautiful and magnificent in all Itdy^ aiid < 
of fb large an Extent, that ifrtrather looked like . 
aCitY.thana Palace. Ai^d the Furniture was 
fuitable,*and worthy lb gr^at a; Prince v tor Ibe- 
iides: what was- for common tJfe, as Vaft Quan*. 
titles of Siker ajid Oold Plate,- rich Haiigirigsl 
of Silk^ Brocade, a;ad Tifliie, it .abounded with 
an Infinity of Brafs and. Marble Statues all An- 
tique, tnoft exquifite Painting, and mufical In- 
ftruments of all forts, and nothing muft appear 
there but what was a Rarity, and moft excellent 
an Its Kind. . ,..•'.. 
; After he had done ' this, he cqJle^ 
immenfe Treafure, a yaft' library,^ confifting of 
the moft rare and valuable Books In' the Grtek^ 
Latirty and Hebrew Tongues, all which he richljr 
embelliflied with Gold and Sihrer, ^3. believing 
them to be the principal Ornament ^ of^ and 
moft excellent Furniture belonging to, his mag* 
nificent Palace of VrhtMo. Txiis great Prince 
following the Courfe of Nature,; when he was 
threefoore and five Years old died as glbriouily 
as he had lived, leaving behind him one little 
sSan without Mother^ ofabout ten Te^s of Age^^ 
Dujce Guidnbddo^ ' f 

Tfeisyqung Prinze, as he was Heir to his Fa- 
thers . Dpitiinions, fo.Jt evidently appeated^ that 
he likewife inherited his Virtues 1 tor he gave 
Itich early Proofs of fo great a Oenius, as^ one 
would think impoffible in-mortal Man j info- 
much that it was the Op^^pn of every Body; 
that aipongft the many gloripus ASions of Duke 
predericky no One was greater, than the begetting 
luch a Son. But Fortune envying thefe dawn- 
ing Virtues, thefe orient Glories in our young 
jJerpe, refolved with all her Power to oppole 
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their ProgrlSfs •, for fcarce had Duke Guiduhaldo 
paft his twentieth Year, when he fell Sick oFthe 
Gout, which growing upon him with luch exqui- 
fite Pains, all his Limbs were diftorted in 
liich a Manner, that he ccwild neither ftand or 
move himfelf. And thus \vas one of the moft 
beautifiil and promifing Perfons in the World 
deforced, and reduced to the greateft Mifery, 
i|i the very Bloom of his Youth •, and as if this 
was not enough, lb cruel were his Deftinies, 
diat he very feldom fucceeded in what he pro- 
pofed ; ;ind though he had an invincible Soul, 
and the wifeft Councils, yet it feemed whatever 
he undertobk. in miliary or civil AfFaii^, or al- 
moft . in any thing elle,* met continually with 
iHSucce'ft. 

Of this a fufficient Proof are thofe many 
and various Calamities which he always bore 
^ithTuch Greatnefs of Soul, that hisVirtue never 
was'liibdtied' by Fortune,' withftanding all her 
Stoms Hvith the greateft. Magnanimity aricj 
Courage*, and in Sickpefs and in Health, Prolpe- 
f ity aiid Adverfity, lived always in high Honour 
and Efteem ^;^ith all Mankind : And though he 
w^ thys infirm in his Body, yet he had the moft 
jloble 'Eifiplojrmen'ts u^der Alfhonfus and Ferdi^ 
nand the ' younger. Kings- of Naples^ Alexandet 
the fixth,' and afterward tinder the States of 
Ttlorerit)! ^mA Tenlce. ,' 'V ' ^ • " 

' 'And when "Julius the $ecbnd mounted the Pon- 
tifical .fchair^ he* was Vitiade Captain General 
of thfe C^nfch, at which time, Afccbrdiilg'to hxk 
ufuarGiJfoitt,"'hfe took Carte to .fill his Palace 
With Perfons of 'delicate Tafte'and Judgment, 
expert m mffitary and civil'Affairs, and of po-^ 
Kte . Lcarninff 'wnofe Conyerfatioix nc^much de*- 

' • . c -• . - . lighted 
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f ighteJi fe, and' with whom on that Account he 
lived witii a great deal of Freedom and Famili- 
aritj: Everyone took as muchPleafure inthe 
EhiWsDifcouvfe, as he could poffibly from theirs, 
fbrfe&was well skilled both in theiL^m and the Ita-^ 
V$Mt\ and he had a Knowledge of an Infinity of 
ThingSj accompanied with a peculiar Affability, 
end Sweetneft of Temper, which made him the 
moft agreeable Perlbn in the World., Befides, .he 
had that Sprightlir^fs of Soul, that though he 
could not*!:^ Reafbn of liis Infirmity^ pra9:ife> in 
Perlbn,- thofe Exercises he had formerly done, 
y^t he took great Delight and Satisfajftion to fee 
raiem performed by others,. ai^would now and 
then take pTeafufe himfelf to correct, or praile 
4every one according as they delerved it ; which 
evidently declared how great a Judgment he had 
•in thele Maitters. This made every Body either 
tit Tilt or Tournament, Riding the great Horfe^ 
exercifing any Ibrt of Weapons, Mufick, and 
other Diverfions befitting a Nobleman, ftrive 
tofliew himfelf fucha one as might be thought 
/worthy fiich an illuftrious Affembly, 

; The Hours of the Day therefore were divi- 
-ded into * hono^irable and diverting Exercife^, 
as well for the Body as the Mind-, butbecaufe 
it was the Duke's Cufliom, by Realbn of his 
Indifpolitien, to go to Bed ibon after Supper, 
the Company generally, at that time, retired to 
the Apartment of the Dutcheft {EUzjibeth Gon-^ 
XAga) who was always attended with Domta Emilia 
Pia;2L Lady of lb lively Wit and Judgment (as yati 
know, my deareft Alfonfo) that ilie feem^d to 
govern the whole Company. 

Nothing was then to be heard, but Difcourfes 
-of Wit and Humour, and the fnoft agreeably 
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Convet&tion in dia World ; an<J id every pne'« 
Face you might fee, moft livelyly painted, an 
Air of Chearfulnels and Toy, lb that this Houfe 
might have well been called the Seat of Mird| 
and Pleaflire ^ nor do I believe, in any Place of 
the' World, could one experience liich Delight 
and Satisfiiftion which flowed from the Cour 
verfation of llich an agreeable^Ai&mbty, as was 
then at Vrbmo : For, letting afide the Hcmour 
of lerving fo ^reat a Lord, as I juft now de- 
icribed, every time we approached the Dutchels's 
Perlbn, there was not one of us but was imfr 
mediately aflfe^led with a Hbcret Pleafmre, . and 
it fedmed as if Jmx Pxelence had Ibme powerful 
Magi^k ; for fumy never were ftrifter Ties of 
Love and cordial Friendihip between Brothers^^ 
than with us. 

It was the lame thing in Relpefl: of the La- 
idies, withwhomwe might tscke\thasi Liberty to 
<onverle, with a great deai of ^Freedom, and 
tvith whom we piealed. But fuch wajs the 
Veneration and Refpefl: we had to the Putchels's 
Pleafure, that this very Liberty was a great 
Bridle and Reftraint upon us ; and there was 
none of us but thought it the greateft Sati&f 
faftion in the World to pleafe her, and? the 
greateft Grief to offend her ; For which Reafon 
our Carriage and Deportment, how ftrift foever 
to the Rules of Honour, was yet attended vvitb 
a great deal of Freedom, and our Diverfions and 
Raillery, in her Prefence, drefs'd upwith greateft 
Nicety^ which,with a Sprightlinefs of delicate Re- 
partee, mixed with a grave and graceful Majefty 
peculiar to the Dutchefs, and that Moderation 
>nd Grandeur which accompanied all her Afti- 
' pns. Words, and Smile?, Ta^^ thofe who had 
* ' never 
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Mver ' ftefvjxer. before, immediately juctj^ her to 
be one of* the fineft Ladies in thj? tJniverfe, whofe 
Prefence iad fach Charms for thofe who were 
fo happy frequently to enjoy it, that it looked 
as if they ftrovop^each to form himfeif after fo 
great a Pattern 4nil Exempi^n- 

But of the incredible Virtues of this moft ex^ 
ceUent Lady, it i^ not my Intention here tx> , 
Ipeak, th^y being fo w^ll krio^yn to all the Worldj 
fior indeed could I, if I would, the Task, being 
far above my Capacity,, and I ihould only incii? 
the juft Cenfqre of Raihnefs, wei:e t fo vain ^ 
to attempt it : And iuch rare Virtues which ca?* 
dually, for {om^ time, have lain unpbferved* 
Fortune^ as admiring fhch tranfcendent Excel- 
^cie$^ would by adverie Stprms and Tempeiis^ 
difcloie them to the Vl^orld, to ihew that in th^ 
tender Breafi of a fine Woman, attended wit$ 
lingular Beauty, may reii4^ Prudence and Great- 
zieis of Soul, and al) other Virtues, leldom found 
in the greateft Men. 

But, to fyy no more of this, you may remem*- 
ber I told you, that it was a Cuftom for all the 
Oentkmm in this Houle, ioimediately after Sup- 
per, to rtieet ip the Apartment of the Dutchefi^ 
where amoogft other Pwe^fio^s, as Muiick and 
Pancing, (\yhi?h,were neyej omitted) they ufe4 
to propofe fome witty Qugftions and Devices^ 
and very ©ften^imder tlkefe agreeable Covers, con- 
veyed their fevgral Seiitiinents to each other^ 
which othei^wi^ they qquH not fo copyeni* 
ently do. 

At other times their biicourles were Ikarp/ 
and poignant, and fcarce any Subje£i: efoaj^ 
them *, but on what Matter ipever their E^terr 
tainmeat turned^ it w^^ fo xqanage^ that it waft 
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Ae moft agreeable m the World ^ for,' as I told 
you, the Houft was full of the fineft Wits-, ,a- 
inohgft which the moft celebrated, -(and yoii 
know 'it too) were Signor OBavian Frtgofo , 
Meffir Frederick his Brother, Julian de Medici s^ 
Ptter Bemboy Gefdr Gonzj^^ Catmt Cewis of Canoffk^ 
tJjtfftr PttBavicinOj Ludovico Pio, Morello da Ortsnay 
Tie&o da Nafotiy and Roberto da Bariy mth an In- 
finity of other* Lords and Gentlemen. 

Befides tHefe, there were feveral others who 
thoujgh they did hpt geherally live in the Palace, 
yetfpe^t moft of their Time there; as Bernards 
i Ubietta , Vnico, Aretinoj John Chriftofher Romania 
Piftro Aforiie Tberf^droy and Nicolao Phrifioy and in 
reality Vrbino was the perpetual Refidence of 
Persons, the moft excellently skitied in Poetry 
and Muftck, and other agreeable Entertainments 
ttiat ail Italy could produce. 

After Pope JuUus the Second, by his own Pre- 
fence, and the Affiftance of the Frehchy had redu- 
ced Bohnia to the Obedience of the Hoty^Secy in 
tbeTear i<o5;'in his return to Rome he took 
Vrima in his Way; where he was received with 
all poifible Marks of Honour, and found as 
^lendid and magnificent an Entertainment as 
in iany City in Italy whatlbever, to the entire 
Satisfaftion of his Holinefs, and all the Cardinals 
end other Courtiers. 

• But ibme of them were fi> mu<5h charmed with 
the Agreeablenefs of this Converfation, that they 
fiaid ieveral Days at Vrbinoy after the PopeVDe- 
parture; during which time, the ufual Diverfions 
were not only continued, but every one endea- 
voured to add fomething of his own to make 
them more entertaining, efpecially in Sports and 
Paftimes^ wh^ich they were lui:e to have every 
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Night The Order of whicK Vas, that as foon 
as the Company cam6 into the Dutchefi's Apart- 
ment, they fat down in a Circle every one where 
they pleafed, or as it fell out, without any man-- 
net of Ceremdny or Precedence,; a Man and a 
Woman, if there were Women enough, though 
^nerally fpeaking the Number ' of the Men ex- 
ceeded that of the Ladies;, after which the Comi- 
/ pany was governed by whom the Dutchefs 
thought fit, though mofl commonly this Charge 
was committed to Donna Emilia. 

The next Day,^ after the Pope's Departure, the 
Company b^ing ajG^mbled at' the ufual Placcf, 
after* a, great ^eal of agreeable Difcourfe, the 
Ihitcheft was Weafed to defire that Lady to be-^ 
gin the Entertatqment \ who after begging to be 
excafed from that Employment proceeded after 
this Manner. Since Mad^m, (jfafd^eto the Duteh- 
efs^ your Pleafure is, that I Ihould begin this 
i^ight's Diverfion, I ought by no means to difi>- 
"bey ; I think therefore it would not be amils for 
jne to propofe fuc:h a one that fhall take us up 
the leaftTrouble, and be the leaft liable to Excep- 
tion ; and that Is, that every one of the Company 
jropofe one, out of which we may chufe what 
Sxallbe thought likely to be the moft agreeable : 
Upon which i(he turned her felf to Signor Gafpr 
T^lavicinoy and Ordered him to propofe his. 

But firft Madariij faid he, yoii ought to propofe 
yours : That I'have jufl now done, (aid fhe : But 
Madam, your Excellency, I fiiid, miifl command 
him to be obedient: The Dutchefs anfwered with 
a Smile:' Well, y^jyfc^, becaufefevery one fhallpay 
you flriflr Obedience, 1 fubftitute you my Depu- 
ty^ and veft you with my whole Authority.

For, as iaj4puliay when afty one ii bitten by 
the Tarantulay they find out, by Variety of Mu- 
^fick, a. certain Sympathy or Haripony between 
ibme of thofe Sounds, and the Humour which 
csiufes that Malady, and which immediately puts 
the Patient into fuch a violent Agitation, aa ef^ 
feftually reftores him to his former iHealth. In 
Jike. Manner,' we, when we find any the leafi

p^rfedily to know, and be acquainted with the 
Jvi^reof.the Humour, we iieverlet it reft till 
it breaks out intoopen Folly. SooiepUy the Fool 
iii- Khimes, Sonnets, and Madrigals, IbiM' in 
Mufick, lbmeiirLove,otheri5 in Mimickry, Ri- 
ding, and Fencing;^' every one, according tp what 
fee has irioft Propenfity to •, whence, as you kno\^^' 
%ftth proceeded very great Diverfiori. 
i .1 am therefore thoroughly perfwaded^ thatin* 
^ery one of us there is Ibme Seed -of Folly,- 
which, if once excited, may multiply, almoft to, 
li^finity •, for. which Rea0n, my Opinion is, thati 
fbr our Diverfion to Night, thi^ ought to be 
tfie $ubjeft of our Difcourfe, and. that every Bo- 
Ay. n^fij Ipeak freely his Mind (firice I am to*. 
b^C'ar.pubHck Fool,) what fort of Folly I am moftr 
l4i&« to by thole Specimens I . have been ob- ' 
fcrved frequently to give, and. let every one elfer 
of 'the .Company take their T^jrn •, but then let 
every one's Opinion be grounded iipon fome fure; 
Sign aud Argument which wilj ?itake our Diver- 
iion .very ufeful and advantageous, fulce by this. 
Means we fliall come to knpw our Faults, and 
conjfequently, take greater Care, for the future, ; 
how we commit them. . And^ if it fhall happen,

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•tfett the Folly, wMch we ftftU thus difcov^r, 'ke 
very flagrant and difficult of Cure, we ftall, 
however, g^iveit all Affiftance poffible ; and, ac- 
cording to Father Mariano's Doarine, gain a Soul, 
whicJi is no- fmall Matter.

For my part, fays he, I Ihould be glad to be a

Biit, iince it is no!; lawful for me, as I cbuld 
tfrjfliit might, to make ufe of Chains^ Ropes, 
ftiid Fire, to extort the Truth, I Ihall defire 
cur Difcourfe may be^ and that eyery one give 
<!iis Thoughts, what Significdtibri ha^ the Let- 
^ttx S, which her Exceltency the piitckeis we&^s 
on heir Forehesld ; for though irtidft certainly 
this be an artificial Coverj the better to deceive, 
t)ne hiay, notwitfiftanding give an Ihterpretation 
of it, which ihe does nbt dream of, and who 
inows Whether Fortune at laft, with Pity looking 
on the continual Marty rdoihs of fo. many erf* our 
•Sex, hath fiot indued her withthii little Mark> 
to diftover agkinft her Inclinatidii, the inward 
Defires flie has to murder or bury alive in the ut- 
tooft Calamity, him tvho beholds or Terves her.

.lad, and filent, leem to wear tneir pifcontent 

. and Sorrow? painted in the;r t^'aces - and if they 

ipeak, eVery Word is accompanied with redou-* 
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blfed Sighs, and their Talk is of nadiing elle, but 
of T^ars, Tortures, Delpair and Death :, fo that 
whenerer any Spark Of Love has begun at any 
tittle to kindle in my Breaft, I immediately forced 
my ftflf with all'I)iligence and Expedition toex- 
tinguiih it, not for any AverfionI have to Wo- 
men (as theft Ladies fuppofe,) but for the fake 
of rtiyown Health, Which I prefer-to all things 
in this World. 

HoWver, on the other Hand 1 have known 
"fi>me Lovers quite contrary to thofe fbrrowfiil 
<];^prainers, who do iK)t only value and pleafe 
themlelves oh Accbmlt of the gracious Looks, 
kihd Expreffions, and fweeceft Glances of their 
-Miftreffei, but turn all their little WrangUngs 
^lid iKfdaias into Mirth and Pleafiire. Thefe 
Merlons ftem to me ihore thian happy, for if 
they findfuch Satisfeftion in being thusdifdain^ 
'^, (a ffiing which other Lovers efteemworfe than 
Death,) furely \Vhen their Miftreffes give ttem 
Demonftrations of their Kiildnefs, and foft tender 
Paifiori, they muft enjoy that exquifite Blifs and 
pleafure we ifi vain feek for in this World. 

In my Opinion therefore, I think for this 
Night*s Diverfion every Man ought to ihew, 
foppbiing he muft be flighted by his Miff refs, 
what C^ufe Ihould induce her to dofo ; for if 
tiny here have found fuch agreeable Difdain, I

My, Lords, laid he, whgit Signor (K?*«^iW has 
here'jfropoled, hasraifed no- finall Difficulty in 
ine, f ^ ih Relation to diCiainful Ladies •, for 
thou^ fuch Carriage of theirs may be of gr cfat 
Variety, yet, of what Nature foever tfcefe 
Slights axe, 1 am lure they have been, in the 
higheft D^fee fenfibly cruel %o me ; nor do I 
think any mingin the World can make therti 
any wife pleafent or agreeable. 

But perhaps they are the more or lefi feriiibte 
in Proportion to the Gaufe whence they are pro- 
duced i for I remember a certain Lady whofe 
Humble Servant I was, was angry at me, either xxf- 
on a vain Sulpicion llie entertained againftme 
of my Fidelity, or eife upon fome other falfe Opi- 
nion that had been put intx) her Head by other^ 
to my Difadvantage, which gave me fo great 
Uneafinefi, that I thought no Mifery in tllfe 
World could equal mine ^ 'and^ I thought it y^ 
ftillthe greater, becaufe I kne\)^ I fuffered with- 
out delerving it, withouttiny Fault of my own, 
but through the too little Love ihe had for me : 
But if through any Fault or Overfight of my own, 
I found her Anger Juft^ then all my formerTortures 
feemed nothing in comparilbn to what I theh en- 
dured, for , I thought, to difpleafe, through my 
own Fault, the Perfon whom I almie delired, and 
with all my Care and Addrefs, continually ftudi- 
ed to pleafe, was the greateft Ra^ek and Torture 
poflible ^ for which Re'afon I tHink our Oifcourfe 
ftall be on this Subjeft, and let every one de- 
clare, fuppdifiilg Heftiiiff bfe Alighted by his Mi*- 
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ftrefi, whether he would rather have theXsufe 
of this Difdain arife from her or himlelf, in or- 
tobe fatisfied, which will produce the. greater 
Trouble, either him to difpleafe her, or ihe hija. 

.Every Body now expefted to hear what Emilia 
would anfwer to this Propofal, who without 
•fpeaking a Syllable, turnedN to' Signor Frederick 
fregefoy to give his Opinion, who ftoke as follows.

Heaven,) might well do it 
without Sui^icion of Flattery ; for, perhaps, in 
all Italy ^ a Man fhall have, much ado to find out 
I9 many gallant Gentlemen, and, befides the 
principal Profeffion of Arms, lb excellent in 
ieverai other; things^^ as are now in this noble 
Company^ fothat, if in any Place in the World 
any Perlbns deferve the Name of good Courtiers, 
and knbW how to judge of- what is moft condu- 
cive to the Perfefti6n of a G>urt Life, iiiey may 
reafbnably be believed, to be at Vrhino. 

To reprefs the/efore the Forwardnels and 
Prefumption of Ibme , who , by their Im- 
pertinence, imagine they fliall acquire the Cha-' 
rafter of a good Courtier, I humbly offer that 
out Diverfipn j;o Ni^ht maybe this, that One 
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be diofett* out of the' Company, who may? 
delcribe a perfeft Courtier, and explain all the 
Conditions and particular Qualities tieceffarily 
required in him who deferves this Gharafter. . 

And in thoie Points which are not ablblute-' 
ly necef&ry, that it may be permitted, for every, 
one to make Objeftions, as is the Way of the 
Schools. ' 

. Signor Frederick was goiiSg on with his Difi 
courfe, when Emilia interrupting him^ laid. If 
it be the Diitdiefs^s Plfealure, we will pitch up- 
on this Subjeft, at prefeot, ^ who declared it was 
wfaat ihe approved of, which gained the univert 
fa! Applaufe of the Company, who declared^ 
that this was the beft that had been yet pror 
pofed, and unanimoufly defired EmllU to ap« 
point wh<> fliould begin : Who turning toward? 
the Dutchefs laid, I befeech you, Madam, to 
lay your Commands on whom you would have 
undertake this Aflair •, for I am not willing, by 
chufing one more than another, to declare \Vhom 
I think moft capable to handle this Subjeft, and 
ib do Irijury to Ibnie other Perfon, Make you 
this Choice your felf, feys the Dutchefs, and 
take heed, by Dilbbedienw, you do not make your 
felf a Precedent for that of others. 

At this Emilia frailed, and caftmg her Eyes 
on Count Lewis of Canoffa^ Count Ltmis^ fays flie, 
becaule we will lofe no Time, 1 pitch upon you 
to undertake this Office in the lame Manner as 
Signor Frederick has prefer ibed ; not becaufe 
I Aink y6u fo good a c5)urtier as to know every 
thing in PerfefticMi, but becaufe in Ipeaking 
every thing by Contraries, as we hppe you will, 
our Diverfion will be ib much the more agreea- 
ble, and you will thereby furnilh every Body 
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wtth fufliciept Mattcc to iinfwer you t Wherets 
^another more knowing in the(e Af&irs than 
your felt fl^ould take this upon him, there would 
be nothing faid againft him, becaufe he would 
only fpeak the Tr^uth, which would make our 
Entertainjnent be very c;ol4 and iniipid. 

TheCouAt immediateiy replied: There wiU 
be no Danger, Madam, of wanting one . to con- 
triadift '. Km that fpwikj Truth, while you 
are here, . 

After they had 1 aught i little at this Anfwer, 
he %7eritiOn *, but truly, laid he, I would willing- 
ly be pid4)f the Chai[g0,^r it is too. heavy for me; 
fiod I kspw that to b^ really true in me which 
ypu oely ipi^ke in }eA • I mean that I underfiand 
npthing pf wl¥tt belc^s to a good Court^r : And 
this I donot pretend to pjoveby any other^Witnels 
but my ietf ;, fer &i€e I do lyjt aft like a Conr- 
ti&r^any Man niay Judge I .do not underftand 
Vfhaji: it is to be one, and in this I think I am die 
lc&\ to Uame ; for . m^ itjbout (kubt it is much 
i^orfe, not to do well, than' not to underfiand 
how to do a^j yet, fioAe it is youf Pleafiire, I 
ftpuld take thiisi<iSh^rg^ upon me, I neither can 
npr will refufe it in. Oppofition to your Judg-' 
toent, which I thmk. better than my own. 

Hene Bignor ,G$Jar jSmxjiga began to fpeak ; 
JButy becaufe, fays h^ the Night is now feradvan> 
i:ei^ and we haye other Subjefts of Difeourfe 
ready to be entered upon, perhaps it may not 
beamiis to refer this tillto Morrow,, and the 
Coni^t will hav^ then more time to confider what 
he has to fiy 5 for, in reality, to treat this Sub* 
jeft fxtimfortj is no e^fy Matter.

< 1/laid the Qount, will not do as he did I 
who ftripped himfelf into his Waftcoat, and leapt 
left Ground than he " cUd before . in his 
Goat \ iand I think it happens very fbrtuiiately 
formethat^it is fo iate, becaufe the Shortnefs' 
of the Time will make me iife few Words, and 
the Suddene& afford me ibch Excufe, that I may 
be aBowed to i^eak what comes uppermoft, with- 
out incurring any Cenfuref • 

Tatarfytifiereibre this Burden no ferth^r tijari 
needs muft, Imuflbeg leave to obferve, that, in 
every Thing it is fb difficult a Matter to knaw its 
PerfefKon^ that it is almoftimpojHible, and aU this 
throdgh Variety of Judgment •, whence it hap- 
pens, tfeat many a one is pleafed with a Man 
of iffucSl'.yalk, ahd him they call a very agreeable 
Pe/fon ^ ibme again love a modeft Man, fbmef 
#ancy a Man that is always reftlefs, and in Aftion,' 
while others love a Man that is compofed and 
refervfed', and thus every one either blames or 
praifes, according to his Fancv, covering a Vice 
wftft. the j^ecious Nam? of tne next Virtue, and 
a Virtue with the Name of the next Vice, as 
calling a bold Perfbri a Man of free Carriage, 
a modeft Perlbn dry and infipid, a fiUy Fellow 
good, and a Knave a M$n of deep Wit and 
penetration; and ib of the reft. 

However, I am well fetisfied every thing hath 
its Perfeftion, though we do not know it, which 
yet may be difcovered by the Realonings •of 
Perfons of Knowledge, who apply themfelves 
to that Pnrpofe. ' 

But, as I |uft now obfervefd, the Nature of Truth 
being very often hid from us, and t pVetend not 
tb have fuch Kno^^ledge, I fliall only recommend 
f uch a Courtier as I inoft value and efteem my 
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ielf, and approve what feans moft agi'eeiible to 
Truth in my finall Judgment, which you may 
&lk>w^ if you think , fit, or elfe ftick to your 
own, if it appears contrary to mine; nor will I 
for all that be fb obfiiuate to maintain mine better 
than yours, for it may not only &em one thing 
tp you, and another, to me, but it may happen 
eyen to appear to me at one time qnite dil&erent 
from what it did at another. 

I in^Quid have then this our G>urtier to be a 
a Gentleman born and of a good Family^ for it is 
|eis,piihonour for one not born a Gentleman, to 
fail in Virtues and gallant Aftions, tl^an for a 
Gefntleman, \vho by fwer ving from the Steps of 
his Ancefbrs, ihiinsthe ^lame and Honour of 
his Family, and does nptpnly not get, but lolesj 
what is aljready acquired ; for Nobility of Birtl^ 
is likp a Lamp which 4ifcov€irs both gpod an4 
bad Actions, and incites and ^provokes a Man to 
Virtue, as well by the Fear and Dread of Infamy 
and Piigrace, as the Hopes of Reputation an4 
Jlonoiir. - 

Now, thofe wjio are bafe born wanting this 
bright Lamp, and . co^fequently an incitement 
'and Provocation to great Aftions, as well as a 
Dread of Infamy, do not think themfelves obli* 
ged to' ad^rance farther than their Anceftors 
did 'before them j whereas thofe ot noble Birth 
think it a Sha|ne not /to arrive at leaft at the 
JBdunds their Predeceffors/ have marked out 
for them. ' 

For which Realbn it has almoft always hap- 
pened in Arms, and in all other brave and gallant' 
Aftions, that the moft* renowned are Gentlemen, 
becaule Nature in every thing has deeply fowa 
that hidden S^ed,which gives a certain Force and 
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Propriety of Its Principle to tvhatever fprings 
jfrom it, and makes it like it Ifelf . : 

. As we fee, for Example, not (m\y in Horfes 
^nd other Beafts, l^ut in Trees whole Graffs and 
Scions are for the moft part like the Tree whence 
they were ta)cen ^and it at any time they d^ene* 
rate and grow out of Kind, the Fault is in the 
Manager ^ i;^ fame may be iaidof Men, whb 
if they be well educated, moft commonly refem-^ 
ble tnem from whom they received their Being, 
^nd oftentimes furpals them •, but if they want 
diis neceflary Care, turn wild, as it were, and 
Vifiver cpme to Maturity. 

It is true, whether it be thought the favoura* 
ble Influence of the Planets or Nature, there are 
fome born indeed wiCh fiich Graces, that they 
feem not to be bojfD, but rather faihioned by the 
JJand of Ibme God, and adorned with all the 
jBxcellencies of Mind and Body *, a? again, we fee 
ibme as aukward and dull, that a Man would almoft 
think Nature brought them into the World 
outof Spite^ and to make them Subjects of De- 
iifion and Gont^mj)^ And as thele latter, not* 
^withftanding the continual Care and Education 
beftowed upon them, will never be able to make 
any more than a very indifferent Figure in the 
World, the former, on the other Hand, with a 
finall Affiftance, moqnt the Pinacle of the great* 
fi& Excellence. 

To give you an Example of what I have been 
iaying, obferve only my Lord HyffoUto da Efie^ 
' Cardinal of Ferraray who had fo happy a Nati- 
vity, that his Perfon, his Lxx)ks, his Words^, 
^nd every Gefture, are fo gracefully composed, 
that among the ancient Prelates (though he be 
Ipxj^t young) he reprefents fo grave an Authority 

that 
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I^C one would think him fitter to teafch himJeli^ 
than learn of others : Nay, in Company with 
Men and Wotfipn of all Qualities, whether he 
Talks, Laughs, or Rallies, he has in thefe fqdi 
t certain Sweetnefs, and fuch graceful Carriage^ 
dbatswhoibever ipeaks to him. or looks on him^ 
muft hftve a Love and Eileem K>r him ever after. 
I But to return to our Subjeft : I fay di^n, tjiat 
tetween this excellent Gracefulne'i^, and th^t 
Itttptd Inienfibility, diere is yet a Medium, ^nd 
thoife whom i^ature has not beftowed thpie 
excellent Perfe3:ions on, may with Care and 
Study correft, in a great Meamre, their natural 
Befeas. 

c I would have then in a Courtier, befides Noble- 
iie(& of Birth, not only a Vivacity of Geniu$, 
and a fine Perfon, but fuch a Dignity and Grace- 
^nefs of AlpefV, as may render him at iirft 
Sight a^reeabte ^and engaging. ^ This ihould dif- 
&ieitlMfinall his Aft ions, fo as to convince 
fiverv'Body by his^ery Looks, that he merits the 
ifavour and Efteem of every great Man. 
' ^r, iaid Signor Gaffory I'muft beg leave to 
interrupt you, you know what was agreed upr 
on in Relation to the Management of this Nighrs 
fihtertainmentj that any one might oppofeyou 
if he bought fft, and freely give his Sentiments 
liowever contrary toyours ; and becaufe I haye 
the profoundeft .Honour for that Authority 
which gave us this Liberty, I muft tell you 
^hac this Nobility of Extraction is not fo very 
tieceffary for a dourtier, in my Opinion ; and if 
I believed any one here thought what^I now ad- 
vance, a Novelty, I would Imlance feveral, who 
motwithftanding they were defcended from very 
tioble Families, have been notorioufly vicious-, and 

feveral 
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Ife^end oidbers^ wlip. On the coi^ary, were bof j * 
of mean Parentage, and yet ty their great Aflii 
ohs have siade themfelres Vinous to Pofteriiy ; 
And it it be true what you juft now obferved. 
of the ocxult Virtue of the firft Seed in iever^ 
things we ftiQuld all be in the fame Condition, 
lor we all proceeded from one and the fame Prin^ 
ciple, and confequently no one iheuldbempre 
noble than another. ^ 

Btit ill this great Variety of the States an^ 
Cofiditions df this World, dief e are an Infihity 
of other things to be oonfidered^ elpecially Fpr- 
tude^ which I look upon to be the Queen and 
Mifirefs of all things here below, and which 
takes Dkeriion in raifing Men of no M^itat all, 
to the higheft Degree of human Glory, and 
bury in perpetual Obfturkjr the moft wor^y; 
^d (feferving. * 

Ab to what you lay in Relation to the Happ^- 
jiefs of tho(e who are born with all the rich En- 
dowments of Mind and Body, {entirety agre^ 
with you ^ but then, all this is to be found in 
.tho& who^re of lgiK>ble Extra^ion, as wdl as 
in thofe of high Birth, for flature does not ipake

Since therefore this Nobility is neither acqui- 
red by Wit, Force, or Art, but rather is an Ho- 
nour to our Anceftors, than our felves ; I think 
it very ftrange,'that the Parents of our Q>urti- 
er being igndble, ihould deface all his good Qua- 
lities, and that all thofe other good Conditions 
you juft now mentioned, ihould not be lu^cient 
to bring him to the Height of Perfeftion ; I mean 
Wit, Beauty, Graceftilnels of Perfim, and tjiat 
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i^ngagii:^ Air, which at fii f): S%Iit m^y toake him 
agreeable to every One. 

. -4 4q not <ieny, replied Count Lmhy birt ii» 
Mpn of low Rank, i^ay reign the very fame Vir- 
tues as in Gentlemen ; but^ to avoid :repeatih^ 
what has beeu already faid^ with many other 
jReaibns which may be alledged in Commenda- 
tion. of Npbitity. of. ^irth, which is, efteemed 
of every one, fmce it is l^t realbnable Good 
Aould be born of <}pod ^ and as our Intention in 
ihis Difcourfe is jtO defer ibe a Goiirtier without 
.Defefl: or Imperf§£tion, who may be worthy the 
iPonour and Eft^^ of every Rank, and Gondii 
.ition of Men, loin: fitiy Judgment it is necefl&rjr 
to make him g G^njt^^^ii) for the fake of tlie 
'Common Opinion^ which immediately inclines to 
Nobility, as w«H a$ Germany f^her Refpefts. 

tor, when two Perfbns come firft to Court^^ 
without giving any Inftance of their good or 
.Bad Qualities,' as, foon as it is known, that one 
^f them is a Gentleman bom, and .the other 
not, he that is ^ low Extraftion fliall immedi'- 
M^tely.be much lefs efteemed than the Gentleman, 
.and h^ muft take a great deal of Pains and Time 
»to imprint in Peoples Minds a good Opinion of 
him, which the other fliall acquire in a Moment, 
and for no other R^ibn but becaiife he is a Gen- 
.tleman ; and of what Importance the& f^& Im- 
preffions are, let any One judge. 
- For to come nearer Home, we have feen Per- 
fbns come to this Court, who, though they were 
really^ dull and. ftupid, had notwithftanding a Re- 
putation through all Italy ^ of very accompliJh- 
ed Courtiers, and though at lafl they were 
fpund out, yet a long while they deceived us, 
and kept up that Opinion of themlely^es th^y 
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had at firft impifefled^ thougfi \^ith a tery little 
Skill or Artifice. v:: 

OntheotherHand, wehavefeenfbme, wfioat 
firftwere in very little Eft^m, who afterwards have 
. acquitted themlelves even taa Wonder; and of thele 
Errors may be affigned leveral Caufes ; amongft 
others, die ohftinate Humour of Princes, who 
having a Mind to know more than all the World 
-befides, fometimes are refolved ,to favour thofe 
who rather deferve their Averfion ; and this 
Credulity very often deceives them. The Truth 
: of it is, thefe having a great many Flatterers^ 
: who Ipread.'abrbad their F^me, by which mieans 
they gain the Approbation of /the Populace, but 
when the Prince at laft finds Ibmethinjg in them 
contrary to. this Commorl Opinion, he doubts 
-whether he be not himlblf deceived, and is ever 
expefting fiwne fudden Excellency, beciaule he 
believes thele general Opinions ought to be foun- 
ded on a Truth, and proceed from reafbnable 
Caufes. 

And. as our Minds are very j^rone to love or 
Jiate, as for Example, when we lee two People 
at Play, whom we never fa w before, yet, tho* 
we can give no Mrnner of Reaibn for it, we 
iind our felves inclined to favour one more than 
the other, and earneftly defire he might win, and 
the other lofe : So it is in Relation to the Opi- 
nion of Mens Qualities, the good or bad Re- 
port at the very firft . fways our Minds to one 
of thefe two Paffibns, whence it is that we ge- 
nerally Judge with Love or Averfion^ You lee 
then of what Importance this firft ImpreiEon 
is, and how a Man ought to endeavour to make 
^ ^ good one at the Beginning of his Entrance 
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intA the World, if he would be efteemed a good 
Courtier. 

• Bfcrt to be mdre particular, I think the prin- 
cipal and true Profeffion of a Courtier, oug^ 
to be that of Arms, which, above all, I would 
have him pradife with Life and Spirit, and to 
make himfelf known to the World for a brave 
and gallant Pcr&n, and of ftrift Loyalty to his 
Prihcev ^^^ the Honour of thefe excellent Qua- 
fitips will be acquired by being always ready- 
it thefe Exercifes, at all Times and Places, for 
he acn never be backward at any Tim^ in this 
Re^ed, without the greateff Cenfure j for, as 
in Women, when their Hommr has once fiif- 
fered, it is impo^Sble ever to recover it ^ fo the 
Reputation of a Gentleman that bears Arms, if 
it ms once been luUied in the moft minute Cir- 
eumfhmce, through Cowardlinefs, or any other 
Reproach, he fcarce ever will be able, do what 
he can, to regain his former Reputation of a 
Man of Courage. 

^^ The mbre excellent therefore that our Cour- 
tier is in this refpeft, the more will it redound 
to his Honour. : Though, I do not think it abs- 
fohitely neceflary, tint he ihould have fo, per- 
feft a Knowledge of diefe as an experien- 
ied^QeneftiL This would be launching out into 
too Miride an Ocean : It will be fiiflScient, if when 
Ocdafion Offers, to ftew himfelf of an undoubted 
Integrity, and an invincible Courage* For a 
great Soul is fhore eafily difcovered in finall 
tWngs than in great •, as for Example, in pub-^ 
Mck Exercife, as at Tilt and Tournaftient, and the 
HkCy wherp there have been a Multitude of 
Speflrators^ we have known feveraA* Perfons^ 
whole Hearts have been dead in their Body, 
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6illier througt Fear of Shame, or anim&eedr 
by the Company, run blindly on to their Duty, 
though there have been reaHy erident Danger* 
Who in little Matters whwi they can privately 
withdraw themfelves from Danger, withoii* 
any Mark of Infamy, make ufe of the Opportu^ 
nity, as being willing, according to the Proverb, 
to Sleep in a whole Skin. ' / 

But^^ch as think themfekes not (een or oIm 
lerved by any that know them, and give evident 
Demonftratk>ns of an undoubted Courage, nod 
omitting the leaft thing in the World that may 
^erve to put their Defigns in Execution how 
troublelbme foever v thefe Perfbns have that Spi* 
3rit and Magnanimity I require in a Couriien 
However, I would not have him to jhew his 
Bravery, in blufiring Expreffions, and brag that 
he is wedded to his Sword, and menace wii& 
big and haughty Looks, as we have feen Bertv^ 
whom you all know, frequently do : For, to bd 
a Man of Courage, it is not necefiary to be tk 
Braggadocio. 

For, to luch as thefemay be (aid, what a great 
Lady once in a noble Affeihbly laid pleafantly to 
One, whofe Name at prefent I fiiall conceal,wheri 
ihe, to fliew him Refpeft, defired him to Dance 
with her, which he refufing, as well as to heaiF 
feveral Concerts of Mufick and otter Enter 4 
tainments offered him for his Diverfion, always 
alledging liich Trifles were not hia Profeflibm 
Pray Signior, fald flie, what then is your Pro* 
fefiion ? To Fight, Madam, feid he, witii as grim 
a Countenance as you could defire : Why then ^ 
lays flie, fince you are not now in the Field of 
Battle, I think you would do well to be oiled^ 

and 



and hung up in an Armory with dthfer wafUW 
Implement^^ till there be Occafion foi* you, thaC 
you ttiay not grow more rufty than you af e* 
This fet the whole Company a laughing, you itfa^ 
dnagine, and accordingly flie left him with at' 
iuitable Reprimand for or his Impertinence, 

-He then we now dpfcribe, muft be bravie and 
valiant in the Field,^ and amongft the firft to 
§BbDe the Enemy ^ but elfewhere humble, modeft, 
and referved, ever avoiding Oftentatidn, and an 
imprudent praifing of himfelf, for by fuch in- 
diicreet Conduft, a Man ever gains the Odium 
of thofe who hear him. 

And I, for my part, faid Signor Gdjpary hivd 
known few Men excellent in any thing whatlb-* 
ever, but prailed themfelves. I thinlj: we 
may very well bear with them for doing fo, for 
he who is an able Man in any Art, when he 
finds his Produftions unknown or undervalued 
by the ignorant, is vexed with a kind of Diit 
dain, that his Merit ihonld flipuld thus lye buri- 
ed, and is therefore conftrained fome how to diP 
cover it, that he might not be defrauded of the 
Honour which is his due, and which is the trud 
Reward of virtuous Labours. 

For which Reafbn, amongft ancient Writers^ 
he that is moft excellent, feldom fails of praifing 
himlelf ; indeed, thofe wjio praife themfelves^ 
and have no manner of Merit, are Wretches not 
to be born withal, butluch a one we will not 
iuppofe our Courtier to be. 

Sir, fays the Count, had you /well underftood 
my Meaning, you would not have givdn yonf 
ieif this Trouble, for I only blamed the impru-«^ 
dent Praifuig of one's felf, without any Regard 
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^ Diftinftion of Merit: For undonbtedly^ ds 
you fey, ^ Man ought libt to entertidn an ill 
Opinion of an able Perlbn, that praife? him- 
lelf witfi Difcretion, but rather, take it fbr a, 
fiiore certklh Teftimony^ than if it came out of 
another li^an's Mouth* , I agree^ that he whp^ 
Jn pt'aifirig himfelf, commits no Error, tior gets 
hiittfcflfthe Difefteehi of his Hearer^, 'is itieft 
idHcreefc, and who, befides tte Encomiums he 
giresliimfelf, deferves the fame of others j but 
fliis IS no esiff Task to manage. .

MdceJon^of the greateftlmpbr- 
tance, as one may eafily comprehend, by his ma- 
ting jirifiotlty that renowned Philofopher, and 
iperhaps the greateft that ever was in the World, 
fireceptor to his Son Atexandery to inftruft I^imi 
in the firft Rudiments of Learning. But, tq 
come to our time, confider, with what a Grac^ 
XSfdeazxjo Sanfaverino^ Matter of Horfe to the 
King of Trance^ does all his Exercifes ? and the 
Ilea Ion is, becaule, befidcs the natural Difpofi- 
tion of his Per j(bn, which is adjcnirahle, he had 
fhe beft Mafters^ and keeps ftill continualty about 
him thofe who are moft excellent in their re- 
i^eOiive Profeflions, an Example of which we 
have in our Countryman fUtro Montty whon^ 
he entertains for his Skill in Wreftling, Vaulting^ 
and Fencing, And whom you know to be the beft 
and only Mafter in the World. 
' He then who wpuld be a Proficient in thefe,* 
muft carefully, endfeavour to be like his Maftety 
and transform (if I may lay fb) himfelf into him j 
ahd when he has made fbme Advancement, care- 
fully oblerve others of the lame Profeffioti, and 
pick, arid cull, with good Judgment, (whieH 
muft exw be his 'Guidei^ out of eviery one ol^ 
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thcftn^^lia^^ IS iftbflr excellent, in this imitating 
tie painful Bee^ .which from various Flowers, 
extratts her delicious NeEiar : And not to do as 
♦a; Friend of ours, whom you all know, who 
thought, her very much refembled Ferdinand the 
.younger. King of ^rriifw, but took care to imi- 
tate him in nothing, but in often toffing up of 
his Head, and making a wry Mouth, which 
unhappy Cuftom the King had contrafted by 
Sicknefs. 

But, having often though^ with my falf whence 
this Gracefulnefi could proceed, I find one 
iseneral Rule, which I think holds good in all 
Cafes, and that is, that a Man iKould as much as 
ppflible avoid, as a dangerous Rock, too much 
"Isitaftnels, but make ufe of a certain kind of 
Negligence, and do every thing eafy, and, as it 
were without minding it. And this I really be-* 
Jieveis theCaufe of it; for in . accompliihing 
tltin^ oPan extraordinary Nature, every Body 
knows what Difficulty there is, and that Facility' 
in fych Cafes is admirable: For which Realbn, 
pm may call that a true Art, which does not: 
^em to be lb, neither ought a Man *to take^ 
greater Care tn any things than to conceal it j 
for when it is dtlco^6red, it lofes its VilUe,

02ag€ of ourS) and giving it any additional Ma* 
jcfly and Glory, * we render (as I plainly fee wc 
(hould) poor, little, low, and obfcure, by con- 
fining ourfelves within fuch narrow Limits, as to 
follow only Petrarca and Boccacio^ and detra£b all 
Honour and Authority from Lorenzo di Medici^ 
Francejio Ditueto^ znA Ibme others, who are alfo 
fufcans^ and perhaps no. wife inferior to the other. 
That Writer would moft certainly be in a wretch- 
ed Condition, who at his fird fettiag forth, fhould 
be continually topping, and without any manner 
of Rea(bn defpair, amongft Numbers of Men of 
bright Parts and moft exceuent Genius, of finding 
but one only Form or Model of Speech \ and in that 
language too, which is proper and natural to him. 
:Andyct, now-a-days, there are fome People, who 
as it were, with a certain religious and myftick 
Veneration of the 7»/?^» Language, fo awe Men's 
Minds, and ftrike them with fo much Terror, that 
Pejfons of Eloquence and Erudition, fcarce dare 
to (peak out in Publick, ridiculoufly owning them-*> 
ielves unlkilled in that Tongue, which they have 
leamt from their Nurfe and Cradle. But of this^ 
I chink, I have faid enough 5 it is convenient we 
now return to our Courtier. 

Let me only add this, faid Signor Frederick^ I 
never denied but that the Genius and Wits of Men 
v^ere various, and that they differed amongft them- 
felves in Opinion \ nor was it ever my Sentiment, 
that it fuited wirh a Man naturally warm and 
precipitate, to treat of grave and ferious Subjefts : 
Nor that he who is habitually auftere and flow, 
ihouldfall into quick Sallies of Wit and poignant 
Repartees. For in this Cafe it is neceflary that 
every one fhould ftri£tly follow the Bent of hi* 
own Genius, as much as poflible \ and this indeed

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afraid that they who inculcate tho^b thiag^ do 
not any wife underftaod them i but do therefore 
praife Firgil and Cicero^ becauTe they obferve them 
to be praifed by others % not that they are able to 
fhew any Difference between them and others ^ 
which does not confiit in one, or two, nor indeed 
in ten Words, ufed by the(e in a difierentManner, 
than by thofe. 

In Salufij C^far^ Varro^ and other moft appro« 
ved Authors, fome Phrafes are difpofed and ap« 
plied in a different Manner than they are in C/^- 
r(7, and yet, for all that, bear a perfeft Harmomr 
and Congruity with the whole. Wherefore info 
frivolous and vain a thing as this, a putt and ele- 
gant Oration does not confid as Demofibenes very 
mgenioufly anfwered Efcbines^ who when he had 
fyoken certain ancient obfolete Words, reprehend* 
cd him, by intreating him to declare, wnat thefe 
Monilers and Prodieics were s tepliedwith aSmil^ 
that the Fortune of Greece did not depend upon 
them. So I, in like manner, would have you 
laugh at any Tufcanj who (hould reprehend o^e 
for making ufe or Sodis facto for Satis&cio \ for Ho-^ 
novcvoXc JlorrevoU I tot CmhiCagioHe % forPopu« 
lo Popoh ^ and the like. 

Here Signor FrederickriGx^ up in a little Heat, 
eamefUv intreated them all, that they would pa-* 
tiently near him a few Words. But Donna Etm^ 
lia fmiling, not only forbad him, but all others, 
to fay anymore on this Subjcd^ deflring them 
to defer it to another Night. And you Signor 
Count, faid fhe, go on with your Courtier^ and 
fay of him as much as you will, we (hall make 
proof of your Memory j for if you can again faC- 
ten the Thread where you laft broke ofE, you will 
fliew yourfelf an able Artift indeed. The Thread

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of myUiSconstc^ laid the Count, is, as you very 
well. Madam, obferve, indeed broken ofFj but, 
uiilers I am deceived, what I was laft difcourfing 
of was, that Afleftation did but very ill agree 
with true Honour, but that a (imple Negligence 
in Carringe, and that too entirely involuntary, was 
very worthy, and well becoming a Gentleman or 
Man 'of Quality. Of- both which, though I 
could (ay a ereat many things, yet will I content 
my felf to vSi one only. 

It is common to all Women in genera], hear- 
tily to defire to be handfbme: And though in reality 
they fhbuld not be endued with this C^ity, yec 
are thqr ibnd of feeniingto bcfo : And, if Nature 
be deficient in any Part, to call into their Aid and 
Affiftance the help of Art. Hence thofe frequent 
Pomades and Cofmetics for the Face; fo much 
care in giving it a beautiful white and red, tho' 
attendedfometimes with great Uneafinefs and Pain ; 
£o much Care and SolUcitude in adjufting the Hair 
and Eye-brows; in ihort, fojmany kinds of Unr 
nients. Apothecaries Slijp-ilops, ana Pigments, that 
uiough a great deal of Trouolc and XJneafinds at« 
tend them, yet they hope the Men will be very 
far from knowing, or entenaining the leail Sut* 
pidon of them. 

Here Donna Conftantia Fregofa fmiling fald, you 
would aft with Humanity, Signor Lewis, if you 
kept clofe to your propoied Subjeft of the Cour^ 
tier^ and more diligently difcouHed of his Digni- 
ty, and not fwerved fo much from your Text, as 
to make rafh Excurfions, only too curioufly to lay 
open the Faults of the poor Women. Pardon 
me. Madam, faid the Counr, for in reality your 
Errors very opportunely' oflFer themfelves to our 
prefent purpoic} for they in efFc£t diminifh and

In the. mea^ while, 
however, are neither very red nor white-i but 
lomcwh^t palifh, with a natural Colour y blufh 
fometimes (affefted by a noble Modefty) with aoi 
ingenuous. and artlefs Crimfon: Who with theiif 
Looks, diiplayed ^hNegligetue^ and plain natural 
Behayioiir, inew they 'arc never Skvcs.to p^^ 
and Beauty. This is that fincere and pure Care- 
lefneis, .>vhich in the higheft Degree -plcaTes thp 
Eyes and Hearts of Men 5 who are cpntunially yii 
£jar to be circumvented by foipe fine-fpun and mb- 
lie Fallacy/ ' 

White Teeth, as you know, are a g^rc^t Qrn^* 
meat to the fair Se^, but bccaufe theiaaric-wha^ 
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wc Icfi look upon than the 'Face, it-feeihs likely 
that.People take lefe Pains in fetting them ofF to 
Advantage than tlie Face. However, if any one 
ihoald laugh too vehemently, and thereby difco- 
ver them tq the Company, they would hot only dip- 
cover the hidden Artifice, but in every one's Judg- 
incnt/. a very unbecoming and difagrecable Objeft, 
sb was Egnatius in Catullus. 

The fame may b^ faid of the Hands, which 
Vrhen they are fair and delicate, if fhewn occafi- 
pnally, and 'not [with Premeditation, leave in 
us a great Defire and Paflion for them, even then, 
when the cruel Glove debars our Contemplation, 
For when they are modeftly covered, it looks as 
if they were not defignedly difcovered, and that 
they arc trather fuch by Nature than Artifice. 

If a Lady at any time fliould happen to hold 
up foniuch of her Qoaths, as perchance ijiighc 
fhew feme Part of her Feet bfLegs, as fhc is go- 
ing into Chui^ch, or any other Place whatlbevci',' 
or to a Ball, or ' any other Diverfion ; if, I fay, 
fhc does this by Accident, do you not think it a 
thing very graceful and becoming ? And much 
more fo, if according to the rules Ladies propofe 
to thcitifclves in their lingular Nicety of Drefs, 
they wear fine Shoes and Stockings ? For my 
Part^ I own^ I am extreamly plpafed with this, and 
I make nb doubt butfo you are all. For this fame . 
exquifite Beauty in fo private a Place, and remote 
from our Sight, we think rather natural than flu*' 
died, inafmuch as from which no mknner of En- 
comium -could be hoped for or expe6ted. 
- In reality, this Affeftation ^ by all Means to 
be avoided, which how diftant, and how much 
it'detradrs from the true Dignity both of Mind ' 
and Body, is eafily difcovered. Of which tha* 

F 4 1 have 
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I have as yet fpoken but a litdc, is not howeveir 
to be paft by > for as our Mind is many D^rees 
more excellent than oar Body, fo ought it to be 
more richly accompliihed and adorned y which how 
our Courtier may effcftually do, (to mention no- 
thing of the Philofophcrs, who deliver down to 
us Precepts in relation to the Virtues of the Mind, 
and difcourfe with much Nicety thereupon) I 
fliall dcfcribe in a few' Words. 

For it is enough, as is the common Expreffion, 
that he be an honeft Man, and in every thing 
well affedcd: For in thefe are comprehended^ Pni* 
dence. Integrity, Fortitude, Temperance, and 
every thing elfc, fui table to a Man of Honour. 
And truly to a moral Philofopher, it fuffices that 
he wills well j nor has he occaiion of any other 
Precepts but the Will. Socrates therefore faid 
excellently well, when he declared, that he thought 
himfelf a great Proficient in Inftru&ion, if he 
could give an ImpuKe to any one's Mind, towards 
the Knowledge of Virtue j for they who are led 
on by fuch an eager Love and Defire, as ta will 
nothing more than to be good, mofteafily acquire 
the Knowledge of every thing that brings them 
thereto -, and for which Reafon we fhall iay no 
more on this Head. 

To Honefty, in my Judgment, fo requilite in 
every one. Letters ought to obtain the next Place ^ 
though amongft the French the Pomp of Arms is 
in fuch Efteem, that not only they think nothing 
more hideous than Literature, but that the ^very 
Name of Men of Letters is become hateful and 
odious. 

However, faid Signor Julian^ though this Er- 
ror, as you fay, has long fince fpread itfclf ' thro* 
all the Provinces of France^ yet if the Duke of 

jif^oulimey 
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"AngimUm^ as is the Expedation of all, fliottU 
bappily fucceed to the Crown, Arma would fhine 
1X1 more in that Kingdom than Letters. For not 
long fioce when I travelled into thofe Parts, I faw 
that Prince at Court, in whom, befides an exquifite 
Nc^lenefi in Countenance and Body, fo eminent « 
Magnificence appeared through all his A£l:ions,that I 
thought the Ga//i^ Empire would fcarcefuficeiuch 
Hopes and fuch Expeoations. In ihort, I was 
throughly fatisfied from others, as well French j as 
Italians^ of his noble Genius, Mignanimity, Li* 
berality y and what is above sdl, of his moft ex* 
ceUenc Clemency and Candor towards Letters, 
and all Men of Literature i in which he fo much 
excelled others, that he frequently blamed the 
Fnn^^ that their Minds ihould be (o (areftranged 
from Learning and the Mules, having (o n6ar 
them the Univcrfity of Pmsy fo renowned for 
the Concourie of all Nations in the World. 

What you iay, reolied the Count, is wond^rftil^ 
in fo young and tender an Age, that there ihouU 
arife ftich a noble Genius, merely through the^e* 
nefit of Nature, contrary to the common Cufbm 
of that Country. And becaufe afker the Example 
of the Prince, the People for the moft Part are 
inclined either Way, it may hlq>pen that the 
Frencby in a little Time, may pay that Deference 
to Literature it truly deierves} which foon 
will be, if they can be perfuaded, that nothing 
is better, nothing more advantagious to a Gen- 
tleman : And if any one deny this, certainly be 
muft have a great deal of Ignorance^ mixt with 
an implicit Imprudence.

Arms, have vehemently mdulgedthemfdves entire- 
ly in the Leifure of Litoincure. This in reality ra- 
ner has been only the Error of fome few than of 
ftll) which hathafii^fted the reft not with lefler 
Detriment than Ignominy. For thro* Indolence^ 
this defpifed and negleftcd Virtue, has either altoge- 
ther or almoft expired in our Souk ^ which will be a 
publick Acknowledgment of greater Difhonour in 
OS, than in the Freiub to know nothing at all of 
Learning » for which Reafon- it is better to be 
herein fflent, than to difcourfe with Sorrow and 
Relu&anQe. 

Waving theielbre thofe things which I fell U9« 
willingly into, let us return to our C^i^rZ/Vr, whom 
we would have ibmewhat more than indifierentlv 
fcamed i at leaft in thofe Sciences which we call 
Imman Studies, not in the Latin only, but the 
Grail on account of thofe excellent Things^ 
which are found to be moft el^antly written in 
bodi. Let him read the Orators, cum over the 
Poeil, run through the Hiftorians^ and let him 
hftly exercife himfelf vervv much in Verfe and 
Proicy efpecially in the vulgar Tongue. For be- 
tides that this will give him wonderful Satisfafti* 
on, it will qualify him in the moft agreeable man- 
ner, to converfe with the Ladies, who herein 
take extreme Pleafure and Delight. 

J. But 
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Bm if he (ball be employed in ABairs of gratt 
Iinpoitancc9 or has madcfo little Progi^g in his 
Studies^ as not to acquire an abfolute Perfedipn ia < 
StUe, he ought prudently to revieal what he writcsi 
chat he may not rn^ke himfelf ridiculous by making 
it publick. In fuch a Cafe, let him conndc only 
in fome faithful Friend, from whom he will reap 
this Advantage at Icaft, that he may more exa&ly 
form a Judgment of other Things i for it very 
rarely happens, that a Man, how learned foever 
he may oe, can arrive without the greateft and 
moll fedulous Application to Writing, to the 
Knowledge either of the Labours and Lucubrati*. 
ons of Authors, or the Perception 6f the Sweet- 
ne(s of Stile, or the Difcernment of the moil: fub« 
tile Obfervations of the Antients. For thefe are 
the things which render a Man bright and copi-^ 
ous i and as jlriftippus anfWered the Tyrant, prompt 
and bold in Difputation on any Subjed, and with 
any Antagonift whatibever. 

But yet this one Precept would I have our Caiar-- 
tier deenly bear in Mind^ in all things ever 
diUgentjy to take Care, that he make na 
Semblance of knowin|^ that, of which he is in- 
tirely ignorant : For m this Refped it is much 
better to be timorous than confidents becaufe we 
are more greedy of Praife, : than in Juftice we 
ought to be, ,and our Ears are more delighted 
with it, than with Concerts of Mufick. So that 
we may very eafily be immerged throu^ its alluring 
Notes, unieis we fentirely flop our £!ars againtt 
them, as againll the Songs of Syrens ^ which as 
it was a thing not obfcure or unknown to ancient 
Writers, they pointed ^ out by Books written 
for that very purpole, how one might diftinguiih 
a true Friend from a Flatterer. But alas ! what

Nor therefore ought I 
to be efteemed as changing my Sentiment^ vx it 
never was my Intention to difcourfe of thejr Ouih 
parifon and Excdyiencc} it is enough that Men of 
Learning and Erudition, always think that famous 
Perfons^ and their valiant Deods, ought to be ho*-^ 
ncmred with the Decoration of their Monuments 
aod Inftriptions % which ever^ one i% obliged to 
confefs mod worthy of Pnufe and Encomium.

Oil the other tand, if tfaey luippen again to be 
taken into Favour, they keep: no Bounds,^ but 
f;row' (b ^ giddy « with their good Fortune, that 
they know not ^hat to do for Joy.; and by^he 
t>dir Motion of their l$ands and Feec^; Jone would 
imagine they bad a mind to have People cornea- 
bout- them, and congratulate them on what the3r 
had never been ufed to. Such a one i wouid by 
no xhHns -have our Courtier to be ; and though 1 
would have: him vahxe his Princ&^s Favours,, biit 
not fo as to hiake the World think he could not 
live without them \ and when be has gained them, 
let biib not fhew himfelf new or ftrahge, nor 
wonder at thcrh when they are offered himj nor 
•refufe them after fucli a manner. as fome do, who 
thro' real Ignorance do not accept them, and on 
that account give room for People to believe they 
are confcious to themfelves of their own Incapa- 
city •' Yet ought a Man always to beTomewhat 
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ftiore retiiifi in this refpeft, than perhaps, accord* 
ing ta his Rank, he might be, and not accept fo 
cafily thofe Honours and high Pofts that are of- 
fered him, but modcA'y refufe them, with a due 
Senfc of their Value, and that too, in fuch a man- 
ner, as may giveoccafion to him who offers them, 
to do it with greater Inftance and Importunity, 
For the more one rcfufes them after this Manner, 
the more feems he to be efteemed by the Prince, 
who offers them j and fo much greater is the Fa- 
vour, the greater Value he that receives them 
feems to have for them, and the greater Honour 
he believes he acquires from them. 

And thefe are the true and only Favours which 
make a Man efteemed by thofe, who publickly 
fee him i becaufe, when they are not follicited, 
or fought for, every one prcfumes, they are the. 
Recompence of true Virtue, and touch more fo, 
when they arc accompanied with Modefly. 

It feems to me, here faid the Lord C^/ar Gon^ 
x^aga^ you liave ftolen this Faffage out of the 
Gofpel, where it is faid, fp^ben thou art bidden to 
a JVeddingy go^ and Jit thee down in the loweji 
Room^ that when he cometh that bad thee^ he may 
fayy Friend^ come up higher ^ and fo (ball it be an 
Honour to^tbee in the Sight of the Guejh. 

SignoT Frederick replied, with a Smile 5 It were 
too great a Sacrilege, my Lord, to fteal out of 
the Gofpel, but you are better verfed in Scripture 
than I thought. Then he proceeded in his DiC- 
courfe. 

Obfcrve, faid he, what Danger fbmetimes they 
fall into, who, when with their Prince, enter into 
any Difcourfe, before they arc defired to do fo 5 
and very often the Prince^ to make them look ri- 
diculous, gives no manner of Anfwcr to what they 
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fay, but turns Ms Head to the cither Side $ uni 
if perhaps he docs give any Anfwcr, it is done 
after fuch a Manner, that every one fees it is done 
^ith a fort of Scorn and Difdain. 

'There is no better way, then, to obtain Favours 
from Prince's, than to defervc them j nor miift a 
Man hope^ when he fees any one in Favour with 
his Prince, dn any Account whatfoever, by tread- 
ing in the facficPath, to obtain the fame Grace > 
for every thing is riot 'fit for every Body : For 
fome Perfons are by Nature fo prone to F^cetionf- 
neft, that whatever they % makes one laugh | 
inf(5much, that one would think they were born 
only for that Purpofc $ whereas, if another, who 
is naturally grave, and of never fo gbod a Wir^ 
iTioiild attempt the fatiie, it would be very cold 
tmd-infipid, and 6ne be in Pain to hear him i 
^ho, in teality, cah be compared to nothing 
better than the Ape, that, in Imitation of the 
•Dog, would play with his Matter. Every one 
therefore bught to know himfelf and his own 
Talents, and accommodate, himfelf accordingly^ 
and eonfider what be ought to purfue, and what 
not. 

Here f^incentio Calmeta took occaGon to fpeak, 
as follows : Before you go any farthor, feys he, 
permit tne the Liberty of a few Words y if I am 
not miftake^, I think, you faid juft now, that the 
. beft W ay to obtlin Favours is to deferve them 5 
and ih^ Courtier ought rather to wait 'till they 
are offered him, than prefumptuoufly to foUicit 
them. No, I much doiibt, whether this bb to 
any Purpofe 5 for, I think. Experience fhews us 
the contrary, becaufe very few Perfons are now 
in Favour with Princes but thofe whom you con- 
demn. - Gonfider the Court of France^ which .is 
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joflc of 'th« fineft in Chrifieffdontj and you wilf 
find in genepl, that thofc who ^e moft in Fa- 
vour, are thofc who are moft forward 5 or, if I 
jnay ufe the Term, malapert 5 and that not with 
one another only, but even with the King him- 
felf. 

Don't (ay fo, replied Signor Frf^^r/V/i-, for there 
are a great many modeft and courteous Gentlemen 
in France : 'Tis true, they ufe a certain Freedom 
^nd Familiarity without any Ceremony, which iis 
.proper and natural to them, and therefore ought 
not to be ftiled in them Malapertnefs, or Pre- 
fiimption : For tho' indeed, in this their Deporo 
ment, they fmile at fuch forward Perfons, yet do 
they fet an high Value and Eftcem on thofe who 
arc really modeft. 

Pray Sir, faid CalmeSa^ obferve thcsSpaniardPy 
who leem to be the very Matters of Courtiif" 
fiipy and confider, how'^many amongft them ar^p 
mpft forward with both Gentlemen and Ladies, 
Jiay more than the French themfelves 5 becaufr, at 
.firft View, they (eem the moft modeft and refef- 
ved : And n<5 doubt they are in the right of it, 
becaufe (as I faid) the Princes of our* Time fa- 
vour only fuch as thcfe. , . . 

I cannot fuffer, good Fincentio^ replied Signor 
Frederick ^ that you ihould thus refletSt on the 
JPrinces of thefe Times^ fince there are a great 
many who love a modeft and referved Deport- 
ment and Behaviour : However, I do not (ay, 
that Modefty alone will raife a Man to his Prin- 
ce's Favour and Eftecm. But I fay, when this 
good Quality is attended with Courage and Spi- 
rit, it cannot fail giving Honour and Value to him 
that poffeflcs it : And tho' of it felf it be filent, 
.yet worthy Actions fpeak out aloud, and are much 
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more wonderful and furprifing, than if they MtrfirA 
accompanied with Rafhnefs and Prefumption. 
Now 1 will not deny, but there are many Spani" 
ards fuch as you mention \ but for all that, thofc 
are the moft cfteemed, who are the moft referved 
and modeft. 

Again, there are Tome (b cold, that they flie too 
much the Company of Men, fo as People are apt 
to think them either too tiniorous, or tdo proud, 
a Conduft 1 by no means allow of j nor would I 
have Modefty fo dry and (aplefs, as to dwindle 
into Rudenels ; But let our Courtier^ as Oppor- 
tunity offers, be fluent and eloquent, and, in his 
Difcourfes on State- Affairs, fage and prudent, an^ 
have that Art and Addrefs, as to frame himfelf 
according to the Cuftoms of the Country ht lives 
ini Then, in matters of Icfs Moment, kt him be 
pleafant, courteous, and affable, and I'eafon well 
on. every Subjed, but ^ above all things, let him di- 
reft his Intjcntion always to do good^ let him ne- 
ver be invidious, nor a Detractor, nor be induced 
to feek Favour, or Preferment, by. over-reaching 
Craft, or Subtilty, or by any other ill means 
whatsoever. 

I afTurc you. Sir, faid Calnteta^ all other Ways 
arc much longer, and more doubtful than what 
you difcommcnd j becaufe now - a - d^ys ( aiid I 
muft repeat it ) Princes and great Men love none 
but fuch as as they make ufe of. 

Do not perfift in thofc unhappy Sentiments, 
faid S\g\^ox Frederick \ for that would be too plain 
an Argument, that the great Men of our Time 
were all bad and wicked, which is not true, for 
there are fome very good. But if it fall to our 
Courtier^ Lot to ferve one that were vicious and 
: wicked, as fopn as he knows it, let him immedi- 
ately 
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«tely abandon his Service, * that be may not feci 
that extreme Affliftion, all good Men fuffer^ who 
ferve the wicked. 

We muft pray to God , faid Calmeta^ to help 
us to good i for when we arc once embaraued in 
their Service, we muft take them with all their 
Faults > for a Gentleman, after he is once cntred 
into, a .Prince's Service^ for infinite refpefts is ob- 
liged pot to leave him. But the Misfortune is in 
the feeginnihg , * and Courtiers^ in this Cafe^ are 
Eot unlike thofc wretched Fowl, that are hatched 
in obfcure and difmal Valleys. 

I think, fjAd Signor Frederick^ Duty ought to 
prevail above all other refpefts, but yet fo as a 
Gentleman leave npt his Lord irf Time of Battle, 
6x any other Adverfity, or be thought to do it to 
foJlow Fortune^ or becaiife he feemed then to be 
deprived of ajl means pf purfuing his private In- 
tereft and Advantage : At all other Times, I be- 
lieve; he njay with good jReafon, and ought to 
abandon that Service, which, amongft all good 
Men^ may bring him to Shame j for every one 
prefumcs, that he, who ferves the good, is good, 
and he, that ferves the wicked, wicked. 

I have one Doubt in my Mind, faid Signoril«- 
i^ovico PtQ^ I defire you would clear nje of, and 
that is, whether a Gfentletnan be bo\ind, or no, 
while he is iti his Princess Service, to obey him 
in all Things he fhall command, tho' they (hould 
l^ never fo {hameful and difhonourable. 

In this Cafe, anfwered Signor Fr^derick^ we arc 
pot bound to obey any body. 

How ? replied Signor Pio \ and fuppofc I ferve 
^ Prince who treats me well, and confides in me, 
(h^( I wilj do any thin^ for him in my Power, 
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tifid he command me to go and kill a Man, or anjr ' 
fuch like thing, ought ltd rcfufc to do it ? 

You ought to obey your Prince, faid Signof ' 
Frederick^ in all Things that tend to his Profit and 
Honour, not in fuch as tend to his Lofs and DiP- 
honour. If he fliould therefore corptoand vou to 
do fome traiterous Aftion, you arc in fucn Cafe 
not only, not bound to do 'it, but you are bound 
not to do it, for yoiir own Sake,* and not to be 
a Minifter of your Sovereign's Diflionour. It is 
true, many Things feem good at the firft View, 
"which are evil, and many evil, which notwith-' 
llanding aie very good. For which Rfcafon it is 
lawful for a Man fomctimes in his Princess Ser- 
vice to kill not one. Man only, but ten thbufatid, 
and to do many other Thihgs, which, if a Mah 
docs not well confider then^ as he ought, will 
appear ill, and yet arc not fo in reality^ 

By all that is good and (acred, faid SignovPdl^ 
Javicinoy I entreat you to difcourfc a little fafther 
on this Subject, and fliew us how we may diftin-? 
guifh Things that are really good, from fuch $s are 
only fo in Appearance. 

Pardon me. Sir, faid Signor Tredericky I will* 
not enter upon that now, which wolild take-up 
too much Time: I (hall therefore refer it to your 
t)ifcretion. Solve me at leaft, replied Signer Gaf- 
far^ another Doubt, And what is that Tlaid Sig- 
nor Frederick. I would know, faid the othcfj^ 
vhen I am commanded by my Maftfer in cxprcife 
Terms to undertake any fenterprize wjiatfbcVcrj 
if, in the Execution of it, I think it ^ill fucfcecd 
better, and much more to his Advantage,' by va- 
rying from my Commiflion, whether in fuCh Cafe 
} ought tp govern my felf according t6 toy firft 
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IftdruAionk, wkhoiic exc«cding thtf Bounds oP 
i»y Commiffion j or clfc, other wife to afty ^ h 
judge befft. > 

la this Matter, laid Signor Frederick^ I ti^ukl • 
sd^ik you to a6b after the &xatti{>le of ManUt^i^ 
Tarjuatusy who, in the like Cafe, through too 
iBiich Obedience flew bis own Soq, if I thought' 
the Aftion worthy our Commendation j which, 
to fay true, I do not j tho' 1 dq nbt abfol^utely 
blame hin^ isontrary to the Opinion (O^Cifomaf^y^ 
Ages. For, without doubt, it is dangeroufef for^ 
^ Man to (Verve from the Commands) odT-ki^Su* 
periors, trufting in hfe own Judgment more tftan' 
ij| thdrS(, whom in rcafon . he ought to obey ; Be-' 
caiDrife,' if hi^ own' Defign happens to fail hitn^ and' 
be ha.9 i)t Succe^ he runs intb i^be Efrbr of Dif- 
cfbddfMCe^ and ruins tbe whole Undertake ing^ilh-- 
out toy manner of Exbafc,r or Hdpes of Bkrd6n 5 
and t%o(^gh' lie 3!hould facceed^ imd 6%^iff thing 
go ^co^fdittg to his Defire, he muft tKaf^kJ^is 
good Fortune, arid fit down contented. Haw- 
ser, «)tt $h4s Ai^count, a Cuftom fcasgr^Jwnup 
of' little Inirtdfing the Commands of Superiorsi aitd 
by the Erample of him that has thus had good 
SuccefsiWflOjjperhiapSjis a Perfon of nHich Prudence, 
and h^s matureiy weighed ^very Circiimftante, 
affiilcd by his goiod Fortune, a thoUiand ignorant » 
and light-headed People fecurely undertake Mat- 
ters of the greateft Importance, aft after their 
own way > and to appear Perfons of Wi^m 
and Authority deviate from their Orders, which • 
i& a thing of ill Confequcnee, and very often the 
Griffin and Fountain of an Infinity of Errors^ • 

But in this Cgfe, I think, the Perfon concern- ' 
od ought maturely to (fonfider the whole Matter, ' 
aad weigh, as in a Balance, tbc Profit and Ad- 
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vantage that taay accrue to him, in aAirtg coih 
trary to his Orden, admitting hi^ Defign fucoeed 
according to his Wifhes -, and on the other hand, 
counterpoifd the Inconvenience and Detriment, if, 
in afting contrary to bis Orders, he happen to 
have ill Succefs j and knowing that the. Damage 
may be greater, and of mqre Importance, if ic 
' has fuch ill Succels, than the Profit, if it meets 
with good, he ought to refrain contradi^ing bis 
Commiffion, but conform himfelf to it in every 
. Point* 

On £he contrary, if the Advantage be like to 
be greater in fuccecding well, than the Inconvc- 
niencies in fucceeding ill, I think he may juftly 
venture to a£t, according as his Reafon and Judg- 
ment advifes him, not following rigoroufly cho 
Letter of his Commiflion, imitating in this re* 
fped a good Merchant, who venti^r^s a little, to 
gain a great deal, and not much, to gain ^ little. 

But, above aU things, let him have a particular 
Regard to the Nature and Temper of the Pnncc 
he ierves, and govern himfelf accordingly 5 for 
if he be rigorous and (evere, as many are, I would 
never advife him, if he were my Friend, to vary 
in any Point from bis Orders, left it happen tq 
him, as we read it happened to a Mafter Engineer 
of Athens y whom P. Crajfus Mutianus^ being in 
jljia^ and intending to take a Town by Storm, 
ordered to fen4 him one of the two Ship-Mafls 
be had . (een in Athens^ to make a Ram to batter 
down thp Walls, and faid, he would have the 
larger. The Engineer, who was very ikilful in 
bis Profeffion, knew very wcll> that the grea? 
one would not be fit for that Purpofe j and be- 
c^ufe the lefler was eafier of Carriage, and more 
ppnycjoient p ijiake that Inftri^ment, fent it to^ 



Mutimus •y whev) underftuding how Things 
went, font for the poor Engineer, and afkcd hita! 
why he had iK>t obeyed his Orders 5 and not ad- , 
roitting any Rcafon he could alledge for himfelf^ 
caufed him to be ftripped naked, beaten, and. 
whipt with Rods 'till he died ^ for he fancied he 
rgther counfelled than obeyed. With fuch feverc 
and rieorous Mafters a Man muft a& with the 
greaten EKaAnefs and Circutxifpedion. 

But it is now high Time to leave this Subjcfl*, 
as it relates to our Superiors, and defcend to tho 
Q^nverfation ^ Man has with bis Eqqals, or fome-. 
what bis Inferiors > for this, one ought alfo to unr. 
diSHfftftndy inaOpc^cb 9S, generally fpeaking, it is 
iipuch more frequent, and a Man finds him(elf> 
pfrner among thern, than his Superiors, tho' there! 
are fome filly People in the WorU, who^ herng. 
in Company witn the greatcfl; Friend they have; 
in the World, if by chance they meet one better^ 
dreft, in^tnediately come up to him h ^ if ^^^\ 
happen to meet another in a finer Suit, ferve him; 
after the fame manner. ^ 

Again, when the Prince pafles through thc» 
Streets, or is at; Church, or; any other publick 
Place, they never leave off thriving with their 
Elbow$, 'tijUi they come up to him s and tho", in; 
reality, they have npthing to (ay to him, yet will 
hold him in a long $tay, moving their Hands and^ 
Head, to {hew they have Bufinefs with him of 
tjie laft Importance, that the People ra^^y fee they 
are in Favour/ But becaufe thefe Men vcmcbfafe 
to fpeak with no Body, but with Kings and Prin^^ 
ces, I wou)d not have us vopchi^fe to fpeak of 
them. 

Since you have made mention of thofewho love: 
(p Ifccp Compviy with People well dreft, faid 
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Signor JuUan^ I woald have yeti, Signor Fr&d$^ 
fVck^ ihew us after what Manner the Courtier 
oiight to drcfs", and what fort of Clothes is moift ' 
Citable 5 in ihort, after what manner he (hould 
govern himfelf, in relation to all the Ornaments 
of the Body, becaiife we fee an infinite Variety 
in Garb : Some dre(s after the French Fafliion 5 
fome follow the Spanijh^ and others the Gerffum 
Mode i my fome drefe themfekes in Turkifr. 
Vefts J this Man is clofe-fliaved, and that wears 
Muftachios, It would therefore be of no little 
Ufr, in this Variety of Faihions, to know how' 
tb fchufe the beff. ^ 

. • Indeed, faid Signor Frederick^ I know not how ' 
to give any ceftam Rule, relating to Drefe, but* 
only that a Man fhpuld conform himfelf to the 
general CuftOm 5 and fincc (as you fay) this Ca-" 
nom is fo variable, and the Itaiians (o mnd of drcf--^ 
fing after the manner of other Countries,! think!, ^^ 
a M^n may be at Liberty to follb^ which he beft 
likes. But I know not how it comes to pafi, that 
Itah has not now^ as it had heretofore, a Faihioq - 
of ips own, that might be known to be the iSs^-t 
lion ; for though the bringing up of thefe new 
Fafliions make the old ones'loofc grofi and ridicu- 
lous, yet perhaps they were a Sign of Liberty 5 
whereas the new have been a Prefagc of Servi- 
tude and Subjeftion ; which, I think, by what^ 
has happenecf, is a Matter too evident to be called 
in Queftion. And, as we read, that when Darius^' 
the Year before the great Engagement with Alex^ 
ander^ had altered the Sword he worje, from the' 
Perftari^ into the Mdcedenmn Fafiilon^ it was in- 
terpreted by thofe who ufed Divination, how this 
%nified, that thofe, into whofe Fafhion Darius 
had altered the Form of his P^f/&i» Sword,/houl4 
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bfe L6'#ds of P^j»,: S!o yKrhctb -^re have altoft4' 
oar Italian Faftii^ kito thofe of other Coun- 
tries, I think it plainly fignified, that all thofe,* 
vrhotiii we thu» iiiyfited in mode o^ Drefs^ (hoHld 
cdmc and fubdae u$: Which is i Thing too tmd^' 
fir there is rio Na^i^n in b^ing, that has not left' " 
us fo much thfei^ P*«yi that «her^ is fcarce iny 
thing left for them to prey upon, and yet theycon^^ 
tihue their Vidktice and Ravage. - 

ButI will hot dnttrtain you With th<*fe mekft*' 
eholy Rcfl^aibHsj I fliall thfer<:f6rt* teturh lo iht

t(er % which,* if it be not out ^f tJfe, not c<!«l-

Yet which of IIS here, if he (aw a Gentleman 
W4iik the Streets with a Suit of Clothes quartered 
with different Colours, and a heap of Lace and 
Fringe croifing each other, would not take him 
fpr a Fool, or an egregious Fop ? 

I Neither the one nor the other, (aid Signor 
J^mkoy would he be fuppofed to be, by any one 
that has lived ever fo little a while in JUmbardy^ 
where they all go fo.

But, in relation to Clothe^, I would h^ve our 
Cour$ier be always very neat and delicate, but en<! 
tUrely conformable to Modcfty, yet no ways light 
tnd effeminate, nor take more Pains in one Thing 
1^91 another y as we fee many Perfons are fo cu- 
rious about their Hair, that they neglefi: every 
^ing clfe y others are fond of white Teeth, and 
9"thers again in Shoes , or Hats ^ on which Ac- 
count, thofe few Things abont them that are re<x 
ally fuitable and prope^t fe?m to be borroy^ed. 
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^nd the reft thefir own. This fond Cuftom woidd I 
have our Courtier^ if he take my Advice, uccerij 
avoid, with this> Addition, that he deUberate with 
himfelf what he has a mind to appear to be ^ and^ 
ks he would be dfteemed, fo to drds, and make 
Ills Clothes befpeak him fuch, even to thofe who 
never heard him difcourfe, or do any thing what^ 
focver. 

I think, faid Signor PaUavicinOi 'tis not fittings 
tior is it ufed amongfl; Gentlemen and Peribns of 
honour, to judge of Men by their Clothes, and 
not by their Words and Actions ^ becaufe many 
People may be deceived in this Method, and there^ 
fore not without good Caufe has fprung this Pro* 
verb, The Habit makes not the Monk. 

I do not fay, anfwered Signor Fr^derick^ that 
ve ihould, on this Account only, frame our Judg«* 
ments of Men 5 nor do I fay they are not better 
known by th«ir Words and A&ions, than by their 
Drefs : But I affirm, that Clothes are no fmall 
Argument of the Fancy of him that wears them^ 
cho' fometimes it may be otherwife 5 and not on<^ 
ly this, but the whole Carriage, Gefture, and 
Behaviour, befides Words and A&ions, ierve us 
to form a Judgment of the Qualities and Inclina-^ 
tion of thofe in whom they are obfervcd. 

And what are thofe, faid Signor PaUavicino^ 
%pon which we may frame our Judgments, that 
are neither Words nor Aftions ? 

You are too fubtle a Logician, replied Signol* 
Frederick 5 but^ to explain what I mean, I muft 
obferve to you, that fome Operations, after they 
are done, continue to be, as building, writings 
and the like ^ others again do not exilr ; fuch are 
thofe I mean. I do not therefore count Walking, 
{^aughing, Looking, and the like, to be Ope^

ofrcn give us a Notion^ pf Pcpplp^ Xoc^inqur. An^

For which Reafon, I think, it would be more

HQore than another, according to his Value and 

Merit, but yet not fo fecurely to fwallow this eu- 

: chanting Bait of Friendfhip, as it would be too 

- late afterwards to repent. 

Truly Sir, faid ^Signor Frederick^ the Lojfs 
. Wovi^ld oe infinitely xoore than the Gain, if that 
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iigh Degree of Friendfhip were ravifhed frott 
Mankind, which, in my Opinion, is the 'greatcft 
Happinefs and Pteafure of Life, and affords us all 
that is dear and valuable in thi$ World 5 fot 
•which Reafon I can by no means give into your 
Sentiments, but on the contrary I mail conclude, 
•«nd that with Reafbns the moft evident, that 
without this perfeft Friendfhip Man would be in 
** far more wretched Condition, than any other 
Creature whatfoever. 

And tho' fome wicked and profane Wretches 
have abufed and corrupted this facrcd Name oi 
Friendfliip, ought we, for that Reafon, toextir^ 
pate it from our Hearts j and for the Faults of 
the bad deprive the good of fo great a Felicity^ 
greater than which cannot be in this World ? and^ 
for my Part, I am verily perfuaded, that there is 
amongft us here more than one Couple of Friends, 
whofe Love is indiflbluble, without the leaft In- 
fincerity, and durable 'till Death, with fuch clofe 
'Conformity of Will, as may equal thofe dear 
Friends oi Antiquity you juft now mentioned •: 
And thus it happens, when, befidcs the Inclina- 
tion, which proceeds from the heavenly Influen- 
ces, a Man makes choice of a Friend of like Sen- 
timents with himfelf 5 but all this muft be undcr- 
ftood of the Friendfhip of good Perfons, becaufe 
the Amity of wicked Men is no Friendfhip at 
all. 

And this facred Knot of Friendfhip, fo clpfe 
and ftrait, I mufl confefs indeed, can unite no 
more than two j for otherwife it would be dan- 
gerous 5 for you know, that three Inftruments

him go firft thither before his Appearance, that*

I xrannot conceive, faid Birnardo Bibienoy of 
what Advantage this can be ^ for it has often bap^* 
laened to me^ and, I believe, to many others, that 
having formed in my Mind, by Report of Per- 
sons of Judemept, an Idea of the Excellency of 
a Thing before I had (ecn it, ibuod afterwards I 
had much deceived my felf 3 which proceeded 
from nothing biiC giving too much Credit to 
Fame, and having formed in my Mind fuch great 
Conceptions, t^t afterwards meafuring it with 
the Truth, tjbe Effed, though in it felf great and 
excellent, icemed never tbdels, in Comparifon to 
what I imagined, but poor and little. The (ame, 
I iancy, may happen to our Courti$r y for which 
Reafon L cannot fee what 3enefii: can accrue to 
himi to give thefe Expe&atiottf, and (end this 
Fame of a Man, before he appears in Perfon^ 
becaufe our Minds very often ihape and fajfhion 
Thing% to which afterwards we find no Manner 
of Agreement, or Conformity $ and thus a Man, 
of nece04ty, by this Condu& muft lofe more than 
get. 

Thofe Things (aid Signor Vudmck^ that ap- 
pear to you, and a great many others, much kfi 
than Fame ^ke them, arc, for the mofl ^art^ 
fuch a^ the Eye at firft View may judge of them. 
As if you h^jd nev^ been at R^m^ or NafUs^ 
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and heard /Pfeoplc talk-of them , . y6u ' imaginc^^ 
more than perhaps yoU ^afterwards find* to be true.

Things done morcj in France^ than in'iftii^; and 
what the Italians had good, ' iff relation' to their 
Apparel, Feafting, Entertainment, Arms, and 
€very thing elfe, they had it all from thfe French. 

I do*nbt deny, faid Signor Frederick^ but there 
arc a great many genteel and very modeft Perfohs 
amongft the French^ and I niyfelf have k'Ato^^ 
great mkny tery worth^y Gentlemen of that Coun* 
try s but yet ^ther* • ircP Ctoe agaii^ hM of little 
Worth '5 and \to fpeak'in ihe. general, I tfcJnk, the 
Spamdrds agree miich' better with the BtHtans iti 
their DeponmtMi^' ihm'ilit Fheneh y becaufe that 
ouict 'Giivity, peculiar to ikic^.'-ifamardf^ - is iflorc 
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igtmble to |» dyaii chat prDcnpfe Vivodcjr one 
perqeivcs in . eveijr .Motioa and Geftive m the 
French^ which is not qnbecoimM; in them, bus 
tather a Grace % for it i$ fanatunJ^to tfaemi that 
there U no manner of AiFeftation m it. : ^ 

There are many Jialians thstf ftrive to itaikie 
tbem ia this, and, do nothing but (hake their 
llead% and ihrug up their Shoqlders in fpeakin^ 
but with a ve^ ill Gntoe ( and, when they 00 
abroad, go fo fafl^ that their Footmen fim hanUv 
keep jpa<;e t^ith thqn.^ qkI with thi» tbe3r thinit 
themiclves perfe£tly French^ and have attained to 
that ea^Ty Neg|iffi:ncc, vhich is rarely found in 
any bi)t thofe who have had thfir EwQition in 
IroMcej and karqt i^ froiQ their Infancv. ^ 
. The fame may b^ faid in refpe& of learping fo* 
vend Languages, which I commend very mucli 
in our Courtier^ efpecially the Freneb and SfMmfi^ 
becaufo of the gre«: latercourfe between both 
thefe Nations and Italy % and thefe bear neater 
Conforpicy to us, than any other, and oecaufe 
thofe two Princes are very powerful ^n War, and 
inoft magnificent in Pfsaoe, have always their 
Courts full of gallant Perfonages, wiK> arp fent o^ 
ver the.^hole World, and coiilequently yft moft 
converfo with them. 

I will not defcend to thofo particular Thtiigs, 
which are too well known } as that our Cwnier 
ought not to profefs himfelf- a great plater, or 
Drinker, or intemperate in any r^peS^ . or flo« 
venly in bis way ot Liyt^g^ like fome Peasants, 
that foi^ll of the Plough a t|iou£uid Miles ^S% for 
fuch a one is not only^not to be hoped to make a 
good d^yrtitryhox^ indeed, can be employed about 
nothing better, than to keep Sheep*

not the Pare of a Philoibpher, at any time, tQ:^y 
he knew nothing. '^ \ 

I do not fay, anfwered Sijgnor Frederick^ that? 
a Courtier ihould of bimfelf, without being afkedy 
go and tell every body, he knows nothing ^ for I 
am no way plcafcd with that Folly of a Man's 
condemning and difpraiiiag himfelf ^ and I 
have often laughed at fome People, who„

Another, one of the 
principal Painters in the World, neelefting his 
Art, in which he i? yery excellent, is going to

And fome ciicre are, who, >kne>#iflg tUmR 
feltes otcelUfnt in one things ixtake diek ette^ 
cipal PtofefiibQ- to M fo in anoeher i of wmcll 
however they are not ignorant} bnt always, wlM 
Occafion offers thfem to (hew their Skill in whtti[ 
they^ know th^ bcft nnderfttnd; '4o k to Perft^ 
on I which (pmetimes has thiif go6d Suceefs,;^ 
to make the Spe&ators, vrho &t they hate (6 

* high a Degree of Knowledge in what is not th^ 
Profeflton, imagine them to bennidh more oL^ 
cellent in what they do profels : This Art^ if at^ 
tended with good Judgment, I am no waj9 di{^ 
pleafed with. 

I cannot think this an Art, faid Signor PdJbt^ 
vicinej bat a real Deceit, and I bpliere it nnwoiy 
thy a good Man to deceive at $ny time. 

This, anfwered the other, is rather an Oma* 
mcnt attending the Aftion, than a Deceit } and 
tho* it be a Deceit, yet is it no difcommendaUe 
one. Will yoo not, for the fame Reafbn, &fj 
he that con<^uers his Advcrfary at Foils cheats 
him ? and this is only becanfe he has more Art 
than bis Companion. Again, if you have a Jew^ 

^eL which, being unfet, is very beautiful $ j^nd 
afterwards, when it comes out of the Jewellert 
Hands, appears With greater Luftre, will you not, 
with as good Grounds, fay, the Workman de* 
ceives the Eye of him that looks upon it ? and 
yet, for this Deceit, he dcferves to be commend* 
cd 5 fince, by good Judgment and Art, a maftcrly 
Hand adds a Grace and Ornament to Ivory, Sih- 
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VCT,^ or precious Stoocs, by fetting tbcm in. Gold. 
Let us not therefore fay, that Art ( or Deceit, if 
you will have it fo) defervcs Reproach.' 

Nor .is it ill in any Man, who knows himfelf 
excellent in any one thingj handfomely: to take an 
Opportunity to convince the World nc is f6, and 
even to cover thofe. Particulars which h;e thinks 
of lieclc Merit 5 but the whole with ;a certain dip- 
creet ^Diffimulation. 

Po-.you not remember haw King Ferdinand j 
wjtbiout making any femblance he dcfigned to do 
fo, yqry frequently took Occafion to ftrip himfelf 
into his Waflcoat ? and this, becauf? he knew he 
was 'finely fliaped j. and for the like'Rcafon, be- 
caufe he knew he bad but indifferent Hands, h^ 
feldpni pulled afif his Gloves ^ and yet there were 
very few, who took notice of this Management 
of nis : And, I think) I have fomewhere read, 
that Julius Cafar wore his Wreath. of LaWrcl on 
purpofe to hide his Baldnefs. But in thefe things 
a Man mud make ufe of a great deal of Prudence 
and good Judgment, left ne over- {hoot himfelf^ 
for oftentimes a Man, by too much endeavouring 
to avoid one Error, .falls into another ^ and for 
Honour, which he fought after, gains only its 
rcverfe. 

The moft fecure way therefore in the World, 
for a Man to live and conver(e, is ever, to govern 
himfelf with the golden Mean, which is, unde- 
niably, the greatelt and llrongefl Shield againft 
Envyi which one ought to avoid as much as po(r 
liblc. 

I would alfo have our Courtier take care ne- 
ver to incur the Cenfurc of being either vain-glo- 
rious, or (to fpeak in downright Terms) a Liar > 
vrhich too often happens to be the Fate of thofe 
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who do not dcfcrvc it ^ for which Reafon, in his 
Difcourfc, let \^\m be dways careful not .to devi* 
ace from the Likelihood of Truth, nor: even to 
mention^ too frequently, thofe Truths, that fccm 
to wear the Vifage of Falfliood % as fome do, 
who ncycrfpeak but of Miracles, and will be 
thought of fuch Authority, that every thihg, tho' 
never fo incredible, muft be bcKevcd, uecauft 
they fay/b, 

r There are other People, again, no left t^Tpablc^ 
who, at their firft efitring into a Friendfliip with 
any one,* to infinuate themfelves into the F^ydur 
and good .Opinion of their new Friend, make 
jnoft direfiil Imprecations, that there is not a Per- 
fon jp the World whom they love better, and 
that, fofhis dear Sake, they wodld facrificd their 
Lives, and talk many fudi unreafonable romantick 
things > and when they pi^rt, gi ve Demonfttations 
of the higheft Siprrow, and can fcarcc (peak a 
Word for Tears, and, by being willing to be 
thought mighty Pricnos, gain the Charafter of 
bafc Flatterers and Liars. 

But it would take up too much time to enu- 
merate all the Faults ana Errors in Converfation i 
for which, I think, after what has been faid, it 
will be fufficient to add, that our Courtier never 
want agreeable Difcourfe, with a certain fweet- 
nefs of Utterance, in order to engage the Atten- 
tion of thofe who hear him, and with pleafant and 
jocofe Expreffions to make them fometimes kugh, 
and, with out Tirefomnefs or Satiety, ever deli^- 
cd in his Company. 

And now^ I hope. Donna EmiUa will give me 
leave to be filent > Which Favour, if fhe be plea* 
led to deny me, by my own Confeflion, I fhall 
be ,Convi*£ted not to be that good Courtier I have 
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aJI thlavAtl* hepn^g^mg^^j[^(cri^uonQ£y{QT not 
only good 'Difcp^^fe(wl^icb neither now, nor 
perhaps 'fit <|py timJ^ofCyyonhvf.c;hh^vd froni 
ine> bttt-WPH.ffly MMiner, . has bepn !mucl> defi- 
cient. '., ' . 

This Opinio^ af your beuig a h^P^uhhr (faid 
the Lofd <jov^crnor) I can by no : means allo^ 
that: wc Ar^ capable of entertaining j fr r* /in re^- 
lity^ ihi? Dcfirc of ypiirs to be filcnt, richer nror 
cccds from your l^eing wiUing to rid your felf ojF 
Faugue, thag ypur Want of Power of Difcourl^. 
Tkat then^fpre, in fo noble an AiTembly as this is^ 
and on fo excellent a Subjed,^ no Particular be o^ 
mjtted^ he pk^icdy jSir^ to utis^ us, how thefe 
jocoiCe^ ^etious, ^iv) witty Topicks in Difcoarlp ^ 
may be fmd4 ufe of,, which you ju£k now menr ' 
tioned, and (hew us the Art to which this plear 
Abc way of Tjiljc belongs, that fo agreeably in*- 
<kes us tp Iwgh and t^ merry } for, in reality, I 
chink it no ^in^vs unbecoming a Courtier to kqow. 

My Lordf iaid Signor Frederick^ pleafant Con- 
c^iC6 ^od jqQofe Expreilions are rather a Gift and 
Grace of Natwe, than of A;^t 3 but yet there 
are fofosi Hasio^^ more prompt and ready at this, 
than 0th$irs s ^ the Florentines^ who indeed arp 
V^ exquifite at it. This kind of Mirth feems 
alio proper to the Spaniards^ but there are a 
great maoy of this Country, as well as of others, 
that, by fioo much Looua^ity go fometimes be;- 
yond. their Bounds, ana become dry and infipid^ 
bccaufe they have not a due rcjgard to the Quality 
of the Pi^rlon they addrefs their. Difcourfe to, nor 
Place, nor Time, and that Gravity and Modefty 
they ought to have themfelvcs. 

You deny, faid the Governor, that there a? 
any Art in ihcfc Ainds of Jefts, vid yet, by fpeak- 
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ing againft thofe, who tnaKe ufc of them without 
a certain Gravity and Modefty, and have not a 
due Regard toPerfons^ Time, aiixl Places 1 think, 
you pistmly infinuatd, that they may be taught by 
a certain Rule and Met|iod. 

Thefe Rules, my Lord, anfwcred Signor Pre- 
dirickj are fo general, that they may to applied 
to every Subje^, and pufli it forward : But I (aid, 
there was no Art in Jefts ; becaufe, in my Opini- 
on, they are but of two Sorts ^ one kind is that, 
which extends itfclf in a long and continued Dif- 
courfe without Interruption 5 as we fee in fome 
Perfons, who fo pleafantly, and with fuch a Grace, 
cxprefs what happened to them, or they have feen 
or heard, and with apt Words and Gneftuiacs re- 
prefent it to one after iuch a lively Manner, as if 
one really faw it. 

The other kind is very fhprt and compendious ; 
which confifts only in an apt, yet tart, £xpref- 
iion : In the firft, I think, there needs no mai>- 
ner of Art, becaufe Nature it fclf makes Men apt 
to be pleafant in Narration, and gives, thc^n Looks 
and Geftures, a Voice and Words, to imitate 
what thiey have a Mind to. In the latter, what 
can Art dd ? fincc thefe fharp and poignant Ex- 
preffions ought to come out of a Man's Mouth 
ib fuddenly, that one would fcarce imagine the 
Speaker could have Time to think upon them ^ 
othcrwife, they are dry, and worth nothing at 
all J for which Reafon all is owing to Wit and 
Nature. 

My Lord Governor, faid Signor Ben^t^ does 
not deny what you advance, that is, that Wit 
and Nature ad not the principal Pares, efpecially 
in relation to the Intention \ but it is certain, that 
in th^ Mind of every Man, hoW cxcclleiit foevcr 
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^Wit he may be, there foring up Coticeptions 
good and bad, more and leis ; but then Art and 
Judgment poliih and corrcft them, making choice 
of the good, and rejeftingthe bad. Setting afidc 
therefore that, which has relation to Wit, inform 
us of that, which confiAs in Art, that is, in re« 
latioo to thefe Jefts, or merry and diverting £x« 
preifipns, that make us laugh ; and which are fit« 
ting for a Courtier to make ufe of, and which not % 
as alio in what Time and Manner \ for this is 
what my Lord the Gpvemour alks of you. 

There is no one here, faid Signor Frederick^ 
whom I will not yield to in every things efpcci- 
ally upon this Subjed j unleis perhaps thofe Foole* 
ries, which often make People, laugh more than 
the moil quaint and witty Expreffions, may be at* 
lowed the Name of Jefts: then turning to Count 
LewiSy and Sigiior Bernardo B^ienay thefe Gen- 
(loxM^n, faid he, are Mafters in this Faculty ^ of 
whom, if I am to difcourfe upon this Subjed, I 
muft learn what I am to lay. 
/ I think, laid the Count, you begin now to 
pra^fe what, you fay, you are very unikilful in % 
which is, to make this noble AiTembly laugh ac 
Signor Bibhna aod my felf > becaufe every one 
here knows, that you are much more excellent 
in what you praife us for, than we are : But if 
you are quite tired, it were better to beg the Fa- 
vour of her Highnefs the Duchcfs, that me would 
be pleafi^ to defer the Reminder of this DiP* 
couife 'till to morrow, than to go about, by Stra- 
tagem, to difengage your felf m>m this Tafk. 

Signor Frederick began to reply, but Donna 
Emlsa interrupted him immediately, and faid. It 
is no. regular Proceeding, that thefe Difputes 
dioald end in your Coi^mendation 5 it is fufEcienc 
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that wc know jrou all. But becatirc, I r6tAchihtr^ 
that you SIgnor Count laft Night told me I did 
liot divide this Charge equally, it will ridt-bt'l- 
xhifs if Signdr Fredirick take, fotne Rcffrftl% md 
iHrc will lay this Subjeflr, relating' to Witty Sity- 
ings, on Sighor SiHena fbr wc do liot only 
Know hito fO be very witty and facetious, even 
in continued Difcourfc, but we likcwife remem- 
ber he has often protnifcd to write upon this pre- 
lent Subject j for which Reafon one niay con- 
dude, he has very well thought upon it, and 
therefore ought fully to undcrftand it. 

Theh fx\d Signor Frederick^ Madam, 1 fcft6W 
liot what nlorc to fay ^ but, like a Traveller on 
the Way,^ now weary of the painfulftefi of my 
long Journev at Noon, will repole'tnyftlf, at the 
Dilcoiirrc ot Signor Bibkna^ as under a feir Ttte, 
that cafts a* goodly Shadow at the fwcet inurtttlit- 
ing of a living Pbuntainj and then perhaps^ When 
a little refreflied, 1 may have fomcwhat mdfe tor 
iay. 

If I ihie W you the Fop, ftid Bibkna^ frnfliAg, 
you will fee What Shadow may be hoped for froni 
the Leaves of my Tree ; as to the milrmuritog of 
the living Fountain you (peak 6f^ it may perftips 
be your Fortune to hear it, for I was once tbfrtcd 
into a Fountain, not by any of the dntiehf God^, 
but by Father Marianoy and from that Tittte ^ill 
liow I never wanted Wateri '

riots, Combats of ftrange Beafts, Coniedfes, Tra- 
gedies, and antiek Dances : Neither bad the jgm- 

. veft Philofophers anv Averfion hereto j fo* very 
frequently, at thefc Uiirerfibns and publick Shews, 
would they refrefh their Minds, wearied in thofc 
high' and aivine Speciilatimis of theirs, wliich e« 
ven all Conditions of Men willingly do > for not 
only thofc who fweat in the Field, the Mariner^ 
and all fuch who are inured to^ hard and painful 
* Labour with their Hands, but even holy litigi- 
ous Perfons, and the wfetched Prifoner that every 
Hour expeds to die, do not refrain endeavouring' 
to fcek out fome Remedy to chear and refreih 
themfeU'es. - ' 

Whatfoever, therefore, cau(eth Laughter , 
makes the Mind chearful and pleafant, not fufiers 
a Man, in that Inftant, to think of the Troubles 
and Mifcries, of which our Life is fall. You fee 
then Laughing is very agreeable to every body, 
sind he certainly merits our Praife, who can caufc 
it at a proper Time, and after a handfome Man* 
net. . 

' But what this Laughing is, and wherein it con- 
SR?y and in what Mariner" it affefis the* Vcins^ 
Eyes, Mouth, and Sides, and feems as jf it wibld 
make us burft, fo that, whatever Refinance *we 

•m^kc, it is impoffiblc to contain it,. I fhall leave 
to Detnocritus to determine j wlvich Hioold he 
promife to do, he would never be able to keep bis 
Word. The Place then, and the Fountatn, as 
it^ere, whence flow Things ridiculous,- confifts 
iji a certain Deformity *, for Vve only laugti at thofc 
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tliiogs, whkh difigree ambtigfl? tkemfelves, and 
to ones feeming are* bad, chough tMy are not fo 
ik reality : I catinot otherwife deicribe it. Bat, if 
jrou will refleft i Bttle, ' you • will perceive, that 
what a Man alwiiys^laushs arts 'at! things that do; 
no^ agree entirety'together, andyet^ for all tbat^ 
are not bad. ^ ! *^* 

What Method then^ the Cofiftier ought to* 
make ufe of in provbkkig Laughter, and how 
for, I {hall taddiVour to mew, to<the beft of mf 
Judgment ^ becau((^ to make People always laugh j 
does not become z- Courtier \ ndr to do it after the 
manner of Sots over their Cups, and, efpecially:, . 
common Buffoons ; and tho*, perhaps, onemaf 
think. Courts cannot well be without thefe fore 
of People, yet^ by no means, do they deferve the: 
Name of Courtiers^ but muft be called ( as evciy^ 
one ought to be) what they are. 

The Scope and Meafure of making one laugh- 
9(t a (harp and poignant Jeft m^ft, in like manner^ 
be diligently conlidered, and of what Conditioa 
the Peribn is, whom it is dire&ed to *, for it ex*? 
Cites no manner of Laughter to ridicule a poor 
Wretch in Miiery and Affliftion, nor a wicked 
Man, or common Rogue, becauie thefe feem to 
deferve another kind of Puniihment ; and People 
aire not enclined to laugh, or taunt at Men in Mi« 
fery, unlets fuch Wretches, in their Misfortune^ 
heUor and brag of themfelves, and are proikl and 
haughty. 

Again, a due Regard muft be had to thofewhe 
$ace' generally loved and efteeitned, and fuch as are 
in Power 3 becaufc, in throwing a Jeft at thdfe 
Peribns^ a Man may, fometimes^ procure himfelf 
very dangerous Enemies. A Man fh6uld,'tl)ere* 
fore^ only level this kind of Battery agaioft the 
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^iceitliiitamlQPleoplei not fft fiufk lACeff^ fn^ 
mty move Otaip«flion;} oor at fiich Wic]ce(w$if» 
ti, .one thinks, deferves capital :jPmiQi8)ent i» i^oc 
Pcrfons of fuch Autjiofity, tb^ ja^fr little I>if- 
pltafiu^ (^ theirs may be prefudicial :to us. 

^^You nnift jcnow^ befides, tha€ from theTo*- 
picks, whence thefe Jefts are taken, a Man mf^y 
alfb pick out very grave S^H^ncei^either for Com- 
nuBtkddtion, or its Reverl^^l(and|r fomctinoes, even: 
widi the &me Words % as one U i^root to fay, of 
{| liberal Perfon, who makes hif Friends fliare of 
his good Fortune, that wbsf he has is ndt^ ^f kit . 
oj^n. The fame may be faid in Difpxaife of one, 
t^ by Robbery,, or any other iMilawful Meai% 
is grown rich. It is alfo a common Saying, Si^ 
is a. Woman <^ great Pricey when one ha$ a Midd; 
to.praife her for her Prudcpce andGoodne($. The 
very fame may be iatd<.of a Winnap^ tb^t expe<9^: 
xfipQ. cxpenfivdy maintained. 

' B«£ ic oftner I^ppens, that a M#n ufes the lame 
Tojpicks, than the fat)9i^ Words > 9^ not long (inc% 
three ;GentIemeb ((landing together at Ma& in A- 
cmtain Church, where was a t^dy, with whom 
<inebf the three w^ in Love^ thet!e came a pQor 
Beggar, who, fiandii^ before her, aiked her Cha^ 
sity^ and, with a gfeat deal of Inftance and Im* 
pokunity, in a very lamentable Tone, repeated 
^lany itimes his Requeft % who, for all that, nei- 
tbtr e^!Fe him any. thing, nor dcn^ied him, by any 
Sign of Refufal, but ftood muiing with herfelF, 
as tiiodgh fhe Wal^ tbinkii^ of fenewhat elfe. 

Then iaid the Gentleman, that loved her, to 
Ilk two Gompanicm, You (ee what I muft hope 
fbr at the Hands of my Miilrefs, who }s fo croeI> 
that fhe will neither beftow on that poor naked 
Wrelicb, dying with Jiimger, what.he beg^d 
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viA fiiCh Impex^ntikfi nor ytft give him 9ny SigA^ 
to depatc ^ fo much does ihc delight to fee oef^ie 
her a Perfon laoguii^iinj; in Mi&tyy and^ in vAii^ 
imploring her CpmpftflSn. * . 

rThis, ftiddM^ df the two^ is no Cruelty^. but 
atadt InftruftioA to you, to let you know, that: 
3^our Mi(be(s isitiM pkafed, ttut any one ihould 
(oe to her .with too ttitich Iqiportdnity. Nay^ 
faid the others ' i£ H rather to iiifcnn. him, tbac 
though ihe dotn not grant what i&deiired of her^ 
yet that (he is wiHing enough to be fblltdted, and 
applied to. YoU'fee then, becaufe the. Lady did 
not difmiis the. poor Man, it produced three fe-* 
venil &iy ings > - one of fcvere blame i another of 
modeft Praife $ and a third w^ thb' a Jeft, yoi; 
vei^ iharp and poignant. . 

• But to return, where we left off, and in oriler 
to dedare to you the fetreral Kinds or Spedcs of 
Joking, or merry Expreffions, as much as concemt 
us, I beg leave to iay, that,' in my Opinion, tbotr 
are thi^ee Sorts, though Signor Frederick has only 
ipentioned two ; the one, a handfome and pleatanc 
ifarration, without Interruption, which confifla 
in the E(k6t of a Thin^^ the other, a Hidden and 
acute Promptitude, which confiftsr in one Sen« 
t^nce only. However, I muft add a third Sort^ 
wbich we Italians call Bierle^ ot merry Fa£b^ 
wherein the Narration is long, the Sayings ihort^ 
and fome Anions withaL 

The firft.then, which confiftsin a Difeourfe^ 
without Intefruption, is atmoft, as if a Man 
t^rould tell a Tale, or Story ^ as, for Example^ 
when Pope jtlextinder the fixth died, and Nicbetat 
the fifth was created Pope, beinj; then in Reme^ 
and in the Palace, with ybttr Fnend Signor jIh» 
UMk Jgmik cf Mntuoy ^dhet Highneis tiis 
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DocAdS) in difcbttrfiftg of the T>Hth of the obe;^ 
aad the Creation of the other, and paSing his ' 
Qpioion on federal Incidents, amongft a greac^ 
many of his Friends, he faid $* 

(^cptlemen, in the Time of Catullus^ Gatet 
began to fpeak without Tongues, and to hear 
without Ears,, and, iafter that manner, difcovered 
Adulteries. Now^ tho* Men af e hot fo estcellent 
and worthy,- as they were in tbofe Uns^ yet per- 
haps the Gates, which are now made, moft of 
'^hich, efpecially thofe here in^^oMr^, are of an« 
^nt Marble, ' have the fame Virtue they then 
had^ and, for my part, I believe, thefe two here 
will clear us of all our Doubts, if we would con** 
fidt them. The Gentlemen weve a long while in 
Sufpcnfe, where this would aid, but Anttmo ftill 
continued walking tip and down, fometimes be- 
fore, juid fomecimes behind v At laft, on a fudden, 
lie looked up to one of the two Gates of the Hall, 
wfaeie they were walking, and (lopping fhotty 
ihewed the Company, with his Finger, the In- 
icription over it, which was Pove, jflexander^s 
Name^ and at the End V & 1, to ngnify, as you 
all know, the fixth ; and (aid, fee here^ v4fais 
jGate fays. Pope jtlexander the fixth, which fi^ 
pifies, that he was Pope thro' the Force he made 
yfe of, and prevailed more by that, than Reafon ; 
^ now let us fee, if we can find any thing out 
of this Gate, in relation to the new. Pope 5 and 
turning himfelf to the other. Gate^ pointed to the 
Infeription of one N. and two P P. and one V. 
which figmfies, Nicohus P^pa ^intms : Alas I 
£ttd he, very ill News ! fee, this Gate fays, Nst 
iff Papa vaUt, ; 

You fee, now, how this kind of Jefting has ita 
Elegance and Beauty, and nd£ unbecoming thc; 
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;Moutli : of: a. Gair(^>r 9 \^hc^ber the Thiog.bc 
true or^faUe-). fyty in this CaTe, it is allowable to 
. feign, wjiat .a Mas pleaies, withoui: Ceofure) ancf, 
ia ibeakinj; thC'Trutfa, to fet it o^ with fome lit- 
tle Inireiiuont!«iicr«aling| or diminifhing it, as 
Ocoafion ferv^ 9ut the perfed Beauty, and ve- 
xf Vitals of. this is^ to ihe^ properly, and with- 
.out Kain^ as, well with Geftures as Words, thiit 
-vrhich a Man has a mind to expreis to his 4udi«- 
tors, in fuch A M^Qoer, as he may. icem to do.tt^ 
very Things, wl^cb he is relating. . 

And this manner of Expreilioa has fuch Force 
and Energy^ that it femetimes fets off a Matter, 
astOiinaKeit wooderfuUy pleafing, which iq i,c 
^If is* neither v;ery pkafant, nor witty : And t;ho* 
,iuch Narrations require Geflures, and that Effi- 
<acy9. peculiar to a.livcly Voice, yet i& the Fprce 
of them fometimes perceived, even in Writing. 
Who, for Example, can forbear laughins, when 
be re«ls in B^c^acip^ in the fifth Day of nis hun* 
dit^ Novels, how the Prieil of Farhngo drained 
Jbimlelf in A Kyrie and Sanflus , when he knew 
£ekolore was at Church ? There are alTo very 
pleafapt Relation^.in thofe of Cakndinio^ and fe- 
veral others. But to make one laugh by imitatr 
ing, or counterfeiting ( or however elfe you may 
term it) any one's Humour, no body, as I know^ 
furpafres our good Friend here Signor Roberto 4^ 
Barr. 

This would be a very high Encomium, (aid 
da Bari^ were it true \ for then would I rather 
endeavour to imitate the good, than the bad \ and 
I fhould think my felf very happy, could I be but 
like fome I know : But, I douot, I can imitate no- 
thing to make one laugh, but what is bad. It may 
jbe Xp 9 faid Bibienay bUt there is even an Excel- 
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fency in this ^ for you miift know, thk^Imictds^ 
we fpeak of caimee be without Wii^ Ibr^beddos 
the Method to adaj^t and actofiiixiodace Wo^ts 
and Gefturcs, and to-reprefeoty isM^^ie, bffcire 
the Eyes of fajis Auditor, the very Face and Be- 
haviour of the-Perfon a Man «alks^ df^ he muftbb 
very prudent, and have a regard - c^- Time mA 
place, and the'Pdrfons he taUBof, -and fiot &11 
into BufFoonry, ind exceed his- due Bounds '^ 
which Circum&mces' you admiraily ^wdl obferve^ 
and^there^re I haVe lufficient&eiuon to bdievc 
-you Vtfy good in every kind: , 

For, certainly, it is not fit for a Gaitkman ci> 
ciy and laugh, make noifes, and wreftle with hii»- 
M( like Berto^ or dre(s himfelf ^ a Peafant, 
, like Strafcino j which in them are very proper, 
as beiog their Profeflion. But we muft trfmfieiio- 
ly, and with as much Privacy as pofllbU, fteal this 
Imiration ^ always, however, preferving thp Port 
and Dignity of a Gentleman^ without tdking 
obfc^nehr, or putting the Face and Body in ftrange 
Contoruons ; but frame our Movements aiid<je^ 
fiures after fuch a certain manner, that whoever 
hears and fees ys, may imagine^ thereby, more 
than the thing is^ and, upon that, take Occafioo 
to laugh. . 

He muft likewife, in this Cafe, take heed of 
biting too much in his Reprebenfions, e(pecialljr 
cti the Deformity of a Man's Face, or Perfon ^ 
which, if difcreetly managed, very often are Sub* 
Jefts ample enough to make a Man laugh, which 
IS not only the Part of a Bufibon, but even of a 
profefled Enemy. 

For which Reafon ( tho* it be a difficult mas- 
ter) a Man ought to oWcrve the Manner of Sig^ 
nor Roberto^ as i faid juft noWy who imitates any 
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l^hgitYtkeWorl^, not withoiit piquing thetH 
ill t^ofe things, whereto they itc defimive, mi 
k9m in their own ^^refence, And yw noonets an^ 
nfy, or imaKineSi he ought to take it ia ill part{ 
of this I ihallgivc fio Examplci becstufe wefee.iA

It mgRes one-aUb laagh (which Species newf^ 
tbdtft b iiotit^^ Mder Narration) when a Ma* 
repeats^ wltli « certain Grace^ feme Jitde Defcds^ 
Un#oit4iy^k gibtter PumJhaient ^ as (cxac^f 
things, fingiy 1^^ or attended with a little resid^ 
pbigtiantFdtyi^aietidoes certain extravagant A^ 
feftations^ ^r^ large well-inyrated Falfity, as not 
loltg ,4iQce €^/af ^re told us, which was this i . 
that being in Company of tht Pifiefid of thife 
City^ he (aw a Gountryinan come up to him to 
cdm^ain, that he had an Als ftol^i ; and aftet 
lie fiad complained of his Poverty, and how the 
Thief had robbed bim, heiaid. Ah Sir! had y<A 
leen'My A% you would have known what Caui% 
1 4)aye to complain % for, with his Pad ^pon has 
Back^ one would have taken him for a very CP- 
-ar^i And one of this Aflembly, not long uncc^ 
^sdnfg an ovcKgrown He-Goat marching befoi^c * 
Hcrdof othert, lloppedof afuddcn, and, wich 
Looks %i\\ of Wonder and Aftonifliment, cried 
out, obierve that He-Goat, he looks like St. 
Paul the Hermit. 

1 knew another, faid Signor Pallavicino^ who^ 
having teen im old Servant to Hercules^ Duke of 
Ferrara^ offered him his two little Sons to be hk 
Pages, who died both before they were entrcd in* 
to his Service \ which, when the Duke heard, 
he lamented very tenderly with the Father, and, 
amongft other things, faid, he was very forry i 
for that, when he law them, he thought them 
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irery witty iod handibmc. M ! Uy Lord, iaki 
Khe Father^ . you faw nothing \ for within theff 
few Days they grew much- tpoi'C ha^dfome and 
witcy than ever J could baveJinia^gwedi and f^o^ 
together like a Cquple of Hawks. 

And, not lonejfincc, a- cQfH»a^to: Doctor of , our 
Acquaintance, . teeing a poor Fellow wbipt alpng 
ahe Market-place, ;Who, tb^* his Shoqjcfers were 
all. bloody, walked wiy^flow^ :M if he h^d been 
Itliiog his Plegf^re, Go on fiifter, ,/aid l^c, poor. 
Man, that thou may'ft be tlie (qoper out of chy 
j^ain. The Fdk)w$ turning abpuc^ feemed to won- 
<]er, and paufed a little s ^ jf^ ^d, when you 
are whipt. Sir, walk at your own Picafurc, I ihali 
sow walk at mine. 

Nor do I fuppofe you have forgotted what his 
HighneG, the Duke, told us lately of a certain 
Abbot, who flood near Duke Frtderick^ whaihe 
washing what they (hould do with that great 
Quantity of Rubbiib, that was caft up to lay the 
foundation of this Palace^ at which they were 
continually at work. My Lord, faid he, ^I faavjs 
fogrvd out an excellent way ^ let them dig a targe 
Pit, and put it in there.

If you are not filent, Signor P/V/r^, &id Bihi^ 
ena^ laughing, I fhall tell whatever I have fecn 
and heaRj of you Fenetians ^ which is no fmall 
matter, ^fpecially in their Cavalcades. Forbear, 
I befecch you, replied the other, and I will not 
mention a Syllabic of two other pretty Stories of 
you Flonntines. 

They are rather, replied Bibiena^ of the Se^ 
nefe \ and it is no rarity with them. As not long 
fince, one of them, hearing in the Council-Cham- 
ber certain Letters read, in which,, for avoiding 
a too frequent Repetition of the Party's Name, 
this Term Prelibato (which, you know, fignifies 
the aforefaid) was often ufed^ he fpoke to the 
Clerks, that read them. Stop a little, faid he, and

^ ^on this Offence ^ for at the (ame time that he has 

difpleafed me, at ridiculing our Flm'entines^ he. has 

pl^ed me in obeying you, which I would always 

do my felf. 

But to return to our Suhjeft > meant Afic&a- 
tions, (aid he, 'bring always with them ibmething 
tirefome, and difagreeable ^ however, when they 
are extravagant, they make us laugh, a$ fome 
Men do in difcouriing of the Grandeur qf their 
Family, their perfonal Valour, and Nobility of 
Birth i and the Ladies of their Beauty, and fine 
Shape : This brings into my Mind a Saying of a 
certain Lady, not long fince, at a publick Enter-' 
tainment, whom the Company perceiving very 
penilve, and muling, alked^ what ibe thought 
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6flj ritiat made her fo very ihcknclioly : TrTioughj; 
tipon a matter, faid Ihe, that always, when I thinfc 
upon It, gives me mudh Perplexity, and I cap: 
(carce ever put it out oF my Mind > which \%^ 
that all Bodies being tb rife again at the Day 6t 
Judgment, and ijand naked before t^ie Tribiihial 
of Chrift, I cannot bear the extreme Sorrow i 
when I think, that mine: mud be feen alfo ha^ 
ked. 

As for thofe pretty invented Tales, whicli 
i6xtravagantly may exceed the Truth , how" di^ 
verting thiey are, you all know \ and oiir very 

f)od Friend, who never lets us want, within thewi 
w Days told me a very good one. 

Whatever that was, uid Signor JuUam^ it could 
hot be better thiin what a certain Countryman of 
ours, a Luchefe Merchant, told me the other Day^ 
4nd affirmed it as a certain Truth, to his Know- 
fcdge. 

Tell it us, faid the Duchefs. This Mercharit, 
feid Signbr Julian^ ( as he told me ) being qnc^ 
upon a time in Polmdy had a mind to buy fomc 
Sables, with Defign to bring them into luly^ 
which, he b€Kcved, would turn very much to his 
Profit and Acfvantagc \ and after a great deal of 
Confideration, and fruitlcfs Attempts, finding it 
impraflicable for him to go into Mufcovy^ by rea- 
fon of the War between the Poles and the Gzar^ 
he fo contrived it, by means o£ fome of the 
Country, that the Alafcovites Ihould come with 
their Sables upon the Frontiers of Poland^ and he 
promifed he would be there himfelf, at the time 
appointed,^ in order to traffick with them : Ac- 
cordingly he travelled with his 'CotApanions to- 
wards Mufcovy^ and arrived at the River Soriftbe^

and faw the Mufcmtes^ wjip, on Account of the 
War, would venture no farther, but ftood on the 
other Side.

You muft underftand then, faid he, a few Days 
ago I was in Company, where they were talking 
of the new World lately found out by the P^r- 
tuguefe^ and of the ftrange Beafts, and other things, 
brought thence \moPortu^ahy that Friend of ourSj 
I juft now mentioned, affirmed for a Truth, that 
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he had fccn a certain Ape, i^ery different from 
what we ar* ufed to, that plaid adaiirably well 
at Chefs 5 and that one' time above the reft, the 
Gentlemalp, who Brought her, plaid at Chefs with, 
her before the King, where' the Ape moved very 
<Jextroufly, and put her Adverfary hard to it, and ' 
at laft gave him Checkmate^. Upon this, the 
Gentleman being fomewh at vexed (as People ge- 
nerally are, that lofe at. that Play) took the King 
in his Hand, which was very large (as they make 
them in Portugal) and hit the Ape a good Knock 
Upon the Head. This made her. leap fuddenly 
towards the King, and lamented in fuch a manner, 
as if flie demanded Juftice, at his Hands, for the 
Injury done her. ' 

The Gentleman afterwards called her to play 
with him ^ain j which, with Signs, flie refufcd 
to do a great while, but, atjaft, was contented 
to play another Game j and, as fhe had done be- - 
fore, (he put him to his (hifts j in fliort, the Ape, 
perceiving fhe could give the Gentleman the 
Checkmate, bethought her felf of a new Device 
how to efcape being beaten 5 and accordingly, 
with diTcoVering her Intention, thruft gently her 
right Paw under a little Silk Cuihion, on which 
the Gentleman leaned his left Elbow with a belle 
Aifj and fnatching it fuddenly away at the fame 
time, with her left Paw gave him the Mate with a 
Pawn, and put the Cufhion upon her Head to de- 
fend her felf from Blows : «Then fhe frifked up 
and down very merrily before the King, in Token, 
a^ it were, ot Viftory. And was ndt this Ape, 
think you, very fage, and of great Prudence, and 
Prefence of Mind ? 

Mofl certainly, faid Signor Cafar Gonzagaj this 

Ape was a great Doftor amongft other Ape^- and 
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of great Aatbority \ and I make qo <!<MibC bue 
^e Rcpublick of Apes it) Inii^ fent her into Pmr« 
tug^ xo sec Renown in a ftrasfie Country. 

Ev^ry body laughed a); the Inven^on of tbif ' 
Story, as alTo at the Addition made to it by Sig* 
nor GfinMga. Then Bibkna wont on, with bi« 
Difcourfe. You have heard now, faid he^ a Spcr 
cimen of fuch merry Sayings, which are unintOTf 
rupted, and as much as, ^^ prefent, occurs xo myr 
Reou^mbrance $ we come now to difcourib of 
tbo(c, which confili in one Sentence only, or in 
ope Word : and as, in the former kind, a Man 
mud take heed not to be like a common Jeftcr,. 
or Buffi>on in his Difcourfe and Action, (b ja 
this fhould he take as much Care not to appear 
too biting and malicious > for fuch Perfons very 
often, for the Ofieace of the Tongue, fuf&r ia 
tlicir whole Body. 

Of this kind therefore, which confifts in a {hort 
Sentence, the moft agreeable are fuch as ^ife 
from ambiguous Terms, though they ihould not 
always fnaKe one laugh, as a few Days ago Miffir 
Hannibal PalleottQ faid to one, that recommi^ded 
to hitu a M^fter to teach his Children the Gram* 
mw> who, after he had praifed iiim for a,Per- 
ic^n off great: Learning , * coming to difeourie of 
his Salary, faid, that, beiides the Money; that 
i1]iould be agreed upon, he muft hgve a Chamber 
furnifhed to ftudy and fleep in, for he had not 
Letfo ; then^. how can he be a Man of LearQiog,^ 
faid Palteoitos if he have not Ijtto. You. fee. Sr 
made ufe of the diiFerent Signification of. the 
TJerm haver .l^^ttp^ whicb^ you know, figwficj tp. 
have a Bed, and to have read. 

Butbejcaufethefe doubtful and ambiguous Tetms 

havft fpnaewhat of l^it in them, they rathw, ^ 
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1 juft now hirttcdi excite us to Wonder, than 
Laughter, except when they are joined to fome* 
thing elfe *, as when we liften in Expe&ation oi^ 
one thing, and he that is to fpeak, gives one an- 
other qiiitt contrary i and, if an Ambiguity be 
annexed to it, it muft be pleafant, and highly di- 
vertite 5 as lift Ni^ht, wnen we were ta&ing of 1 
making a fine Mattonato^ ot Floor, for the 
Duchefs*s Cabinet, after a great deal of Difcouife,, 
you, iignor John Chrifiopher^ faid, if we could ^ 
but get the Bifliop ot PoUntia^ and flatten him' 
Vefy well, he would do admirably, for he was the 
^ticQ, Matto fiatd^ that ever you faw. 

Every body Uughed at this, you may remem- 
ber, becaufe, in dividing the Word Aftf//^»<3f% 
you made the Ambiguity, and wa$ the Saying ot 
what, one could bj^ no'meann have expeaed. 

But to make choice of ambijgiious Tcitns re- 
quires all the Circumfpe^ilion andCaution a Man 
i$ Mailer of \ for he ought to take care to make' 
ufe of the moft artificial, omitting fuch as may 
make thb Jeft cold and infipid, and fuch as one 
would think were lugged in by head and {boul- 
ders f and, above all, fuch as have too much Bit- 
tcrnefsin them : As not long fince, there were 
certain Companions in a Friend's Houle, who had 
\tat otie Eye > whom he invited all to Dinner, 
but they all excufed themfelves, but one, who 
ftaid behind, faying, for my part I*am refolv-^ 
ed to ftay, for I \ct an empty Place for one, point- 
ing at the fame time to the Hdle where the Eye 
had been. You fee how bitter and ill-naturM this 
was y for he nipt him without any Caufe^ or Rea^ 
l&n, or being provoked thereto by any thing his 
Friend faid to him, and (poke what might be faid,^ 
in general, againft a)l blind Men* And fuph ge^ 
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neral matters are never agreeable, becaufe tbe^ 
feem fo be premeditated.. Such another Expreflir 
on is this, - which was fpoken to a Mail without 
a Nofe > Friend, wjiere ^oft thou wear thjr Spe- 
Aacles ? or. with what dofl thou fmell Rofes.ac 
the time of Year ? 

But thofe am'bijguous Expreflions, of all, are 
moft agreeable, when a Min rctorjs the (elf-fame 
Words, in the fame Senfe, upon his Advcrfery, 
and wounds him with his own Weapons > as a 
certain Barrifter, in a Cafe before a Judge, when 
his Adverfary afked him, why he barked Co much ? 
readily replied, Becaufe I fee a Thief. Much the 
fame has been told me of Galeotto da Narni^ who, 
puffing thro' the Streets of Siena^ ftopt a little to 
enquire fox an Inn j one of the Inhabitants, fee- 
ing him fo very corpulent, as he was, faid, laugh- 
ing* Other People carry their Budgets behmd 
tliem, but this good Mao carries bis before. So 
one muft, anfwered Galeotto immediately, in the 
Country of Thieves. 

, It' is no lefs agreeable, when a Man interlaces 
hK*l)ifcourfe with'a Verfc ortWo, (taking it in 
another Senfe than the Author) or fome other 
Saying : and fomctimes in the very (ame Mean- 
ing, but altering a Word j as a Gentleman, that 
had a homely fcolding Wife, when he was 
ailed, how he did, anlwered, Think you your- 
{e]fj £ot Furi^ruTji maxima Juxta Me cubdt. 

At this I have heard iw^r Hierohimo Donafo 
Vjis very excellent, and have been aflured, that as 
he was once vifiting the Stations of Rome in 
Lent,, in Company with feveral . oth?r Gentle- 
rnen, met with a Troop of very fineXidiesi arid 
when one of the Gentlemen had faid ^ 
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•/ $uot Calum Stellas j tot bakt tm Romafu* 
el las > 

He immediately replied, . 

Pafcua foot^^ badosy tot babet tua Roma Ci* 
fuedos J . 

pointing to a Company of young Men on the o* 
ther fide of the way. ' 

But I cannot here avoid telling of you what 
Marcautonio della Torre faid once to the Bifhop 
6£ Padua J in which City there was a fmall Con- 
vent, under the Care of a Frier, much eftcemed 
for his Learning, and good Life. It happened, 
that this good Father, often frequenting the Cloi- 
fter, , and cpnfefling the Sifters, got five of them 
with Child, which was half the Number of the 
Community j when this came to be known, 
the good Father would have fled for it, but knew 
not how. \ 

The Biihop caufed him to be apprehended ^^ 
upon which he confefled, that he had gotten 
tpofe five Nuns with Child, thro' the Tempta- 
tion of the Devil, which made the Biftiop refolvc 
to chaftife him very feverely. But, becau(e the; 
Father was a Man of much Learning, he had 
hiade a great many Friends, who had refolvcd to 
ferve him in this Affair, to the utmoft of their 
Power, and amongft the reft, Marcantonio. 

The Bifhop would by no means hearken to them, 
hilt at laft, through a great djEial ot Importunity, * 
and much Commendation of the poor Culprit , 
and excuhng him thro' Opportunity, human Frail- 
ty, andjhe like^ the Bimop warmly faid, I will 
do nothing for you, becaufe I muft . give God an 
Account of this j they ftill pcrfiftcd, but the - 
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Kihop rqplied, WhatAnfvrerfhantmaiketoGod, 
at the Day of Judgment, when he ihali fay to 
me. Give an Account of thy Stewardfhip ? Mar« 
ry, my Lord, replied MarcantoniOj the very fame 
fl» the Gofpel fays. Lord, five T^lems haft thou 
delivered unto me, behold, five others have I 

f lined unto thee. The Bifhop could not forbear 
ughing *j and this ready Turn fufflciently af- 
fwaged his Anger^ and very much mitigated ther 
Puniihment he dcflgned for the poor Fricf . 

It is likewife very pretty to interpret Naincs, 
and make fome little Fi6bion, either beeaufe the 
Perfon one talks With is called fo, or does fuch 
a(nd fuch an Adion : as, not long fince, the Provofl: 
of Lucca^ who, you all know, is very iacetious^. 
when he foUicited the Pope to give him the Bi- 
fhoprick of CagUo^ his Holinefs aufwtred, Doll 
thou not khov^,.. that CagUo in Spdnijb fignifies, 
fam filent ? and thou art a great Talker % for 
which Reafpn it would be ridiculous in a Bifliop 
tb give himielf the Lie every time hi: names his 
Title Ca^io'^ and therefore (ay no more. 

* The Provoft ftill kept on his SoUicitation for 
feme time 5 but when he few it was likely to be 
of no Effcft, he (aid at laft, Holy Father, if your 
Holinels will but beftowthiBBifhoprick upon me, 
it ihall turn very much to your Advantage j for 
I will, on that Condition^ immediately mrrender 
up two Offices into youi* Hands. Ana what Of- 
fite$,. faid the Popt^ haft* thou to furrcnder into 
my Hands ? Why, andj)lcafc your Holine%faid 
the Pjovoft, the Great Office,* and the Office of 
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our h^dy* TlicjJ?bpe hearis^' tfa&$ tha' btixiv'' 
iirifeatVory^iiavcPecibo, coqld hoc help laaghiog.- 

At^ther m PadM did, Cilpbwnius was fd cd* 
If dy bcpaufe Iw waa: woot td fcAld furnaces; 

Aa4 I nemciiDto^. t'other Day^ when I alked^ 
Fedra^ hqw if eame^to paB^ that whereas Prayer 
lyai made, in the Gtmrch ubon Gaed Friday^ not 
only for Chriftianft, btu: tor Jews and Pagitms^ 
there was no Mention made of the Cardinals^ as 
tbore was of Biibops ^ni other Prelaces, he rea« 
dily anfwered, that they were included in tlie CcJh 
le&-y Onmuipra Hareskis & Scbi/huuids'*, lerut 
p/^y for Hcreticka and Schifmaticks* 

And Count i>wif' told a Ladv, whom I repre« 
hended for ufing a certain Waih). that ihined very 
qiuch). and when ihe was licked over with ir^ one 
i^igtkt fee ones fidf in her Face, as in a Looking* 
Glal^;that I did it becanfe I was .very ugly, and' 
^d not care, to fee my own Face. 

Something of ^hisL Nature was that, which Ca^^ 
mlh PalliotU &id to Meffir Antmio Pi^csfo^ who- 
talking of a Friend of his, who told the Prieft in 
GonfoBbn, that he fafted with all his Heart, and 
went to Mafi, and attended the other Offices of 
the Church, and did all the good tbin^ in tbe^ 
World. This Fellow^ continued jtrttimh^ mftead of 
accufing, in reality, praiies himfelf : No, no, (aid^ 
Cjiunilhy he really confefles himfelf of thefe things, 
bpcaufe he kiaks upon the doing of them^to be* 
gireat Sins* 
. Do yoa not remember how finely my Lord* 
Gbvemour touched 7&»ffibs/^ G^oUo yefleeday, 
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when he wondered at a Man that alked two hun^ 
4rc!d Dacacs for a Horfe ? for, fays he, he is nbr 
worth a Farthing, as having, amongft many otfier 
ill Properties, an. Averfion to sUi Sorts of Arms % 
neither was it poflible to make him come nigh 
any Place, where he faw any > my Lord, willing 
Cp reprehend him for his Cowardife^ Mdj if fo^ 
1^ wondered he did not aft: a thoufand. ' ' 

And fometimes a Man fpeaks the very fame 
Word, but to another End, than it is commonly 
made ufe of : a$ when my Lord Duke was pa^- 
fiQg*<H)<y a. very rapid River, he faid to the Trum- 
pet, Go onj whoi, turning about very reverently, 
vr'v^ his Hat in his Hand , your Highnefs may 
gf> on your felf^ (aid he, if you pleafe. 

. It makes alfo as much Diverfion^ when a Man 
feems to take the Words, and not the Meaning, 
of the Speaker 5 as this very Year, when a Ger*' 
fnan^ meeting Ber§aldo one Evening in the Streets- 
of Rotne^ faid to him, Domine Magifter^ Deus det 
mohis bonum Jiro^ Beroaldo readily replied, Et iibi 
walum cito.' 

Another time, Beroaldo^ telling Signor Giacomo 
Sadoletto^ that he would by all means go to Bo' 
l^gftay and why, faid he, will you leave Rme^' 
where there arc fuch Variety of Plcafiircs, to go 
tb Botogna^ which is fo full of Troubles ? I am 
obliged to do fiiid Beroaldo^ for three 'counts, and, 
b^an to hold up three Fingers of his left Hand^ 
and to tell the Reafpns of his going ^ Hold, faid 
Si^lftto^ interrupting hitp, the three Counts, 
tl)at make vdu. go to Bologna^ ;ar<v Count Lewis 
da S^n Bonifacio^ Count Heuules Rangone^ and the 
.Count de Pepdi. 

; This fet the Company a laughing, for, they all 
knew, thefe Gentlemen had been. Beroalda's Pu- . 
ptfs, ; and itudied then at Bologna. Thefe 
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Thde kinds of Expreffion, tlitt, make a: Matt 
laugh very much, -bccaufc they briqg with them 
difierent ADf\o;ers (fom what one Jpoked for 3 aad 
even our owii Error natur^iy pleafcs^us in thofc 
things, which, when it deceives us of thai: we 
expe&ed,. canqot help making. us laugh. 

But thofe Modes of Speechyand Figures, vrhic^ 
. have a Gracefulads in them, when ufed in grave 
and ferious Difcqi^urle, are almpf^ ever agreeable in 
this way of Talk: obierve, how Words, placed in 
Oppofitibn to each other, give a certain Orn^t- 
ment and Beauty, when one contrary Claufe is (ec 
oppofite to another. This Method is often-; 
times very plea(ant and divertive $ . as a Genoeje'j 
who was veiy prodigal, and lavifh in his Ex-^ 
pences, being reprehended by an old covetous U-> 
iurer, who uid to him, Jnd when will you leave, 
off fyuandering away your Subftance ? readily re^ 
plied, JFben thou kavefi off fiealing other Peoples. • 

And becaiife (a$ we have already hinted) that 
from thofe very Topicks, whence we defire mat^ 
ter of Merriment to touch a Man clofe, we may, 
many times, extract: grave ExprefHons of Honour 
and Commendation, in both re(be6b it is very 
graceful and agreeable, when a Man contents to^ 
and confirms the (elf fame thing that the other 
fpcaks, but interprets it quite othcrwifc than hc^ 
meant it. 

An Example of which we have in a Country- 
Prieft, who, within thefe few Days, faying Ma6 
to his Parishioners, after he had told them, what 
- Holidays they were to keep that Week, b^gan: 
the general Cfocifeifion, and faid, / have finned in 
Thought^ JVordy and Deed^ and fo went on, men* 
tioning all the Catalogue of mortal Sins, in the 
Examination of Conlcicnce j when, a very fami- 

liar

^ Friend ot Ms,- to make People laugh at him, 
fiid. Bear wittiefs, Gehtlcmco, what he his* don6 
by his own Confeffion, for I intend to preicnt 
bhn for it to the BMiop. 

This way Safidzza deUa Fedrad made nfe oC^ 
to honour a certaitt Lady, with whoita bcmg in 
Dtfcouric, after "he had praiftd her foi* her cxccl- 
fcnt QS^lities, and at laft for bier Beauty, flic told 
him^, that ftic did not dcfenrc this at his Hands, 
becaufe fhe was now in Years. Madatb^ iaid he, 
tcrhat you have in ym of Age, is only to make 
you like the Angels, who were the firfl: and the 
anticntcft Creatures, that eyer God made. 

The Ufe of Metaphors too is rery^ beaiitiftil j 
both, I mean, the fcrious, and the jocofe j cfpe- 
Cially, if they be anfwercd, and the Metaphor 
coritmucd. After this manner was anfwercd Palla 
Strozzay who, being banifhcd Fhrenre^ and hav- 
ing occafion to fend thither one of his People, a-* 
bout Afiairs of Imporbncc, faid to him, after a 
threat*ning manner, Teil Cofmus de Medids^ in 
my Name, that the Hen broods. The Meflcngcr 
did his^ Errand, and Cofmus immediately anfwercd. 
Tell your Matter, in my Name, that Htns nenser 
hrcfod out of their Nefts. 

With a Metaphor did CamiUo Porcaro findy 
commend Signor Martantonio Colanna } who, un- 
derftanding, that Camilloy in an Oration, had ex* 
toiled certain Noblemen of Itatyj that were fa- 
mous in martial Exploits, and, amongft the reft, 
had made moft honourable mention of him, after" 
having thanked him, he faid^ you, Camilloj have 
done by your Friends, as fbmc Merchants do with 
their Money, who, when they find a counterfeit 
Ducat, to get rid of it, caft it into a Heap of 
good ones, and fo pafs it off : Tuft fo, to do me 
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Hqsoih* (though I am of Utile Vake) you hay^ 
pyc me into the Company of fo many exceHeot 
IfOrds, that perhaps, oa Account of their Meric9 
I may pafs for good. 

To whom C^^V/p thus replied 5 Thofc, whe 
(^ to coi^^tiprfeit Pucats, gild tbemy fo that they 
^^y feemmuc^h be;t^r to th^Eye, than tbegoo4» 
ji; t;fe^r«fQre, iher? were Al<iymifts of Mcn^ 9$ 
lU^re ^e of Ipup^tS) pae mi|ht iiadeed^ with juft 
Qmkj fufp^: yW IEo be fau% beingi ^ you ar^ 

qf miich mprc bright md bewtifuT Metal^ thfm 
gpyof theQtter, . . 

You fee, this Place is common to both theiie 
$pcK:ks; and ^ ar<49any moire^ of which I might 
give infinite f^x^mples, and efpegisilly in grave Ex-» 
pre;(Uons : a$ ^ certain gre^ Captain, who^^ ber 
|9g 4t Table, and every Place ukea up, law twa 
//^/<^. Gentlemen fta^ding by^uthat had done htm 
£^$k| Service in the Campaign, ftaned fuddenly 
lip, siod milking all the r^jft of the Company rifes 
to give Place to thofe two, faid^ Make room fee 
timt two Qedtlemen $ for, were it not for them, 
we ihould not have wherewith to eat ourfelves* 
And> another time, he faid to Diigo Garcia^ whoi 
advfifed him to remove from a dangerous Placcy 
where the Artillery plaid moft upon. Since God 
has not put Fear into your Heart, don't you puc 
it into mine. ■, 

And Lewisy the prefent King of Frame^ wheit 
it was told him , foon after his coming to thQ 
Throne, that then was the Time to cha(H(e bit 
Enemies, who had done him fp many Injuries^ 
when Duke of Or/f^m^^ madeAofwer, that it did 
not belong to the King of Frame to revenge the 
Injuries done to the Duke of Orleans, 

A Man fometimci, alfo^ touches home, (and 

that 
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that very agreeably too) in a grave Matter, with- 
out creating Laughter : as Ottoman^ Brother 
to the Grand Sfir*, when he was Prifoner at 
Rome^ (aid, thatjufting (asweufcdit) looked 
too much like trifling Play, and not what it 
ihould be in reality. And, when it was told hitK^^' 
that King Ferdinando^ the Younger, was a Perjfbn 
Very niim)le, and of much ' Agility in running, 
leaping, vaulting, and the h1ce, he faid, that 
the Slaves, in his Country, ufed thefc Exercifes, 
but great Men learned Liberality (roni their Child- 
hood, and were renowned and honoured on that 
Account. 

Somewhat like this, though more capable of 
making onV fmile, >yas, what the Archbi/hop of 
F/(?r^«f^ anfwered Cardinal jHexandtinOj who had 
£ttd, That Men have nothing but their EftateSj 
theif Body, and their Souls 5 Then they have no- 
thing at all, faid he, for their Eftates are in (he 
Lawyers Difpb&I % their Body in the Phyflcians, 
and their Soul in the Divines. 
: A Man might have added, faid Lord Julian^ 
what Nicoktto ufed to fay, that it is very rarely 
known for a Lawyer to go to Law, a Phy (ician 
take Phyfick, or a Divine be a good Chriftian. 
Of this there arc infinite Examples, fpoken by 
great Princes, and very grave Perfons, faid Bihi" 
ena fmiling. Another Beauty in Expreflion, con- 
tinued he, are Comparifons, if well managed, o- 
therwifetbey are poor and infipid) but in this^ as in 
everything clfe, a Man muft confider theCircum- 
ftances of Time and Place, as well as the Parties. 
' The Comparifon, faid Patlavicinoj which Sig- 
ner Giovanni Gonzago made between Alexander 
the Great, and his Son Alexander^ Was not mal h 
fropos. I never heard it, faid Mil^iena, This Lord, 
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ti^fallavidm\iVJ^ Paying 9iX,Haziird with three 
Jl>icC) ais he u(ed to do, and had loft a great ma- 
ny pieces of Gold, and ftill continued lofiog on. . 
His Son^ though but a Child, delight^ as much in, 
Play^ as his Father,, and -ftood ftill, looking on, 
but with a very melancholy Countenance. » The 
Count 4i PiOttella^ who was there prefenr, with a 
great many other Gentlemen, faid, fee, my Lord, 
jzour Son is very melancholy for your Lofings, 
and he is in Paio 'till your good Fortune returns,- 
that he may participate of your Winnings y for 
which, reaibn, put him out of his Agony, and,^ 
before you lofe all, give him, at leaft, one Ducar, 
th^at he may go, and play himfclf, with his Com- 
panioQs. ^ 

You are quite miftaken. Sir, faid the other, 
ray 'Son does not think of (iich a thing, but, as 
it is written of jflexandgr the Great, that while 
he was but a Child, underftanding, that his Fa- 
ther PhiUp had routed a great Army, and con- 
quered a mightv Kingdom, fell a weeping, and, 
\^hea be was a{kcd the Reafon, faid, that he was 
afraid, his. Father would conquer fo many Coun- 
tries, that there would be none left: for him to 
cpn'iuer : fo my Son jlkxander here is very me- 
lancholy, and ready to cry, in feeing me lofe, be- 
cau(e he* doubts, I (hall lofe fo much, as to leave 
nothing for him to lofe. After having laughed a 
Iktle at this, Bibiena went on. A Man muft al(b 
t^ke care, faid he, in his Jokes, not to be profane 
and' ;wicked, and, to be thought witty, run into 
Bfofphemy^ for which a Man would not only de- 
ferve to be blamed, but feverely puniftied, fince 
1^^ fcek« the Reputation of a fFit in what is hor- 
rid and abominable. Such Perfons therefore, who 
thvi; frqdei^vour to ihew the Pregnancy of their 
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Wit, with ftnall Reverence to the Almighty ^^ 
highly deferve to be excluded the Society of e*. 
very Gentleman. Nor do they deftrve lefs Pu* 
iriihment, who are fond of obfcene Diicouir{e% 
cfpecially in the Prefence of Women j and wha 
talce an extreme Satisfa6tion to make them blu(h^ 
and are, for that End, very diligent m finding out 
feme witty Turn of Expreffion.

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Ale^ndt to be fo bitter and poignant m hlsExprdi* 
uoi|9, as to make one think him ill-natured and en- 
vious, lafhing, without a Caufe, Perfons in high Au- 
thority, which is want of Difcretionand Prudence j 
or thoie, who are inAffli&ion, which is Cruelty; 
or fuch as are known Villains, which would be 
a downright Vanity 3 or to fpeak fuch things, 
which, of their own Nature^ arc apt to give Of- 
fi^cc to thofe he would not any wife difoblige, 
which is Ignorance. For there arc fuch' People 
in .the World, who think they uiay fpeak what 
bitter things they pl^afc, without any regard to 
the Perfonthey fpeak to, as often as it comes in« 
to their Heads. 

/At^d amongft thefe Gentlemen are thbfe, who, 
that they may be thought to be Perfons of a prompt 
and ready Wit, rather than lofe their Jeft, value 
not the luUying of a LadyV-Reputation, which 
indeed is horrid, and merits the greateO: Pi^niih* 
fiient I becaufe, in this, the fair Sex are in the 
Numberof the wretched and unhappy ^ and there- 
fore by no means deferve to be feverely treated in 
tn(at refpe^, as having no Weapon to d.e^nd 
t^emfelves. 

But, befides all other Qualities, he that would 
b.e thus agreeable and entertaining, ought to be 
formed of a Nature apt to all kinds of Heafantry, 
and there to fuic and frame all his Words and Ge- 
ftures,. and even his Looks too ; which, the gra- 
ver they are, ai^d more compofed^ fo much the. 
more witty, and agreeable to the Auditors, do 
tbey make what he has to fay. 

But you. Signer Frederick^ who thought to 
repofc under this my Tree, and in my dry and \^i— 
thered Difcourfe, I make no doubt, have, by 
this time, repented yoiirfelfj and thirtk you arc 
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ttow in n6 better a Piacc than an Inh at Montis 
fione. Ydu would, therefore^ di&vcry well, Yikm 
SOI experienced Court i6r^ io get rid of i bad Inir, 
to rife foitoewhat before your Hour, and kt for* 
ward on your Joumay. 

Nay Sir, anfwcred Sig6!clc Frederick^ I am come 
to fo good an Inn, that I have a mind t6 ^ay 
longer, than I thought to' do at firft. I (halt 
therefofe repofe here a little loriger, 'dll you havft 
{iniflied the Difcoarfe you began $ of which you 
have omitted one part that you meirtioned at the 
Beginning, I meaoy 5f ftich Jefts, which confiH 
in Action 5 and, to deprive the Company of thisj 
I can by no means think you would do welK 
And, as you have already ftewn us a great man^ 
fine Things, relating to witty Sayings, and given 
us Courage to make ufe of them, by the Exam- 
ple of fo many bright ff^ts^ great Men, Princes, 
Kings, and Popes, I fuppofe, likewife, in what 
relates to Aftion, you will fo well inform us, thac 
we may have the Hardinefs to play fome c^ thefe 
Devices agatnd yourfclf 

You won't be the firft, replied Bibiend^ fmiling^ 
and, perhaps, it may never be your Fortune \ fof 
I have fo often received thefe Favours , that it 
makes doe look carefully about me \ asf Dog^ that 
have been felutcd witll a Kettle of hot Water, 
are afraid of the cold. However, fince ybu will 
have me fpeak fomewhat on this Subjed):^ I fancy 
t ihall difpatch it in a very few Words. 

In my Opinion, then, a merry Pratik is nothing 
but an agreeable Deceit in fuch Matters, as> give 
no Ofience at sdl, or very little j and evert as mer- 
ry DifcckJrfe, fpcaking what one does not expc6k, 
creates Laughter j fo docs tio lefe, in this Cafe, 
to ad what is contrary to Expe6tation^^ and thefe 
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are fo much the more agreeable, thi fiillef, they 
are of W it ancF^Modefty. For he that will put 
this in Pradice, without refpeft of Perfons^ 
Time, and Place, -very often gives Offence ^ 
whence ari(e frequently great Dilorders, and per* 
pecual Entnity, and Hate. ' 

But the Topicks, whence a Man ihay derive 
thefe agreeable Deceits in Fad, are the very fame 
that are in thofe that confiii: in Words y to avoid 
therefore .Repetition, I (hall fay no more^ but 
there are two Species, each of which may again 
be divided into more : One is, when a Man, af- 
ter a very witty and agreeable manner , deceives 
another -, and the other Species is, when a Man 
lays, as it were, a Net, and (hews a kind of Bait, 
and by that means makes another deceive him* 
felf. 

Of the firft was that, which, within theft few 
Days, happened to two Ladies, (whom I will not 
name ) by means of a Spaniard^ called Cafiilio. 
\ Why will you not name them, (aid the Duch- 
e(s ? becaufe. Madam, anfwered Bibiem^ I would 
not have them take it in ill part. There is no 
Fear of that, replied the Duchefs, fmiling, for I 
cannot fee how it is inconfiftent with go6d Man- 
nets, .ibmetimes to praSiife this with great Men, 
^s well as Ladies \ and, I have heard, fuch have 
been ufcd to Duke Frederick^ Alpbonfm King of 
jfrragen^ to Jfabella Queen of Spain^ and to many 
other great Princes % and they not only did not 
t^ke it iU, but rewarded the A&ors of them very 
largely. 

Neither on this. Hope, Madam, faid Bibiena^ 
do I intend to j[iame them. - Say, as you pl.eafe, 
faid the Duchefs. 

: Not many Days fince, proceeded Bibiena^ in 
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t!ic Court that I mean, there came a Peafint of 
Bergamoy to ferVc a Man of Quality in the fame 
Court J who Was fo wcU cloathcd and acc^outred, 
that, though his former Etsploymcnt was only to 
keep Cows and Oxenf, and he knew nothing eirc^ 
yet a Man, that had not heard him fpeak, would 
fcavc takcfnhilfn for ah atfcomplifhed Gentleman. 

Now when the tw:o Ladies were . informed^ 

that there ti^as arrived a Spaniard,^ one of Cardi* 

nal Bitrgia^^ Domefticks, whofe Name yfzsCafii* 

M^^ a Man of Wit,' an expert Muficiaii, Cancer, 

and the mod: accomplished Courtier in all Spain^ 

they lorieed very much to have a little Talk with 

hinij^ gnd (ent immediately to him, for that pur- 

pofe y and after feveraf Compliments, and a very 

honourable Reception, they made him fit down, 

and began to entertain him with very greit re- 

(peft, in the Prefence of a great many people, of 

whom there were vdry few that did liot know 

him to be a Btrgafnafco Cowkeeper 5 who, feeing 

the Ladies entertain him with (uch Refpeft and 

Civility, burft out into a loud Laughter j and 

the more, becaufe the good .Man fpoke ftili his 

native Language, x^Citm'^tBergamajco. 

^ But the Gentlemen, who invented Ais Deceit, 

had firil told the Ladies, that, amorigft' other 

things, he was a great Dilleitiblcr, and ^ofce'all 

Tongues excellently well, efpecially the Country 

Speech of Lotnbardy j fo'that they thought he 

counterfeited, and very oftcp would turn to one

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Bitth^ that zt laft thofe L^i^ (but^vTtdi much

Suchl)e€eits as thefeweicedaily^biiVacnohgft 
the reft,, thofe give one a great deal of Diverfian,- 
which at firfl pujD a Mao into a FrigM^ ao^ av 
laft end in Security j apd )5}e^, that w^ tfou^. de- 
ceived* laughs himfelf^ whe^ he per<Qive% thai 
in reality, he was afraid at nulling* -- •' . 

As one Night, when I lay at an Inn in P^g^a^ 
there bappened to be inthe,iJm>ePlw5itiijPceCom- 
panion&s two were of Pijhia^ and tbft ^rhftr o£ 
Prato,^ who'^ after Supper (as is often* done> wfcnt 
to Qamii^ 5 in a Utde tiii\e' ope of ;He PifiVuM^Si 
lofing every Farthings of. his Mpney , ; b^apr toi 
curfe and.fwcar, and in a Rage went to^Ped.. The 
other two, after they had played a while longei^ 
agreed tp put this ple^^JOt-Tric^ upon biab ' • 
■ So foon as ever they foupd, he* waj gfl^ep, .they 
blew out tbc CandlesI and| rakit^gupthe Embers^ 
began to fpeak aloud,: and it^ake the great<ft Noifa ' 
^nd Comc;ntion in tie World, as if they were 
wrangling about theur Play. One faid, yoii taofe 
the Qrrd underneathhi .t'other denied it, aad^faii^ 
he would not lofe the Flqibi and thus fqiiabling 
and.mafcinga ftrangip Cl^our, their Companilon 
awak^d^ and hearing them talking, as tbo*^ tbeyi 
had,ieen the Cards, opened his Eyes a littl^:^- but: 
when, be could fee np Light in the Room^ What 
a Devil,.. (aid he^ makes^you make this Noife all 
Night for ? 

Aftier that he laid him down a^aJB to Sleeps: 
The other two Companions gave him no' maPneT!

Then the poor Wretch thought he m^s cer- 
tainly blitd, an^ M idto Tears, Ob FVi^tids ! (aid 
hc^ 1 a;m: blind, and ibmediately began t6 eaA 
tipbn our lJSiAyro£^^Lont$OJ and befi^ch her t6 
fiaH^on alL ihis fwcahmg and curfing f6r the L0I& 
of hiis Monfcy. . . ♦ • 

Tbe two Companions Rift com (breed hi*rj, and 
&id, it isr tot pcmble but thou {hbuldeft Cic us *: 
it is £omt Faiicy got into thy Head. O Saint j^ 
pmio I (aid he, it is no Fancy, for I fee no iftotfe 
than if I had no Eyes at all in my H<5ad. Thy 
fiight tidiar enough, iaid thqr, and faid to each 
otber^ iee how weU he opens his 1^^^ and how 
wtll dMy look, who would beUere ht cmild not 
(ct ? This kt him a weeping ten times H^tv^ and 
h^ begged God's Mercys and called updn all the 
;$aints of Hdaven to bis Affiftance. 

Brbther^ fiud sht^^ we ^re gUd^fdfi^ you (b 
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very penitent i but, whatever you do,, make a Vow 
to go bare*fboted and bare-legged to our L^ady of 
LareitOy for tbat i$ the beft Recbedy we can ad"» 
vife you to at prefent. In the mean time weHl 
go to Afuafenaentej and the other Towns here- 
about, to get fome Phyfician, for you fhall wane 
no proper Afliftancq by the Help of God. 

Ah Dear ! and may our blefled Lady reward 
you for your Charity to a wicked Siinier, laid the 
poor Wretch > and immediately getting ufx>n his 
Knees in the Bed, with Abundance of Teare, and 
a mpft bitter Repentance for his Sins, he made a 
iblemn Vow to our Lady of Loretto^ that he 
:wpuld offer to her a Pair of Eyes of Silver, and 
cat np Flefh upon Wednefdays^ nor Eggs up- 
on Fridays^ and faf): every Saturday with Bread 
and Watjcr, in Honour of ncr Ladyjbip^ if ihe gave 
him the Grace to receive his Sight a^atn.

Mafters pafs by, as is cuftomary in Rome. 

Being then mafked, I pafled by on Hc^rie-back, 
amongft the reft, and when I faw, on one fide of the 
Way, a Frier flandine, as it were, in a deep Study 
with himfelf, I thought I had found what I wanted, 
and imtnediately made up to him, like a Hawk 
to his Prey 5 and having aiked his Name, and he 
cold me, 1 made as if I Knew him very well, and 
with a great many fine Words began to make 
him believe, that the Officers were in queft-6f 
him, on Account of certain Informations given 
in againfi: him, and perfuaded him to go witn me 
to the Canceilaria^ and that there I would take 
care of him.

But, bec^iufc I was 
maited, I valued it not, imagining all this Jvferri- 
meht had been levcUci^ at the poor Frier, and not 
at me, and therefore went prancing up and down 
the Street feveral times, . yvith this Furjr of Hell 
Kaqging Qn my Shoulders ^ and tho' the Frier^ in. 
% wccpjpg Tone, fr^qaently intreated me to i^t 
faim dowTi, and not to fhew fo much Difreipeiid; 
to the Older, yet would this Rdguc, every now 
and then, get Eggs from the. Footmen, who Wicrc 
planted there on purpofe, and pretending to grafp 
me cloCe, . for fear of falling, fqueeCe f hem into 
my Bofqm, and as often upon n)y Head and FQre*^ 
head. So that you muft imagine I wa6 in a veiy

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Ikfh^ri^ Be^fi^ip ^ I "^^^^ walking and fooling 
t^cthcr ope Evening, after Supper, we bcg« 
to wt^ hold of ppc another^ ^s going to wrcftlc, foe 
there was no body befides, at that tiaie, upon tbn 
Bridge : however, while we w^re playing after 
this wanner, canje by two Frenchmen^ who> feeic^ 
u$ in this.Ppfture;, alked us, wluc was the matter, 
ap4 b^li^ving ws W caroe;ft, endeavoured t9 part

Tbien faid I immediately, help, Gentlemen, for 
this poor Man is mad, at certain times of the 
Moon, wd now he is going to throw bimfelf o^ 
yer the ^rifigCr At tbis ihey both laid hold of poor 
Pfccadelk^ as \ did alfo, and held him very clofe \ and 
be pootinMaily, at the fame time, crvins ovit, thae 
I was out of my Wits, ftruggkd wit^ aU his Pow-» 
er to ges.9^|ty9 ^d this,ma4e us hold him ftill 
the fafljBn At this the People came about u$, aod 
the mote paw J^eccadelh laid about him wish bis 
l^nd^ gQd Fe^t^ for now he really began co bo 
angry, the greater, grew the Concourfe of th© 
People^ who, leeing him (Iriiggjle after tbisman^ 
ner, fpr ipdfed be w^ very ftron^, they verily 
believed he bad a mind to throw himfelf into thb 
It^iver, which made tbem^brong clofe about him» 
and carry him abov^ Ground tp bis Lodgings 
fjEveating^d fatigued, withput his Hat, and all 
pale for §hame and Ang^, oor would all ho 
coi|ld fay iig^ify any thins, partly, becaufe the 
Frenchmen did not very weU underffond him, and 
partly> beoufe I went along with him to bis 
I^odging, lamenting all the whUi$ his being cbw 

cut of his Senfet. . 

; I caoQot fay, but thi$ wm carrying the Matter 
a little top far } much farther, indeed, than at firilf 
I imeud«(i) Wt (here was oo goidg liaeL Bttcca^ 
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S0IIO was out of Humour a good while $ but on 
Refiedioii) that if we had undeceived the Mul- 
titude, it might have been of worfp Confequence, 
k foon blew over. 

One may relate a great deal upon this Subjedl^ 
but ic is enough to fay, that the Topicks, whence 
the(e merry Aftions are derived, are the very (ame 
as thole we have mentiobed, in relati6n to Jefts, 
or merry Sayings ; and of thefe there are infinite 
Examples, which we fee every Day $ and, amongft 
the refr, there are a great many, and thofe very 
pleasant too, in Boccaeid's Novels ^ as thofe that 
Srano and Bujfalmacco played with their Friend 
Cakndrino^ and Mafter SytMn 5 as al(b feveral io 
relation to Women, which indeed are veiy plca« 
fent, witty, and diverting. 

I remember, in my Time, feveral Perfons, that 
have been thus merrily difpofed $ among the reft, 
PantiOj a Sicilian^ who ftudied at Padua 5 who, 
feeing one Day a country Fellow with a Couple 
of fet Capons ( Scholars are hungry ) pretended 
to buy them ^ and having agreed upon the Price, 
bid the Man come along with him to his Lodg- 
ings, and he would not only pay him his Money, 
but give him fomewhat for his Breakfaft. The 
Fellow followed, and Pontio brought him to a 
Place, where ftood a iquare BcU-Tbwcr, fepara- 
ted from the Church fo far, that People could go 
round it $ and dire&ly over againft one of the 
Sides of it was a little Street. 

Here Ponthj having before hand re(blved what 
to do, faid to the Countryman % I have laid, faid 
he, thcfe two Capons upon a Wager, with aGen« 
tleman of my Acquaintance, who fays, that this 
Tower is forty Foot about, and I fay, no ^ and^ 
juft as I met with t^ee, honed; Frioid, I boughs 



V Bottom of Packthread to meafure it, and 
pulls the Packthread out of his Poqket j what 
think you, honeft Friend ? 

Why 'faith, Matter, faid he, it may be fo, and 
it may not ^e fo 5 I do not knb w, but you Scho- 
lards know a great deal. Nay, replied Pontioj ic 
muft be mealured, that's certain -, here, honeft 
Friend, take hold of the String, and fbnd you 
ftillj but, now I think on't, give mc the Capons, 
(you'll breakfaft with me, d'ye hear ) they will 
be troublefome, for you mufi: hold with both 
Hands. This being done, he began to unravel 
the Bottom, and go round the Tower, as tho* 
he had a mind to meafure it, having firft made 
the Man ftand (till, and hold the Packthread di- 
reftly on the oppofite Side of the Tower to that 
which faced the little Street 5 to which, as foon 
as he came, he drove a Nail into the Wall 5 
tying thereon the Packthread, and without any 
more Ceremony marched off with the Capons. 

The Countryman flood ftill a good while very 
patiently J but, after having called out feveral

know. But t^o(e, which a Cmrtkr may praftire, 
ought to be fiich as , arc far from Scurrility and 
Littlcnefs of Thought j or doing things mean, 
^od really -diflioncft, Xikt. Pontia^ which, at bcft, 
^ic fit more for Budboos and Jackpuddings, than 
a Man of Quality, and a fine Genueman, ovCour^ 
titr. 

I^et him aUb take great Care not to be too bit* 
ter, or fever^ but above all, as in every thing 
cHe^ have a particular Regard to the Ladies, efpe** 
cially in what may in the lead touch upon their 
Honour. 

' You are too partial to the Women, good Sig- 
Dor, (aid Pallavicino ^ and why will you have the 
Men be m^re reipe£i;ful to the Women, than thi; 
Women to the Men ? do not you think, ouif 
HoxK)ur ought to be as dear to us, as theirs to 
them i or, that the Ladies may Jeft at, and ban- 
ter us, And fay all the picquix^ things imaginable 
againit us, without Referve, and vjc ftand flill, 
without faying any thing, unlels it be to thank 
them for it ? 

.1 do not fay, aofwered Bibienay but that the 
Ladies ought to keep within the Bounds I hav« 
preictibcd in general, and confequently, even in 
relation to us % but I fay, that they may with 
greater Liberty be witty upon us, in refpe£t of 
£>i{honefty, becaufe we ourfelves have arbitrarily 
ciitablinied for a Law, that in us a difTolute Li^ 
is no Vice, Fault, or Infamy at alU and yet in the 
Ladies is fo great a Shame, and Ignominy, that 
ihe, who is once fpoken ill oi^ whether it be true 
or falfe, the Calumny is fo great, that her Repu* 
tation is irrecoverable for ever. Since, therefpre, 
difcourfing of a Lady's Honeily is fo daQgerpu%

iM tins Sabjcflri but on others. ' For ^hen Wi 
touch on jDhiirScring, vrc exceed the Limits we 
have already prefcribcd for a Gentleman.

So/ that in reality mere Force hath made the 
Men, ufe all the Policy, Arts, and Inventions, 
poffible, to make themprderve their Honour, and, 
as it were, to grant in every thing clfe they were* 
of little Value, and that they might ever do con- 
trary to what they ought. 

Since therefore they may run into all other Er- 
rors without Genfure , if we fliould only touch: 
them for thofe Foibles, in which we own they 
ought to be borne with, they would not mind us 
ac all ^ and we fhbuld never move Laughter, which,

Truly, faid Bibiena^ the Ladies would gain a; 
great deal, if they could but be reconciled with 
two fiich potei^ Enemies, as you and Signor Gaf-^ 
far zrc. 

I am not their l^nemy, anfwered Signor Gajpar 
Pallavicino^ but you are an Enemy to the Men« 
For if you will not have the Ladies touched up«> 
on this Subject, you ought, with the fame Ju*

Then faid Bibiena^ imiling 5 Signori, fince it- 
has been my Part to treat only of facetious and: 
diverting Difcourfe^ I do not intend to exceed 

thefe 
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thcfe Bounds^ and I think I have .already {hewn^ 
why I judee it not proper to touch the Ladies ei**- 
tfaer in Word or Adion, in any thing that may. 
regard their Honour ^ and I have, in like manner, 

fivcn them a Rule not to be fevere upon die 
len, in thofe Subje&s that may do them an In* 

jury. 

But I fay, that thofe merry Pranks and Sayings,, 
which you, Signor Go/par ^ alledge as juft, in re- 
lation to what jflon/o Carillo faid to BoaJilla's 
Wife, tho', in fome Senfe, it fecm to touch up- 
on her Honour, yet docs not difplcafe me 5 for it 
is far fetched enough, and fo covered, that it 
may be underftopd fimply, as fpoken without any 
Defign, fince the Words of themfelves import 
nothmg ill, and he might, upon Occaiion, have af- 
firmed fo himfelf } but what he faid afterwards, 
when feeing, drawn with Coals, upon the Gates 
of Boadilld's Houfe, a great Number of fuch kind 
of Beads that are ufualTy painted in Inns, took an

Staff ice^ faid SigOor Gafpar^ tkn be excafed for 
no other Reafon, but Love, which ought to have 
as many Grains of Allowance in Men, as in Wo- 
men* 

Indeed, Signcir, Tcplicd BiiieHa^ the Paflions 
of Love carry along with theni a very great Ex--^ 
cufc of every Fault j yet, for my part, I think, 
a Gentleman, wKd' is in Love, ought in this, as 
in every thing ^elfe, to be fin cere and true : And, 
if it be fo vile andabominablb to ufc Treachery 
againft a Man's Enemy, confider, how much more 
fo it rauftbe, againft a Pafon one loves. I be* 
Ireve, every genteel' trover endures fuch Fatigues, 
as break his Reft, undergoes fo many Dan- 
gers, (beds fo mtoy Tears, and maktt ufc of fo 
Th^ny Ways and means to ple^fe the Perfon he 
loves, not principally to polTefs the Body; but to 
win the ftrong Fortrefs of the Wftnd, to break in 
pieces thofe hard Diamonds, to rbelt thofe con-* 
gcaled Rocks of Ice, which frequently lie with- 
in the delicate Hearts of the dear Gbjefts of our 
Soul. 

This I believe to be true and folid Pleafure t 
and the End, to which the Intention of a noble 
Heart is levelled. And for my part, were I in

Ydu. fee' therefore, that the AfFcftiqn of Ladies 
and Women of Honour ought highly. to be^e-. 
fteeined, becaufe it evidently appears to arife from 
np other Caufe than that of a true and perfe£fc 
Love J nor is it probable, that a great Lady will 
fliew any Affeftion to her Inferiour, unlets (he 
love him in reality.

Men could not do. 

TheCr felf^fame^ Women, accooipanvtng their 
^ufbands. Brethren, and Fathers in tndr Exile^ 
when they came into Leuconia^ did an A3: no le& 
glorious than thi^ For the Eritbreans^ whowert^ 
diere with their Cotifcderate% made War asainfi: 
thefe Chians y wbp, no* longer able to hold out^ 
C^tne to an ^Agreement with the Enemy to depart 
the City only in their Shire and Doublet 
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' i'lfc WoftWflj Rearing of tWs to (hamtful a 
Gotnpbfitioh, Vrtre Vcty much bfifended, that they 
{hbuiij vritbcn^t ttieir Arm^, pafs like naked Men 
thra' the middlli of their Enemies j and when they 
Wcfc ahfwered^ that this ;vras according to theif 
Agrteifnent, They made them calry their Shidld and[ 
Spearj ahcj leave thtir Cldaths, and tell their Ene- 
my,, that theft ^(ird thei^ Habits! And thusb^ 
lJ»c Advice of "their Wives they covered a great 
Part of the Shatije^ th<J wh6le of which they 
Cotild not abfoldtely avoid. 
• So wheh CymUzd overthrovt^n in ftattle the 
Perftan Army, ,thcy fled with Precipitation td 
tTie City j at the Gates of which they found 
tlreir Women^ wlib advancing; to them, fdd^ 
H^ither fiie yoi^j ye Cowards ? ivbullp bide j^our 
felves mibik iitr Bodies^ from ^hekce ye cafke t 
Xhcfe and fuch ^ike Expreflions the Men h^f- 
iiig, and perceivmg how much in Couragd they 
YTcre inferiour* tb thefe Women, Vere afliamM 
of tliemielves, afed turning bact upon their fitfe* 
Aiie^, engaged them a-ncw, and gained a com- 
ffcatViftoryV ' . 

' After thisi Signor Julian turned himfelf t6 
the Dachefs } now, Madatn, f^id ht, I hope ^ott

It is high time to be fo, faidlSfgnor Gajpar^ 
ib^htn you carl fay 60 more.

moijs Ladies in Times paft have tjiere been of the 
moft noble Houfebf Mon^feltro ? How many of 
the Woufes of Gonzagudy EJie^ zhiPii ? and If 
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one mull fpeak of Times preient, we need not 
feck for Examples' at: a diftance, £nce we have 
them under this Roof $ but I will not inftapce 
^hpfe whom we now ftc prefent, left it may feem 
as if you granted me That, thro' pourtefy^ which 
ocherwife you could by no means deny me. And 
to go out oi Italy ^ remember, that we have feen 
jinne^ Queen of Fr'anccj a very great Lady, not 
pnly in Virtue, but in Affairs of State ^ and if 
in Juftice and Clemency, Liberality and Holinefi 
of Life, you would compare her to Charles and 
JLe^is^ to both whom (he had been Wife, you 
will find her not any wife Inferioiu: to thofe great 
PrincQS. 

Confider Donm Margaretta^ Daughter to the 
&nperor Maximilian^ with what great Wifdom 
and Juftice ihe has hitherto, and does ftill govern 
her People. But to omit all others i tell me, 
Signor Qafpar^ ,what King, or what Prince has 
there be^n in our Days, or many Years before in 
all Chriftendom, that deferves to be compared to 
Jfabella^ Queen of Spain ?

And though tho 
Fame of that Lady is v^ry great all over the 
World, they w6o Jived with her, and were pre* 
lent at the(e glorious A&^ of hers, affirm this Re« 
nown derived its Origin fi-dm her high M^it 
and Virtue. 

And in reality thole, who confider thefe A&s 
of hers, will find it to be fo. For omitting an 
Infinity of things to prove v^hat has been faid, 
;ind which one might upon occafion rehearie, every 
one knows, that, in the Beginning of her Reign, 
ihe found the greatcft part df CaftiUe poflefled by 
the Grandees : However Ihe recovered them a^ 
^In I and that after (iich a juftifiable manner, that 
thofe who were difpofiefied of them, continued 
in ^heir good AflFe&ion, after having willingly rct 
Jigned>alT up to their judicious Queen. 

With what Courage and Wifdom flie always 
defended her Dominions from the moft potent Ene- 
mies, is a thing well known-. To her alio may be 
aferibed the (jipry of the Conqueft of the King- 
dom of Granada \ who, in fo long and bloody a 
War againft Enemies the moft obftinate, who 
fought Tor Lives, Laws, Eftates j and as they be- 
lieved in God's Caufe, fhcwed always by her Coun** 
fel and her own Pcrfon, fo mueh Virtue, as per- 
haps in our Times few Princes have dared, I do 
not (ay to imitate htt^ but to envy her. 

Befidcs this, all who knew her fky, that her 
manner of Government was fo divine, that her 
Will only feemed fufiicient, when it was known, 
to make People obey 3 fince^ without any othtr 
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Koticc, People ever did their Oaty ) lb I 
^arce durft in his own Houfe, or private(f ^- do 
any thing which he thought might dirpleafe^^ber^ 
Anc} of thi% in great part, her admirable Judgment 
in knowing, and making choice of proper Mint* 
fters of State, was the Caufe. And lo well knew 
(he how to join the Severity of Juftice with Mild- 
ne(s, Cieniency, ahd Mercy, that there was n6 
"{ood Man, in her Time, that could complain, he 
lad not been fufHciently rewar4ed } nor any iH 
one, too feverdypuniihed. 

Upon which Account her People bore to her 
i^ Veneration both of Love and Fear i which in 
the Minds of all remained fo fixed, that they be- 
held her as one looking down on them from Hea- 
ven, and from phence did either praife or con^ 
demn them. 

And therefore, through the Reverence of het 
Kamc, and the good Orders fhe inftituted, thofe 
Realms are (till in fuch manner governed, that 
tho' her Life be panting, yet her Authority lives, 
and moves like a Wheel 3 which being a long timt 
turned violently ^bout, turns ftill of it felf a good 
while, tho* no one touch it. 

Befides this, confider Signor Go/par^ that in 
Qur Times all the brave and gallant Meii are Crea- 
tures of this great Queen : And the renowned 
General Gonfalvo Perdinanio was more valued oti 
that Account, than for all his famous Conquelb 
and noble Aftions, which both in Peace and War 
rendred him fo eminently illuftrious. So that un- 
Ie(s Fame prove mod ungrateful, ihe will always 
publifh to the World her important Praiies, and 
be an eternal Witnefs, that in our Age we have 
had f(pw Kings, or great Princes, but who for 
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JMagi^mimity, Wifdom, and all Virtues, v^ere 
exceeded by the immortal Ifabella. 
; >fl^nd to come back to Italy^ I puft obferve tc> 
yoU) Vfc have not here wanted moft excellent La- 
xlie$. In Nicies we have two great Queens ^ an(| 
not long lioce died another mighty Queen, the 
X^uccn of Hunfflrj^ a Lady of lucn Excellence, 
f^ fparce had ihe her Equal m the Worlds andfit- 
\if to be compared to the mighty and gloripi^ 
King, Matthias Cor vino her H^Iband. 

The Duchefs Ifabella of Arragon^ Sifter to Fey- 
dinanio King of Naplei^ like Gold in the Furnace, 
lias (hewed her high Virtue in all the Stores an4 
.^fempefts of uneqt^l Fortune. 
. And if you will caft your Eyes towards Lorn-' 
hardy^ you will fee another Ifabdla^ Marchionef$ 
oi Mantua j^ to whofe excellent Virtues one muft 
evidently do Injuftice in fpeaking io moderately, 
as a Man in this Place mull Be obliged to do. I 
am very forry you all knew not Beatrix I^uchcfe 
pEMifa^j her Sifter ^ that you might never again 
be aftoniihed at a Woman's Wit. . 
- And Leonora of Arragon^ Duchefs of Ferra^ 
ra^ Mother to both thofe Ladies I laft named, 
was fuch a Lady, that her moft excellent Virtues 
evidenced to all the World, that fbe was not oi\- 
ly a worthy Daughter to a King, but d^ferved al- 
io to be . a Queen over a far larger Realm, thaq 
all her Anceftors poflcfled. 

And to inftance another j How many Men do 
.you know in the World, that ever endured the 
icverc Shocks of Fortune with that Equanimity 
and Moderation, as Ifabella Queen of Naples has 
done ? who, after the Lofs of a Kingdom, th? 
JDe^th oiYi^mgFrgderick herHulband, theBaniihr 
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Bjcpt of her two Sons, and the l^mprifoacnent 
of the Duke of Calabria the cldc^, iupports fo 
nobly all the calamitous Inconveniencies of. si 
wretched Poverty, that may conviijce every body 
that though fhe has changed her Form, ihe has. 
pot altered her Condition, but is ftill a Q^een. 

I pafsby an Infinity of other great Ladies, and 
f ven Women of low Degree j as many Women 
of P//i, who in Defence of their Country ajg;ainft 
the Florentines^ have given full Evidence ot that 
generous Courage, without any the leaf): Fear of 
Death, peculiar to the mofl: invincible Souls that 
ever were in the World 5 for which Reafbn, fe- 
veral of them have been celebrated by many ex* 
cellent Poets. 

I could name others, mod excellent in Learn- 
ing, Mufick, Painting, and Sculpture ^ but I will 
no longer detain you with what I am certain yoa 
are all very fenfible of. It is fufficient that you re- 
jpicft i^pon thofe Women whom you know, to 
own, that moft commonl v, they are not in Worth 
and Merit inferiour to tneir Father?, Brother^ 
and Hufbands : That tnany have been the Occa- 
fion of much good to Men, and have often re- 
claimed them irom vicious Habits. And tho*, if 
at prcfent, there are not in the World, thofe 
TCat Queens, tb^t take vaft Journies to conquer 
foreign Countries, and ereft vaft Edifices, Pyra- 
piids, and Cities, as iTjomyris^ Queen of Scytbia^ 
Jtrtemifiay Zenohia^ Semiramis^ or CleQpatra 5 it 
muft be remembrcd alfo, that neither are there 
gny Men now-a-Days, like Alexander^ Cafar^ 
Scipio , and other Generals and Emperors of 
jRome. 

Have a Care what you fay, faid Frigio^ for at 
prefent there are more Wojpiea like Smirams^ 
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and CUopairaj than ever there were; and tho^ 
they are not fo rich and powerful, yet they do 
not want the good Will of imitating them, ac 
lead; in carnal rleafure \ and in fatisfying their Ap- 
petites as much as poflible. 

You will ever exceed your Bounds, Fright an- 
fwered Sicnor Julian^ but if there arc fomc CletH 
pafrai^ Uiere are;, at the fame Time, to match 
them, an Infinity of ^^r^M^^/i, and that's much 
wprfe. 

O ! do not make that Comparilbn, faid Sighor 
Gfifpar^ for you mull not believe that Men are as 
incontinent as Women \ and if the Fa£l were (b, 
ypt it would not be worfe, for from the Incon- 
tinency of Women, arife many Inconveniencies, 
that do not from Men*8. And therefore, as it 
was Yefterday very well obferved, and wife- 
ly ordained, Woman may blamelefly be out 
of the way in all other things, but wnat relates 
to Chaftity, without which Pofterity would be 
uncertain, and thofe Ties which join all the 
World together in Blood, and the Love which a 
lilan naturally has for what he produces, entirely 
dilTolved. A dtflbluteLifethen, ina Woman, is 
much lefs to be borne with than in Men, who do not 
carry their Children nine Months in their Body- 
Certainly thcfe are very unanfwerable Argu- 
ments you make, faid Signor Julian^ I wonder 
you do not write them down. But pray tell me, 
why a diffblute Life ought not to be eftecmed as cri- 
minal in the Man as the Woman ? Becaufe, if 
they are by Nature more virtuous, and of greater 
Strength, they may for that Reafon the more 
calily keep tbemfclves in this Virtue of Continen- 
cy, and Children would be tnore or lefs certain 2 
Voj fuppofc Woqen were ncv^r fo much inclined 
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to Difl[blutene(s of Life, and Men were all of 
them continent* it would be impofCble for Wo- 
men, by tbemfelves, to prejudice, them, inRela- 
^on to Pofterity. But if you dare fpeak out^ 
you your felf know, that we of our own Au- 
thority, have arbitrarily claimed a Liberty, by 
which we will have the fame Vices in us, to be 
very light aqd trivial, and fometimes worthy^ 
Praife \ but in Women, never (ufficiently to be ' 
punifhed, except it be by a (hameful Death, or 
at lead, perpetual Infamy. 

Since therefore this Opinion has taken deep 
Root, I think it reaibnable to punifh, in like 
Manner, thofe, who with idle Stories, bring In- 
famy upon a Woman's Chara£):er \ and, I thinks 
every Gentleman is bound at all Times to defend 
Truth, upon Occaiion, with his Sword, efpcci- 
ally when he knows any Lady injured, in Relation 
to her Honour. 

And I, faid Signor &i^^r fmiling, do not only 
affirm it to be every Gentleman's Duty, . to do 
what you fay, but take it to be an aft of Courte- 
(y, to cover an Error, which either through 
iome Inconveniency, or too much Love, a Lady 
has run into. So you may fee, that I am more 
on the Lady's Side, when it is agreeable to Rea« 
Ton, than you are. 

I do not deny, but Men have taken a little Liber- 
ty, becaufethey know the general Opinion of tht 
World, that a diflblute Life is not fo infamous 
in them, as in the Women > who through the 
Weaknefe of their Sex, are more inclined to carnal 
Appetites than Men, and if they abftain fometimes 
from giving them their free Satisfaftion, they do 
it for Shame, not through Jmpromptitude of 
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- And therefore Men have laid upon them th^ 
F^ar of Infamy, as a bridle to keep them^ whe«- 
fhcr they will br no, in this Virtue 5 without: 
which, to (peak the Truth, they would be little 
cfteemed ^ h>r the World has no other ufe for Wo^ 
men, but for X^neration. 

But the fame cannot be faid of the Men who 
goyerqi Cipies, command Armies, and do fuch 

freat Anions, which (fince you will have it fo) 
do not dif^ti^ iirhere Women could be capa- 
ble of ^ but It is enough for me, that they do not 
do them > nor how Meq, when Trial has been 
made of their Continency, furpaiTcd them infi- 
tritely in this Virtue, though you grgqt it not. 
And concerning this Truth, I will not rehearfe 
fo many Fables and Stories as you have done } I 
refer you only to the Continence of two mighty 
Lords, youtnful and vi&orious, which gene- 
rally make haughty and infolent, even Perfons of 
the meaneft Rank. 

Qpe bright Example of this, we have in Jlex* 
ander the Great, in relation to his f^r ^erfian 
Captive the beautiful Wives of vanquii5|ed Dari^ 
PS : at)d the other, in Sciphj who when he was oti- 
y four and twenty Years of Age, having taken 
a Town in Sj>ain by Storm, there was brought to 
him a noble and beautiful young Woman ^ whom, 
when Scipio underftood ine was contra&ed to a 
Nobleman of the Country, he not only ahftaincd 
|rom enjoying, but reftorcd her, with a large Pre*- 
fent to her Hufband. ^ 

I could inftance Xenocrates^ who was fo con- 
tinent, that though a moft beautiful Woman lay 
with him all Night, and ufcd all thofe amorous CaT 
refles, whiph ufgally incite the Spirits, and of 
whichfliewasaperfcftMiftrefsi yet were herx^fr 
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tetfipti all iti vain } for ihe coold not niake him 
ihew the Icaft Sign of* Immodefty, tho* fhc be- 
flowed a whole Night about it. 

I could alfo mention Perichi^ who by only 
hearing one praife fomewhat affeftionately a 
beautiUil Youth^ foddcnly reprimanded him 5 and 
a great many others moft continent by Will, and 
not through Motives of If^fiimy^ or Fear of Pu- 
niihmentj Motives, which induce the greater Part 
of Women to guard their Chaftity j who, not-' 
withftanding, merit our Commendation, and tho(b 
who falfely beftow on them the Infamy of Lewd* 
nefs, as you have (aid, defeive moft feverely to 
be punimed. / ' ' 

Here fpoke Signor Cafar^ who had been a long" 
while filent) and (aid i Judge you after what man<^ 
ner Signor G^^r fpeaks, in the Diipraife of Wo- 
men, when theic are his Commendations. Buc 
if Signor Julian will give me Leave that I may! 
anfwer: him fome few Objeftions, in which^ ia 
my Opinioh, he has fpoken falfely againft tho 
Sex, jt will be no Difadvantage ' to tither : Foe 
tbis.will give him Time to take fireath, that he 
may the more chcarfully proceed- in the Dcfcrip^ 
tion of his Court Lady^ and fpeak of fome other 
Perfc^on proper for her j and I at the fame Time 
be fo happy, as^jotntly with him, to execute the 
Duty of a good\Knight, which'i&to defend the 
Truth, ' . '.^t 3 • r- • .• • • ' •- 

I -beg you woidd^ replied Signor Julian^ for 
I think! have already ,faid all that is in my Power 9 
and the Difcourfic jab w on Foot^ in myOpiniony 
is quite remote from' the Subjeft. 
- Upon which, -Signor dejar thus began 5 I 
will not now, faid he, fp^ak of xht I^rofit and

But, generally fpeakingj, a great Bridle to Wo* 
men. is the Love, of fome Viru,iey and the Deiuvt 
of a good Nan^ y Things^ which a great maay 
in my Time eftccm more than d^eir own Life -^ 
An4 if you will fpeak out, not one of us here^ 
but have feen young Men of the bqft Faraiilics,. 
endued with all the Charms of Wit and Beauty,! 
pafs many Years in endeavpuri^^ to gain their 
LoveS) omitting at the fame Titiic. no Sollicitaj 
tions, Gifts, Tears, and Entreaties but all i^ 
vain. And if it be not faid that the Qualities 1 
poflcls, are noObf|acle to my being beloved, Icaini 
witnefe that my fclf, more than once^ through 
the conftant and too fcycrc Honetty of a Woco^ 
have been like to die. ', 

You need not v/onder at that, {ai(^ Signor Clafi 
par^ for Women who are fucd tOj always dcpy 
tbc^e who thus entreat theto, and thofe who are 
ftot coitrtcd, fuc to others. ^ , , ^' 

I never knew, replied Signor G^ffir^ ^ny oo^ 
that was courted by a Woman $ . but there age ^ 
great niany in the World, who finding th'^hay^ 
m vain attempted to obtMi th^ Wiihes,.j;g^^ 
pafled their Time very ridi<tirloi|{ly, havcRecpfjr^ 
to this noble Revenge, and fay, they have abyn- 
dantly enjoyed, what had Jto! other ; B<?iag 
but in their Imaajnationi and think fpefakingil? 
er inventing infemoq« Report^ o£ Come cer^aii) 
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ikohlt Ladyi is one Qualicy of an aCcomplHhed 
Courtier. 

But thefe Ptf fohs, who thiis villanoufljt-maicd 
tbcir Boafts of Fivours rccefvcd .'ifom any Lady 
of Merit, whct|ifcrthe Thing be true or falfe, de- 
fervc the feverc^ Corrc6H6n arid Puninimenc 5 arid 
thofc who inflift upon them this Chaftifcmentj 
are Certainly mudi to be honoured and efteemed. 
For if what 'they thus idly report be ftUei 
what Villany in -flie World tztr be greater, chanr 
to rob a Woman tlius malicioufly, of what fli<i 
yalues more t^ran ,her Life ? Since it is the Source 
and Gaufe of ^\! her Honour arid Reputation) 
arid'ihould it he trde, what' PUriMhnient can bef 
equal to {udh Perfidy, arid ungrateful- Returns, to 
i Woman Whcst, deluded by falle Flatteries, feigned 
Tears, cbntinukl Prayers, Ardfiees, and PcrjiH 
ries, has unVaffly bech draw'ti into too mucif 
Love, and afterwards without Rcferve, given hef 
felf unguardedl/ as a Prey to ifudi a trialidous^ 
tfibolical, ungrateful Spirit ? :...' 

^ 9ut to givA an Anfwer to whit^ you obje£fc, in 
Relation to the great Continchcy of jilexanderj 
HaS'Sclpio. I do not fay bift what they did were 
Atftfons truly -laudable: ;H6wtever^ left you 
fliould fay that by reciting to y6u antient Fa&sj I 
entertained vbji with nothing but Fables^ I fhall 
inftancc a Wbmg^n in our Timcj, of low I>egr€fei 
wh6 riotwithftandirig the Meanrieis <yf her Birthi 
Sid- an Aftiori. thiieh^'mprd fidbfe than thefe ttvp^ 
fb much celcbratdi. Heroes;^ • 
•''itcUyou thenj that Ikn^'#^a>ery Jfafidf^m; 
genteel, yourigWpthan, whofeNamei ^urpb(My 
conibeal, for telr bJF afFdf ding Mdttcr td^^o]ple 
tbfay ill, whoi as foqft ias %c^ "fcnow^ aWomail 
to be in Love, put a very ill ConftruQrion upon it :

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This Perfon being loved by a wcU accomplifticd 
young Gcnricman, cpuld not be ungrateful, but 
loved him again, with all her SouL And of this^ 
Truth, not I alone, to whom of her owi> Accord 
ihc difclofqd this Secret, no otherwifc than if I 
tad becn'\(I dp not, fay, . a faithful iBrother, 
but) an intimate .Sifter,^ but every one who faw 
her in hcrXover's Compapy, was very fully con- 
vinced of her Paffion. 

She thus loving moft fervently, as much ^ a 
moft loving Heart could love, continued two long 
Vcars in fuch ftri6t Continency, that ihe gave no 
manner of external Sign to the young Gentleman 
that {he loved him, but fuch only as Ihe could noc 
conceal from him. Never would ihe fpeak with 
him in private, or receive any Letters, orPrc- 
fentsj both of which flic every Day >yas perpc-* 
tually tempted to do. 

But at the fame Time, how eagerly flie de{i« 
red it, I well kncw> for if at any Time flie could 
privatelv get any thing that ever had been his,, 
flie tdpk mch exceffive Pleafure in it,, as if only 
thence flie feemed to derive all her Life and Hap- 
pihelss and yet all thi&.v^hilc flieonly gave herfelf 
the Lit>erty to fee him, and let him fee her^ and 
fometimes perhaps at publick Entertainments, 
dance with him, as flie did with others. 

And becaufe there was no great Difference in 
their Condition and State of Life, they both de- 
fired their Loves might find a happy End in law- 
ful Marriage : The whole City defired the fame 5 
aU but her cruel Father, who through a perverfc 
and ftraoge Opinion, refolved tobeftow her upon 
one of greater Fortune 5 nor was this other wife 
Whfto0d by the wretched Maid, but by her 
Tears. 
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But tliough V^is uttfdftuhatc Marriage ^astotl^ 
eluded with great Comp^fflan of the People, and 
the Defpair of the toot ^^retched Loycrs, yet did 
not this cruel Shock of Porttme root tip fo ^cp* 
ly a grounded Love, in each other^s Hearts; but 
it continued three Years longer, though fhe pru- 
dently diflembled it, and tried all Ways imaj^able' 
to break afuilder thofe uneafy Fetter^ and extin«' 
ruifli thofe fervent Defires, which now were paft 
11 Hopes of being accotnplifhed. And after this 
manner (he flill purfhed her firm Re^Iution of 
a fpotlefs Continency^ and finding {he could ne-^ 
vcr l^oneftly poflels him, whom in this World jflic 
adored, fhe would not any, how otherwtfe enjoy 
hitn^ and continued her Cuftom not to receive 
his Letters, or Prefents, or even bis verf 
Looksft 

And in this detenmned Refolution the wretch** 
ed Vi6kim, dvorcome by the moft cruel Affliftion^ 
and weakened through cohrinued Love, pined 
out ^ miferable Life of three long Yipars, and 
died > being much mher willing to forego thofe 
lb much defifed Pleiftires, and at laft lofefterown 
Life, than ftatn her Honour. And vet fbc want« 
ed no Ways, or Means, to accomplim her Wiflies, 
with the utmoft Secrecy, and wnhotit Danger of 
Infamy, or any other Inconveniency whatfoever i 
but (till abftained from what ihe moft pafSonately 
liad defired, and to which fhe was perpetually ai-* 
failed by the de^r Per(bn, whom only in the 
World (he wilhed to pleafe > and to this heroicfc 
Refolution, by no Fear, or on any other Re^ed^ 
Was flie driven, than purely the Love of true. 
Virtue. 

What will yoii (ay of another, who for file, 
Menchs together, 4ay every Night in the' iame

ftdj'with hdr dcarcft Lorefr 5 ahd ' yet thu$ 
In a Garden^ fraught with thfc moft dcliciouJ 
l^Vaiti, ihvitcd 'with tHc moft eager and .fervent 
Defires, and the Pfayef$' atfd Tears of him, who 
\17a3 dfiarer'to her than her own Life, abftained 
frotn tafting of them > and though fhc was all 
naked, locked clofeljr within his ^eltived Arms, 
yet never yielded her fclf a Captive to tfaofe at- 
tra&ivle Charms, biit preferved inmiacolatc the 
Flower, of her HqiJoar. 

And doyou not think, Signor GaJ^ar^ that thefe 
Afts of (jontin^ncy eqpal thofc of Jkxanderf 
Who' moft fervently enamoured, riot with the? 
Women of Darius^ but with that Fame gnd 
Grandeur, which ftimtilatcd him with dory, to; 
ftiffer all Toil, Fatigufe, and Danger, to. make 
himfelf Immortal, and not only to difdain all 
other things, but even his own Life, to get a 
Renown above all Men : And we wonder, having 
filch bright Thoughts, that he refrained from do- 
ing things which he did not very much dcfirej 
for fince he never faw thofe Women before, it is 
not very probable that he ihpuld at firft View be 
in Love with them, but perhaps rather abhorred 
them, as belonging to his mortal Enemy y and ii^ 
this Cafe, every loofe Aft' of his towards them, 
would have been an Injury, and not Love. And 
therefore it ought not to be wondered at, that 
Alexander^ who conquered the World, with no 
left Magnanimity than Arms, abftained from be- 
ing injurious to the fair Sex. 

The Continency of i$'a/>/e?, . in a like Cafe, with^ 
out doubt, merits our Commendation i yet if you 
Confider it well, is by no means comparable to that 
which I have juft now inllanced in the other Sex j 
for he alfo refrained from doing that which he 
^ O z did 



did riot much dcfire to dc^ hetog in an Eaemv*^ 
Country, a new General^ in the Beginning of a 
mofl important Enterprizc^ leaving behind nim at 
Homefuch an Expe&ation oft himtelf, and being 
accountable for his Condud to moft rigorousjudges, 
w.ho Very often chaftifed not only the great, out 
the mod minute Offences, amongft whom he 
knew he had Enemies \ befides, had hd done other- 
wife than he did, he knew as ihe was a young La- 
dy of a very noble Extradion, and contracted, if 
not married, to a Nobleman, he would by that 
means have acquired fo many Enemies, that many 
of them would, at lead have prt)longed, if not 
quite obilruded his Conquefh. 

And thus on fo many, and fuch important Mo- 
tives, be abftained from a light, yec dangerous 
Appetite, by {hewing aContinency and honeft In- 
tegrity, which gained him^, fays Hiftory, the 
Hearts of the People, and was equivalent to ano- 
ther Army, to vanquiih with Benevolence, . thofe 
Hearts wnich perhaps by force of Arms had been 
invincible.

Proof like Adamant, as firm in their unbounded 
Conftancy, and more immoveable than Rocks, ex- 
pofed to the perpetual Infults of the Sea. 

Here he paufed, and Signor Gaffar be^n to 
fpeak > For the Love of God, faid Signor 0£la^ 
^ian^ interrupting him, yield him the Viftol-y, 
for I know you will not be able to do any good f; 
for I think you will not only make all the LadiM 
your Enemies, but mdft Part of the Men* too. ' 

Nay, replied Signor Gafpar fmiliog, khe La-^ 
dies faav^rather great Caufe^o thank me, foi^ad 
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Bot I cootnid«a3ed Sinor JmR^Ws md this ndble 
Perfoo, who fpokc fcift) they : would not have 
come to the KAo^ledge of fo maoy.Praifcs, they 
hive given them. The Praifes, • (aid Signer Ca^ 
fir^ which \ and Sig^or Julian have given the 
liUdieS) and'a great; many, more beddes, are very 
well known, and therefore in reality were merely 
fiiperfluous* 

Who knows not, tha^ without Women np 
Contpontment lor' Sclci$&^ion, can be had in this 
Life I which, without them would be rude and 
itnpomhed, deprived of all Sweetnefs, and more 
Cavage than that^^of . the wUdelb Beafts ? Who is 
there that does not know, that Women free our 
Sduls from all tfle and-bafe Thought^ Vexations, 
Miferies, and that rroublefome Heavinefs, that fo 
i^ften attend, thbm? And if we confider the 
Truth we {hall further know, that in refpcd: of 
grand Undprtakir^, they do not obfl^rud: ourUn-' 
derftandin^,bu.t rathpr waken our douIs, andcncou- 
¥l^u^ in Wai:, aild make us uncommonly valiant ? 
: And cettaii^yit is impofllble Cowardice ihould 
tVM be predominant in that H^^t which has 
(Hure known V^Wt; it. is to be ip Love, For he 
^ho )oves; always, defires to make himielf ami- 
able, as much as he can, and ever dreads any 
thing that may make him lefs efteemed by her, 
whofeEftcem he raoft of alldcfiresj and would 
die a thoufand Times a Day, to ihe w himfelf wor- 
thy of her AfFcftion. 

He therefore who could gather together an Army, 
pf Lovers, that fhould fight in Prefence of their 
liadij^s, . whom they loved, would . certainly con* 
quer $ unlefs on the other Hand ^ain, they wer^ 
r^fijftcd' jby another Army, likewife all in Love:; 
;Arid,¥Pw.muft own, f. that when ^roy withftood 
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fytwaYem the united Strength of Greece^ fuch 
. mbk Do&nce procf odcd from nothing elfe buc 
o^rmn L^ers^ who,, when they intended to Tally 
out of the Town to encounter the Enemy, arm* 
-od themfelvcs in the Preiencc of their Ladies, who 
very often drdied the Heroes, and at their Dc:« 
piUtitre fpoke fomc kmd Word to inflame them, 
and made them cnoi^ tban Men. And when they 
caanc t<> et^age, they knew they w^re behekl by 
tbeai fcom tfcc Walls and Towers 5 for which 
Reafon they thought every gaHant Enterprize they 
•andcrtodk was approved by the Fair, which was 
to thdin the gr^ateil: Reward in the World. 

There are a grc^ many, who a^^ of Opinion, 
that the ligml v iftory, which Kim^ Ferdinand 
and IfstbeUti Queen of Spain^ obtained over the 
King of Granada^ was chiefly occafioned by Wq- 
fiicn i for moft times, when the Spanijh Army 
went to attack the Enemy, Queen Ifabella went 
al(b into the Field with her Ladies \ and there be- 
ing a great Number of young Noblemen that 
were jn iLove;, who, 'till they came in Sight of 
the Enemy, wer^ ever in Difcourfe with their 
Miilrefles 5 when, taking each their Leaves, they 
inarched on to encounter the Foe with that furi- 
ous Courage, which Love and the Deiire of fhe w^ 
ing their Ladies that they were ferved by gal? 
Imt Men, infpired them with. 

Upon which dt very feldom hai:q>cncd, that any 
con(i4erable Number of the Spanijh Gentlemen 
were put f to Flight 5 but on the contrary, an in- 
finite Number of the Moors were killed. Thanks 
to their gentle and well-loved Miftrcfles. I cannot 
therefore ima(gine, what perverfe Judgment has 
induced you to difpraife Women : Do you not 
obferv^, that all thofe graceful Exercifes,. and 
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which fo much delight the World, have no other 
CauTe and Origine but the Ladies ? W ho learns 
to dance but on this very Account ? Why are all 
the Charms of Mufick invented, and made ofe of^ 
but to this End ? Who is there that compofes Po- 
etry, cfpccially in his Mother-Tongue, but to 
pleafe the Fair, and to exprefi that anient Af- 
feftion which their Charms produce ? 

How many noble Poems had the World never 
(een, both in Greek and Lafin^ had not Women 
been eftcemed by Poets ? But to omit a thoufand 
others, would not Italy have loft a valuable Trea- 
furc, had Petrarca^ who has written fo divinelv 
of his Amours in our Language, applied himfeiif 
only to Latin^ as he would have done, had not 
the Love of his Madonna Laura been an agreeable 
Obftaclc. 

I take no notice of the bright Wtis that are 
now Jn the World, and here prefent, who daily 
produce fomc noble Fruit, and yet have no other 
Subjcft than the Beauty of Women : You fee, 
th^t Solomon^ having a mind to write myftically 
Things moft high and divine, to cover them with 
a graceful Veil, feigned an ardent and amorous 
Dialogue between a Lover and his Miftrefs, as if 
he thought he could invent nothing here below, 
that could bear greater Semblance and Agreement 
with divine Subjedts,' than the Love one bears to 
Women \ and in that Drels give us fome Glympfe 
of that Divinity, which he both by Grace and 
Science knew better than any other Man. 

This therefore, Signor Gajpar^ needed no Con- 
troverfy, at leaft not with fo many Words. But 
you, by thus oppofing the Truth, have hindered 
us of being entertained with a thoufand other a- 
greeable Things, and very important in relation 
to the Pertcftion of a Court-Lady. I be* 
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. I bdievci' faid SigaovGafparj all has bccnr faid 
already, that pof&bly can be faid. However, if 
you (uppofe Signor Julian b&s not thoroughly Air-* 
niihed her witn good Qualities, it is none of his 
Fault, but his only, who has fo ordered it, that 
there are no more Virtues in the World j for he 
has given her all that th^re are. However, faid 
the Duchefs, you will prefently fee he will find 
out more befides. v . 

Upon my Honour, Madatn, faid Signor Julianj 
I tbitnk I have fpoken fufficiently % and for my 
Part, I am fo well jpleafed with this Lady of mine^ 
that in Cafe thefe uentlemen will not have her as 
/he is, let them leave her to i^e. 

Here enfiied a general Silence ; when Signor 
Frederick^ turning to him, thus faid : To give you 
Qcpafionto &y fomething more, Signor Julian^ 
I alk you ode Queftion in relation to what you 
would have the principal Profcffion of a Court* 
L^dy to bei and it is this 5 I want to know how 
fhc ought to behave herfelf in a Point that in my 
Opinion is a very ncceflary one 5 for though the 
excellent Qiialities you have given her, include in 
them Wit, Knowledge, Judgment, Modefty, and 
all other Virtues, by which fhc muft of Confe- 
quence know how, reafonably, to entertain every 
Man, yet, I think, above all things it is requifite 
for her to know what belongs to Love. 

For as every Gentleman, to obtain the Graces 
of his Miftrefs, makes ufc of thofe proper Means 
and noble Exercifes you have mentioned, and to 
this EfFe6t applies all his Words, not only when 
he is fired with Love, but even to do honour to 
the Lady with whom he difcourfes, as believing, 
that by {hewing; he loves her, he fignifies to 
her that' (he is worthy to be beloved, and that 
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iet BHiity itld high Merits are (ubhy ai ddm- 
mand feVcry body to fcTvc her. I would tfaere-^ 
fbtt know how ki fiich a Caie flic Aould behave 
KerfdF with Pmdemce Add Difaetion, and hbw 
to anfwel* him Who tfiMy bves her, add whit td 
% tb him who <Mly ' ibake^ a faUe Temblance fo 
to do : Ahd whelhet* td dffleknble the Under-' 
Aandibg of it, olr if Ate ou^ht to anfwei) dr re-^ 
pulfe him i in fhort, how me ought paraciiiarly 
to govern hcrfclf in this AlFair. 

Firft of all, J think ^ faid Sigmr JuUm^ \l 
li^buld be rtcccliary to teach hfer to know thcA 
who make femBlanct of Love, and thbfe wtro teVd 
in reality ^ but after^^^rds, i:6 make a ftiitable Re^ 
turn, i think, ihe otight ifot Q3 be gUfdtd by the 
Will of any othcr^ moi^e tbah by her c^n. 

Teach her at leaft^ replied S'lgriot Fr^derick^ 
what are the moft certaitt and futcffTokens to diP* 
eern falfe Lovi frorti true^ and whkt Tettiroony 
ihe ought to hive to be convinced of the SincD- 
rity of the Love that is ihcwn her. This I da 
hot know, faid ^\^r\or Julian failing, beicaufeMeni' 
are now-a-days {b fubtle, that they make an Infinitjp^ 
6f falfe Appearances, and f6ftietimcis ^eep^ when 
in reality they have more Mind to laugh. But left 
this Lady of mine, who is my paiticukir Charge 
inafinuch as flie is iby Creature, fhould run inW^ 
thofe Errors which I have fcen many others i*un 
into, I would advife her not too eafily to believe 
that Perfon wlio tells her he loves her, nor be like 
fbme, who riot only ffiew tTicy underftand what 
is laid to tliem of Love, tho* never io remotely 
cxprefled, but at the firft Attack accept all the 
Praifes that are given them > or elfe deny them 
after fucR a manner, that tliey Teem to invite thofe 
they talk wh:h to fove them, rather than give 
tliem a Repulfe, The

^nd Difcretion we have faid fhe ought to bp en* 
dpwed with, to turn the Difcourfc. 

But if the Qifcouric be fuch, tb^ ihe cannott 
pretend {^e dops not underftapd it, thei? let her 
fake the wholp for a Piece pf Rf irth and Gailap- 
cry, and give him to underhand that ihe knows 
it is fpoken rather to do her Honour, than th^ 
}t i$ fo in reality ^ extenuating at the fame time 
her own Merits, and attributing thofe Praifcs be- 
i&owed on her to an A<9: of Cpurtcfy : Thus will 
^e be lopked on as a Perfon of Dific;retion, and 
wilji be on the furer Side npt to be dicceived. 

You debate this Matter, faid Sigppj: Frederick^ 
as tho' it vrcrc abfolutcly ne^eilary, that all thole, 
.who talk to Wpijaen of Love, ihould fpffljk f alf- 
hoods, and endeavour to deceive them y which, 
ia Cafe it were fp, I owi> your jLeflbns are very 
g^ood : ^ut if this Gentleman, who thjus entqrf- 
tains hi$ Lady, does really )oyf h^r, and feels rh^t 
PaiSoo, whurh fometioK^ fo epicures the jt^eart^ 

^M^Py dp you t^ cpnfider jrttio'^hat jPain, Ca,- 
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lamity, and cruel Death you put him^ wlien at 
no time you will allow his Mirlrefs ought to be* 
lieve any thing he fays upon this Subjefl; ? Shall 
Oaths, Tears, and fo many other tender Expreifi* 
ons have no Power at ail ? Take care, my Lord, 
left you make us think, that befides the natural 
Cruelty the &ir Sex has in them, you teach them 
more. 

I have fpoken not of him who really loves, faid 
Signor Julian^ but of him who difcourfes of Love, 
in which one of the mod neceflary Points is, not to 
want Words : And true Lovers, as they have a burn- 
ing Heart, fo have they a cold Tongue, with broken 
Talk and fudden Silence : Perhaps, therefore, it 
would be no falfe Principle to advance, ih^tbewb^ 
hves ntucb^fpeaks little. However, in this I believe 
there can no certain Rule be given, by Reafon of 
the Diverfity of Mens Manners. And I cannot tell 
what to fay, but only that the Lady ihould be very 
cautious, and always remember, that Men may 
with a great deal lels Danger difcovcr their Love 
than Women. 

Will you not, Signor Julian^ fald Signor Gaf- 
far fmiling, >have this excellent Lady of yours 
love again, at leaft when flie knows flie is truly 
loved r Since, if the Inamorato was not beloved 
again, he would not continue longer to love her j 
and thus would ihe want a great many Adyanta« 
ge^ efpecially that of Homage and Reverence, 
with which Lovers obey, and even adore the Virf 
tue of their Miftrefles. 

In this, replied Signor Julian^ I will advife no- 
thing ) but to love, as you underftand it, I think, 
only belongs to (ingle Perfons 5 fofr when this Love 
pannot cna in Matrimony, the Woman muft nc- 
ipe^arily have. that Reimorfe and Stiog> which e- 
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vcr redilts from Things unlawful, and puts that 
Honour in Danger of being ftained, which to 
her is of fo much and of fo great Importance. 

Methinks, faid Signor Frederick^ this Opinion 
of yours is very fevere, and I believe you have 
fearned it of (omc preaching Friers, Who rebuke 
Women for being in Love with Laymen, that 
they may have the more -themfelves : And I think 
you have impofed too cruel Laws on married Wo- 
men : for there are a great many fuch, whom their 
Hulbands without Caufe mortally hate, and cru- 
elly abufe , fometimes by loving other Women, 
and at other times doing them all the Difpleafurc 
they can imagine. Some are forced by their Fa- 
thers to take into their Arms old Men full of Dif- 
cafes, envious and fpiteful, who make them live 
in perpetual Mifery : And if it were lawful for 
fuch to be divorced and feparated from thofewith 
whom they are thus unhappily matched, perhaps 
k would not be allowed they fliould love any but 
their Hufbands. But when either thro' malig- 
nant Influences, DiverGty of Complexions, or a- 
ny other Accident it happeneth, that in Bed, 
which ought to be the Neft of Love and Concord, 
the curfed Furies of Hell (bw the Seeds of their 
infernal Poifons, which afterwards produce DiP- 
dain, Sufpicion, and the pungent Thorns of Ha- 
tred, which torture thefe unhappy Souls thus cru- 
elly bound in an indiffoiuble Chain 'till Death; 
why will you not have it allowable for this Wo- 
man to feek after fomc Refrcfliment for fo hard a 
Scourge, and blefs another with That which the 
Hulband n6t onlydefpifes, but has in utmoft Hor- 
ror ? I own fuch as have good Hufbands ought 
by no means to do thep:) Injury ^ but they, who 
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do not love thofe who love them, do an Injury 
to thcmielves. 

Nay, faid Signor Julian^ they do tbemfelves an 
Injury in loving any but their Hufbaods. How-- 
ever, as it frequently happens, that to p;uard our- 
felves from Love is not in our Pov/er, if a Courts- 
Lady falls into this Misfortune, that the Hatred 
of her Hufband or the Love of another induces 
her to love, I would have her grant her Lover 
no more than the Mind \ of which too I would 
by no means have her {hew him any Signs, d« 
titer in Word or A&ions, to ccMivince him of it. 
This is the mofl I can allow her under the moft 
cruel Ufage of a brutifh Hufband, and in relation 
to the moil humble Obiequiou^is of an affeftio« 
nate Lover. 

I appeal, my Lord, faid Mefler Roberta Bari 
fmiling, from this Sentence of yours, and I be-> 
lieve I {hall have good Company. But fince you 
will teach this Rufticity, if I fxiay be allowed the 
Term, to married Women, will you have the un- 
married be in like manner thus cruel and di(cour* 
teous, and not pleafe their Lovers in fome thing 
atleaft? 

If my Court-Lady^ anfwercd Signor Juliaft^ be 
not married, and has a mind to love, I would 
have her love one who may be her Hufband j 
nor {hall I think {he does ill, if {he {hew him fome 
Token of Love. In which I will teach her one 
geaeral Rule in few Words, which for that Rea- 
ion {he may eafily remember j and that is, Jiat 
Jhejbew bimwbomjbe loves^ all Tokens of Love^ ^^- 
4:ept fuch as may induce the Lover tit hope be may 
obtain of ber any thing ilhfuiting mtb her Honour. 
And iq this {he muft be very careful ^ for it is an 

Error 
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Error tha( an Infinity of Women nw into, wha 
generally covet oottung ib m^^h as tg be beau* 
dittl* 

And becaufe the having of a great many Lo- 
vers they fuppofe a fufficicnt Proofof their Beau* 
ty, they do all they can to gain them, and often- 
times fall into Ads ill-fuiting with that tempered 
Modefty which fo well becomes them > calling cer- 
tain lafcivious Glances, and other Anions near ap- 
proaching Impudence, imagining that Men for 
that Reaion would willing^ fee and hear them^ 
and that by this means they make themfel sres be 
loved, which is falfe. 

And becaufe the Demonflrations that are made 
to them proceed from an Appetite moyed thro* 
an Opinion of Eafinefs, not of Love | for that 
Rcafon I woidd have my C^i/r/-i«4J^ not with too 
free a Behaviour appear, as if ihe would offer her- 
felf to any who will have her, and attrad as much 
as Ihc can the Eyes and Will of him who gazes at 
her 5 but by her Merits and virtuous Habits, with 
;raceful Carriage and Deportment infpire, in the 
(oul of him who fees her, that true Love, which 
is due to every thing that is amiable ; and that 
Reiiped, which ever takes away all Hopes from 
thoie who meditate any thing difhonourable. 

He then, who is beloved of fuch a Woman, 
ought in Reafon to be well contented with every 
the mod minute Demonftiation, and more to e- 
fteem from her one little Look, with Sign of 
Love, than be entirely Matter of all others of her 
Sex, Nor can I add any thing more to fuch a Wo- 
man, unlefs that ihe be beloved by fuch z Cour^ 
tier .as theTe L(^d$ have fafhioned, and that ihe 
in like manner love him, and both have the ut- 

moft Perfedion of their mutual Flame s which 

having 



having fai^ SJgnot Julian was filcnt. When Sig- 
ner Ga/par laughing. Now, faid he, you can- 
not complain, that Signor Julian has not moft 
excellently well formed this Court- Lady ^ and with- 
out J^oubt, if there can be found fuch a one, (he 
richly deferves an ecjual Efteem with the Cour^ 

tier. 

ril be obliged, faid Donna Emilia^ always to 
find berj when you find fuch a Courtier. 

Without doubt, faid Mcfler Roberto^ it mull 
be allowed, that Signor Julian's Ladv, whom he 
has thus formed, is moft perfeft ; but in thefe 
bft Particulars, in relation to Love, I think he 
has made her a little too crabbed, and efpecially 
where he will have her by her Words, Geftures, 
and in all her Aftions take entirely away all Hopes 
from the Lover, and confirm him as much as flic 
can in his Defpair. Fpr every one knows, that 
human Defires never extend themfclves to that of 
which they have no Hopes to obtain : And tho* 
there haveoeeafome Women, who perhaps, proud 
of their Beauty and Accomplifliments, have, the 
firft Word they fpoke, given thofe, that addrcls to 
them on the Subjeft of Love, to underftand, that 
they fhould never obtain of them what they wiih- 
ed for J they have yet afterwards, by Looks and 
little Liberties, been fomewhat more gracious to 
them, and with Ads of Benignity tempered in part 
their haughty Language. But if this fPomanhoth in 
her Words and Aftions take all Hopes entirely a- 
way, I believe, if our Courtier be wife, he will 
never love her, and then Ihe will have this Im- 
pcrfeftion, that fhe will be without an Admirer. 

I will not, faid Signor Julian^ have my Court- 
Lady take away all Hopes of every thing, but on- 
ly of what is ill-fuiting to Modefty and her Ho- 
nour^ 
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Hour 9 which the Courtier j if Ite be fuch as thefe 
Lords have formed him, will not only not hope 
for, but even not fo much as once defire : For if 
Beauty, good Carri^e,' Wit, Modefty, and fo 
many other virtuous Conditions we have given the 
Ccurt'Lady^ are the Caufe of the Courtier or fine 
Gentleman^ Love to her, the End of this Love 
tauft neceiTarity be virtuous j and if Nobility of 
Birth, Skill in Arms, Letters, Mufick, Genteel- 
Deis in Carriage, and a graceful Behaviour, be the 
Means by which a Courtier acquires a Lady's Love, 
the End of that Love muft neceflarily be of the 
ifame Quality, as the Means are by which^t is ac- 
quired. Beudes, as there are various kinds of Beau- 
ty, fo there are as various Defires in Men j and 
tnerefore it fometimes happens, that a great many 
feeing a Woman of fuch grave Beaupy, which in 
her Walking, Standing Itill, Rallying, Laugh- 
ing, or in whatever clfe (he does, fo tempers all 
her Aftions that it infpires a certain Veneration 
in all thofe that look at her ^ are fo terrified, 
that they dare not ferve her : And drawn rather 
by Hopes, fix their AfFeftions on thofe gay and 
alluring Perfbns, fo delicate and tender, who in 
their Words, Looks, and Gcftures, declare a cer- 
tain languiftiing Paffion, which promifcs them that 
it may eafily be converted into Love. 

Some again, in order to be fecurc from Deceits, 
Idve others fo free in their Eyes, Words and Ge- 
ftures, that they do whatever firft comes into their 
Mind with a certain Simplicity, that hides not 
their inmoft Thoughts. There are others again, 
who^ believing Virtue confift^ in difficult Matters, 
and that it is the fweeteft Viftory in the World 
to conquer that which to others has been impreg- 
ygible, give thcmfelves eafily up to love the Beau- 
ties 



ties of thofe Wonfciif wba» m every thing they 
6oy difcover a Sisverity more :(uilere than oiher% 
to prove chat thc^ir Prowefs can force %n obftiqatA 
Mind, and induop to Itove, Wil}3 the moft ftufah 
bora and rebellious to CupitFi Empire. 

Such then, whp haye fo much Confidence in 
themfelves as to think they^are feoure from being 
deceived, willingly lore certain Ladies, who with 
Sagacity and Art feiem to hide in their Beauty a 
thouTand Wiles i or others, who join with tbeif 
Beauty a difdainful Manner pf. fpcaking a few 
Words, and laugh very little, as if f hey defpifei| 
everyone, thatboksat, or ferv^, phem. 

Others again will not voucbfafe to love anjr 
Women but fuch, who in their Looks, Speecb| 
and Geftures, have amafled together a)l the Giir 
ety, Beauty, Knowledge and Gracefuinefs ima-- 
ginable, like a fine Flower compofed of ^1 {he 
Excellencies of the World. 

If then my Court^Lady has a Scarcity of thefe 
Lovers, whofe Afi^dioo proceeds from W i\\ 
Hope, {he will not for all that be without a h^'- 
ver, becaufe (he will not want them who are %q 
be incited by her Deferts, and a Confidence ix^ 
their own Strength i by means of which they 
iliall know themfelves worthy of her Love. 

MeiTer Roberto would have replied) but thf 
Duchefs told him he was in the wrongs confirm- 
ing Signor Julianas Opinion : After which ihe

fhem ftccoiQpimy their Beauty with Cruelty and 
Ingratitude towards thoTe whd ierve them moft 
faithfiiUy, and who oid Account of their Nobility 
fuid Virtue deferve to be recompenfed at their 
Hahds^ (ck the fincere Love they bear them 3 and 
very often deliver thcmfdvcs up a Prey to Wretch* 
ts the moft ihipid ind undeferving^ who not only 
do ndt loi^e cfaeta, but aftually hatts tliem. 

To avoid then thefe enormous Errors, perhaps, 
it would have been well done firft to have taught 
them how to make a proper Choice of him who 
ihould deferve thdr Love, and afterwards really 
Co love him y which is not necefiaiy in Men, for " 
they kno\^ it too well of tbeasfelves $ of which 
Truth I my felf am a fobflantial Wttnefi, becaufe 
Love was never taught me but by the divine Beau- 
ty and moft divine Garriaige of a Lady, fo that it 
was not in my Power not to adore her ^ and in 
this I needed no Art nor Mafter at all $ and I be* 
leive this {ttsat happens to all tfaofe who truly love ^ 
whereas the 'Cmrtier has more need to be taught 
how to make himfdf be beloved, than how to 
love. 

And do you enter into this way of Reafoning^ 
Signor Unicon, ftfid Doma Etnilia ? Madam, faid 
he, I think it agreeable to Reafon, that when 
one ferves iind ftudies all one can to plcafe the La- 
dies, one ihould acquire their good Graces % but 
that, in which they reckon thcmfelves fcrved and 
pleafed mo(V, I bdievb muit be learnt from them- 
fclves, who often dcfirc foch ftrange Things, a* 
could never enter into the Imagination of any 
Man Uvirig s "^^ fbmetimes they do not know 

what 



what they would hate thcmfclvcs. It would .there- 
fore, Madam, be not improper for you,- who art 
a Woman, and of Conicquence ought to kno^ 
what beft pleafes that lovely cruel Sex, to take 
this Charge, and oblige the Workl with what 
is fo much neceflary to its Repofe. 

Nay, Stgnor Umco^ replied Donna Emilia^ fince 
jaa are fo univerfally accepuble to the Ladies, 
it is very probable that you know all the Ways to 
a Lady's Heart , for which Rea(bn I think this 
would better become you. Madam, faid Unico^ 
I can give a Lover no better Advice than that he 
ihouldnot make his Applications to aiw Lady^ 
with whom you have any Authority \ for what 
good Qualities the World has been fo kind to 
think I am Mafter of, joined with a Love the 
mod (incere that ever was in the World j have not 
had that Force to make me be beloved, as you to 
make me hated. 

Heavens keep me, Signor Unko^ faid Donna 
Emilia^ from tninking, much more from doing, 
any thing that may make you hated > for befides 
doing what I ougnt not, I (hould be thought ve- 
ry injudicious to attempt what is impoifible. But 
fince you provoke me to fpeak of what pleafe^ 
Women, I will fpeak of it 5 and if it difplcafe 
you, you mull thank yourfelf. 

I think then^ that he, who defires to be belo* 
ved, ought himfelf to love, and be alfo amiable i 
nnd thefe two Points are fufficient to gain the 
Love of any Woman. Now to anfwerwhat you 
lay to my Charge : I fay, that every Body knows 
and fees you are moft amiable, but, whether yoa 
love fo faithfully as you fay you do, I am very 
much in doubt > ana perhaps fo are others too : 
For your being fo over and above defirable hia$ 

been 
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been tbe Occafion that you have been beloved of 
a great many Women j and as great Rivers divi- 
ded into many Parts become little Brooks, foLove 
.divided into a great many Obje&s lofes its Force. 

But thefe your perpetual Complaints, and Ac^ 
cufing of the Women, whom you have fcrved, 
of Unkindneis and Ingratitude, which is not like- 
ly, confidering fo much Merit which is fo emi- 
nently confpicuous in you, is a certain Secret by 
which you cover thofe Favours you have received, 
and an AiTurance to thofe who love you, and have 
granted you thofe Favours, that you will not dif- 
clofe them ; for which Reafon they are well e* 
nough pl^ed that you ihould thus openly ihcw 
a fefe Love to others, iij order to cover the true 
, one you have for them ; And therefore, if thofe 
Women, whom you now pretend to love, are not 
fb credulous as you would have them, it is becaufe 
your Art in Love begins to be difcovered, and 
. not becaufe I make you hated. 

I do not intend. Madam, faid Unico^ to confute 
your Words, becaufe it feems it is my Deftiny not 
to be believed in Truth, as it is yours to be be- 
lieved when you fpeak otfaerwife. 

Own then, replied Donna Emilia^ that you do 
-not love fo as you would have People believe you 
did. For if you really loved, all your Defires 
would be to pleafe the Objeft of your Love, and 
will the fame thing with her j for this is the Law 
of Love. But your complaining fo much figni- 
.fies fome Artifice, as I faid ^ or elfe it is a Sign 
that you would do that, which ihe has no Incli* 
iiation to. 

No doubt, Madam, replied Unico^ but J would 
have always the fame Will with her, which is a 
Sign I love herj but what is the greatcft Trouble

Md efteem thiK his higheft Felicity i for thus aft 
they who trdy dre in Love. 

My cbicfP relicity, fdd tM^ wottid ht tto 
iMve both tat Sook go^WMd bf cbt felf^Mie 
Will. Thit, ftid Dmm £W/m, is in your P^w^ 
«r. Dottbtlefs, laid Signor ]krnard$ kitemiptkig 
them, he^ who truly love^dtreQ^ all his Thoughtii 
and kOsKmsj needing no Man*s IfKftru£hk>tis, to 
ienre and picafe whom he loves. Biic beoMlfe theife 
amoroos Services are not weU known, I icAiiidc it 
neceflary, chat he make Tome other DemonArati* 
ons of this Love, and that fo matiifeft, t^at fhe 
cannot diffemble her Knowledge of it | bvit foSi 
with that Modefty, that may make it appear, thalt 
he has for her the utmoft Vencrat?ion. And th«e- 
fore you, Mad«n, who have begim to tell us, that 
the Soul of the Lover ought to be entirely obe- 
dient to his MiftreCs, teach us, we defire you, this 
mo ft important Secret. 

If the Lover be fo very modeft he cannot tell 
-it her himfelf, let him write it to her, (aid Don* 
fia Emilia^ if he be fo difcreet as he ihould be % 
-and before he communicates this to her, to be (ime 
not to offend her. All Women delight to becourt> 
•ed, faid Signor Gafpar^ though they have a firm 
•Refolution not to grant what they are defired. 
You are much deceived \ for I would not adVife 
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the O/vr/i^r to ufe this'Method^ utdefs he ^er£ 
certain not to be repulfed. 

What muft he do then, faid Signor Gafpar? If 
yott will write or fpeak to her^ replied Signor ju- 
Uan^ let it be done with fo much Modcfty and 
Caution, that the Words may firft attack her 
Soul, and fo doubtfully affe6b her, that they may 
Jeave her room to pretend, not to underftand thac 
fuch Expreflions import Love % that if he find 
Difficulties, they may retra£t, and pretend to have 
only written and fpoken for a quite different End, 
as fecurely to enjoy thofc little Correfpondencies 
and innocent Familiariiies, whicluvery often La» 
dies grant to thofe who would take thefc Free- 
doms as Marks of Friendfliip, which afterwards 
they deny as foon as they perceive they are taken 
for demonftrations of Love. 

They therefore, who are too precipitate, and 
venture fo prefumpruoufly, with a certain furious 
Obftinacy, oftentimes defer vedly lofe them j for 
it always difpleafes every noble Lady to be fo little 
efteemed by one, who without Refpeft requires 
her Love, oefore he has feryed her. In my Opi- 
nion then,- the Way, that a Courtier ought to 
take to maoifeft his Love to hir Miftrefs, ought 
to be rather in Signs and Tokens than in Words. 
For certainly there is more Love ihewn in a Sigh, 
a Fear, or a Refpeft, than in a thoufand Words % 
and afterwards to make the Eyes the faithful Mef- 
feogers of the Heart, becaufe they oftentimes de- 
clsuc.with greater Efficacy the Paffion that rages 
within, than can the Tongue, Letters, or other 
Meffages j fo that they not only difcover thd 
Thpughts, but as often inflame the Heart of the 
Peribn beloved : For thofe lively Spirits^ which 
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dart from t!^ Eyes^ hdtig engenderVl near tiifr 
Heart, by cntring alfo the Eyes tliey ire levettnl 
at, like an Arrow at the Mark, penetrstte natu- 
rally the Heart as their proper Center j md theft 
mingling thertHHvcs With thofe other Spirits, md 
with thofe moft fubtife Particles of the Blood 
iRrhich they carry *^ith them, infed: the Blodd a- 
bout the Heart thither they are arriwd, which 
they warm and make like themielves, and apt t6 
receive the Iifnprcflioti of diat fm^e which they 
carried away with them 5 and thus gradually go- 
ing and coming thro' the Eyes to the Hc&rt, atld 
bringing back with them the f^ttt Lure and PCi- 
cl oF Grace and Beauty, kiridJe witfi t?he foft 
Blafts of Dcfire thofe Flames which fo buWn, afld 
never ceafe confumin^, as always bringing along 
with them fome nutrimental Hone. 

It may therefore very well be laid, tl»t fbe Eyes 
are Guides in Love^ efpecially if they are fweet and 
graceful, Wack with that fhining brillant Jet, or 
clfeblu^, fprightly, and ftriiling, and ft) agreeable 
and piercing when one looks at theh), ^ 'feme 
are j in which it feems, ias if the Ways, "whieh 
give iflue to the SpiritSj are fb profound, that 
thro* them one may fee even the vtry Soul. 

The Eyes therefore, like Soldiers^ lie in Am- 
buih 5 and if the Form of the Body be beaiiti* 
ful and well-proportioned, it attrafts him who be- 
holds it at a diftance*till he approaches it, and then 
the Eyes dart out their captivating Rays, and en- 
chant like Witches the willing Soul j efpecially 
when in a right Line they fhoot their ^itterin^ 
Beams into the Eyes of the beloved Objefts at the 
fame Inftant they do fo too, becaufe then the Spi- 
rits meet, and in that fweet Encounter take each 
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ttthdrttlitttiive and Quaiityi as mM^ be ^ibfcrvd iil 
-afcre S/ytj "vHhicb, boting ftcdtaftly iit one that 
is foond) connrmiaipstes its Difeafe^ 

It is vm&, that if tbe Eyes be not governed hf 
JfUt^ riiey dsfoover many times the amorous De« 
lites more to (bme, whom one would be xvilUng 
Ihoofld be leaft acqaainted with them } for thro' 
them, vifibiy as ot were^ Uaze out tbofe flamina 
f^fioinsi which the Lover intending only to dii^ 
clofe to his beloved, oftentimes difcovets to them 
from wihom he would moft conceal them. He 
then, lorlio Has not \a& the Bridle of Reafon^ car« 
ries biiniblf with Caution, and d>fetves Times and 
Places, and, wheniit is neceflaiy, abftains from 
that ftedfaft Gazing, tho' it be tne rood: delicious 
Entertainment of the Soul } becaufean open Love 
is too bamd a tbii^ to govern. 

However, faid Count Z^^x, to be open fome^ 
times is no Impediment ^ becaufe in that Cafe it 
is fuppdfed, that fuch 'Loves do not tend to that 
iwbich *the Lover ma& dcfires, when .People fee 
there is (6 ilittte Care tdten to >hide them, as if 
the Farty did not value whether they wem talcen 
notice c^ or no 9 and therefore by not denying 
his Paf&on a Man challenges to himielf a certain 
Liberty to taUc openly and without Sufpicion with 
his Miftrefs ^ which cannot be in thofe who endear 
vour to hide :their Flame, ibecaufe then they feem. 
in Hopes of foon receiving that fweet Reward^ 
which they would not have others acquainted 
with. 

I havse alTo known a moft fervent Love fpring 
from the Heart of a Woman towards a Man, to 
whom M firft ihe feemed not to bear the leafi: Af* 
fe&ion in the World ^ and only becaufe fhe had 
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heard it faid, that it was the general Opinion they 
loved each other : And the Caufe or this, I be- 
lieve, was, that fo univerfal a Judgment proclaim- 
ed him worthy of her Love ^ and it Teemed, as 
if Fame afted the Meffenger on the Lover's Part 
more true and credible, than he could do himfelf 
by either Speech, Letters, or a third Perfon for 
him. Sometimes, therefore, this common Voice 
is not only of no Hurt or Impediment, but of 
great Furtherance and Advantage. 

Such Lovers, iaid Signbr Julian^ who Jiave 
Fame for their Advocate, put one in danger to be 

Sointed at. He therefore,- who would travel this 
Load with Prudence, muft of Neceility make 
femblance of a lefs Fire than he really has, and 
content himfelf with that which appears to him 
but fmall, and difTemble his Defires, his Jealouiies^ 
his Pains and Pleafures; and frequently laugh with 
his Mouth, when his Heart is in Tears, and (hew 
himfelf moil lavifh and prodigal of that which 
he moft paflionately covets and defires s and this 
is (b hard to be done, that it is almoft impoffible: 
If then the Courtier would follow my Advice, I 
ihould counfel him by all means to keep his Pafr 
iion fecret. 

You muft then teach him how to do it, feid 
Signor Bernardo 5 for I think it a thinjg not of the 
Icaft Importance 5 for befides thofe Signs, which 
People iottjctimes make fo covertly, that without 
any other Movement or Gefture, the .Perfons^- 
whom they dcfire, read in their Eyes and Face 
what they have in their Heart; I have fometimes 
heard between two Lovers a long continued DiP? 
courfe of Love, of which the Standers by cpuld 
not underftand any Particular, or be put of Doubt . 
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whether it was of Love, or noj fuch wa$ the E^if- 
cretion and Caution of thofe who thus difcourfed ; 
&T without giving any Sufpicion that they were 
not willing to be heard, tney fpoke foftly only 
the moft important Words, an^ the reft aloud j 
which yet might have been applied to diflFci^cnc 
Meanings. 

To difcourfe thus minutely of the Rules of Se- 
crecy, faid Signor Frederick^ would take up an in* 
'finite Space of Time j I ihould be glad therefore, 
that we difcourfe rather how the Lover fhould 
maintain himfelf in the good Graces of his Mi* 
ftrefs, which I think is a thing much more necef- 
fery to be known. 

1 believe, (aid Signor Julian^ the Means inadc 
ufe of to gain them are the moft proper to conti- 
wp theiii 5 and all this confifts in pleafineher, 
without giving her at any time the leaft Offence. 
It W'Ould therefore be very difficult to prefcribe 
any certain Rule, becaufe he who is not prudent 
and difcreet commits an infinity of Errors, which 
ibmetimes feem of no Moment, and yet give a 
Woman great Uneafinefs : And this happens to 
thofe who arejmafter'd by their Pafllon, more than 
to others ^ fuch as thofe, who, when they have 
an Opportunity to fpeak with, the Woman they 
love, lament and make fuch fad Complaints, and 
beg-fb frequently fuch Impoffibilities, as make 
them the Averfion of their Miftrefs. 

j3thers again, if fired with the leaft Jealouly, 
let themfelves be tranfported with fo much Sor- 
row and Vexation, that without any Rcferve they 
fay $11 the 111 they can of thofe they fqfpcd, and 
fpmetimes without any Caufe given either by that 
Fcrfoijj or his Miftrcw 5 and will not have ner lb 
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much as fpeak to hnn, or turn her Eyes tow»ds 
the Place where be is 3 am} tbeie Follies very oft* 
en not only offend her, bat are the Caufe which 'vh 
dines her to love the other 5 for chat unreafonable 
Fear, which a Lover declares to lie under, kft his 
Miftrefs il>ould forfake him, ihews, that he owns 
himfclf inferiour in Value and Merit to the other; 
and with this Opinion ike is frequently induced 
to love him > and perceiving, that to difgrace 
him he fays all the III of him poflible, though i% 
ihould be true, ihe does not believe it, and loves 
him therefore the more. 

I muft confefs, faid Signor Cafsr^ I am ndt 
endowed with fo much Difcretion, as to abfhtn 
from fpeaking ill of my Rival, unlefs you could 
inform me of a better way to ruin him. 

The Proverb fays, replied Signor Julian, that 
^b(n our Enemy is in the Water breafi-higb, we 
Jhauld reach our Hand^ and help him from Dan^ 
ger 5 but when he is up to the Chin, Jet our Foot 
. upon himy and drown him outright j and there are 
fome who purfue this Maxim, and deal thus with 
their Rivals 5 and, *till they have a proper Oppor-» 
tunity to ruin them, go on in deep Diflimulation, 
and appear rather their Friends than Enemies ^ but 
afterwards, when a fit Occafion offers, and they 
know they can entirely ruin them at once, they 
then report all the 111 they can of them, without 
any Referve, be it true or falfe, with the utmoft 
Artifice and Deceit. But becaufe I would never 
have our Courtier a£t fo ignobly, as to ufe atiy de- 
ceitful Artifice, I would have him withdraw the 
Jnclination of his Miftrefs towards his Rival by 
no other Art but by loving and ferving her moro 
jliap he, and with greater Modefty and-Difcretion | 



\ 



inihort) with greater Merit to be in every thing 
c^rcumfpeft and prudent, refraining always from 
ranning into certain unbecoming Follies, which 
a great many ignorant People by feveral ways arc 
guilty of. . 

For heretofore I have known fome, who in 
writing and {peaking to their Miftrefles have al- 
ways made ufe of the Word Polyphilus^ and pafl 
fo much time in their Rhetorical Fuftian and 
Bbmbaft, that the Ladies have begun to hate them- 
fclves, and think they were the moft ignorant 
Wretthes in the 'World, in not fooner finding 
out the emptinels of their hufcin'd Lovers > to 
that an Hour feemed to them a thoufand Ages ^tiH 
that I>ifcourfe was ended, that they might be rid 
of them. 

Others again are continually bragging cxtrava- ^ 
gantly of their own Per feftions ; wbilft others are 
continually quite the reverie, and are inceffantly 
blaming and condemning themfelves 5 at fuch £ 
have frequently laughed heartily, who, pretending 
to be Lovers, fpeak fometimes in the Company 
of Women, after this manner j I never found Wo" 
man that ever loved me \ and are not aware, that 
thofe who hear them immediately judge, that this 
can proceed from nothings feut that they deferve 
neither to be b'eloved, nor are worth the Water 
they drink j fo little Value and Efteem have the 
Women for then^ that they woyld not love them 
for aU the Treafures in the World > believing, if 
they fhould love them, they would be infinitely 
lefs to be elleemed, than thofe who moi:tally hgte 
them. 

Others, to make their Rival odious, fpeak in 
Watnf ns Company, that fmh- one. is the mofl^ 
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fortunate Perfon in the fP'orld j for tW hf he net'- 
ther bandfome^ difcreet^ nor valiant ^ nor can talk 
better than other Men^ yet all Women love him^ and 
feek his Company. And thus by (hewing their En- 
vy to this happy Man, who perhaps may be no 
otherwifc in reality than what they have rcpre- 
fenred him to be, yet they make them believe he 
has fome hidden Charms, which may deferve the 
Affection of fo many of the Sex : Upon which 
Account the Women, that hear this Difcourfe, 
are alfo upon this Belief induced much more to 
love him. 

I aiTure you, faid Count Lewis laughing, our 
Courtier^ if be have but the leaft Difcretion in the 
World, will never take this way to engage the 
AfFeftion of the Ladies. Nor yet another, faid 
SignorC^r, which a Gentleman of goodEfteem 
made ufe of in my Time j who, for the Honour 
of our Sex, I fhall not name. Tell us however, 
faid the Duchefs, what he did. This Man, (aid 
Signor Cafar^ being beloved by a certain great 
Lady, at her De(ire came privately to her Coun- 
try-Scat \ where, after he had vifited her, and 
ftaid with her as long as they thought convenient, 
and the Time would permit, when he took leave 
of her with Abundance of Sighs and Tears, in 
w.itncfs of the extreme Sorrow he lay under that 
they^nuft part,begged her always to remember him, 
and • withall, that^^ would difcharge his Reckoning 
at the Inn 5 for (ince he came thither at her Re^ 
queft, he thought he ought not to be him(elf at 
any Expence. 

^ Then began all the Ladies to laugh, and faid, 
he was -unworthy the Name of a Qcntleman 5 and 
« great many bluj[hcd for that Shame, which this 

Perfon 
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Peifon would baye certainly been feofiblc of, had 
- he been endued with . fo much Underftanding ja$ 
jEO perceive aFault fo b^fe and unworthy. 

Then faid Signor Gajpar^ turning to Signor 
Cafar } much better had it bjcen for the Hpnour 
of Women not to have. told this Story, than to 
inftance this Example for the Honour of Men : 
For you> may well imagine what good Judgment 
that great Lady bad in placing her AfFc&ibos oft 
an Animal fo irrational, and who perhaps too, out 
of the many that ferved her, fhe has made choice 
of, as endued with the moft Difcretion, defpi- 
fing at the fame time all the reft > either of whom 
this Wretch was not worthy to wait upop. 
' Who knows, whether he m^ht not bedifcreec 
in other things, faid Count Lewis laughing ? and 
was only out of the way concerning his Reckon- 
ing ? For Men through over much Love commit 
freat Overfichts, and, if you will fpcak. out, per- 
aps it has Ibeen your Chance to commit more^ 
than one. . 

For Heaven's Sake, faid Signor defary do not 
let us difcover our own Follies- . However, (aid 
Sigpor 6^^^r,.this muft bed^ne, if we have z 
mind to amend them. But now, Signor Julian^ 
^i^d^inued he, fince the Courtier knows bow to 
gittn and maintain the good Graces of his Mi* 
ilrefs, you .are indebted to her to teach her how 
to. keep her Love fecret. I think I have fpoken 
enough, anfwered Signor JuUmi for which Rea- 
ipn you ihould pitch upon another to treat of this 
S<ftibie£i:.

You have a mind, I &, to 
iry my Ability 3 But ypu are all too great Clerks 
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m Levc to seed this : Howcrer^ if yoo dofiio to 
know more, coafuk Ould.

Affairs, when he advifes a Man m Comfzof of 
his MiureTs to feign hmSAS drunk i You fee whan a 
graoeful way this is to gain a Lady*a Afftdioo s 
and be counts it^ very elegant mano^ to give a 
Woman at an Eotertaininent €0 undeiftand oac 
loves her, by dipping one*s Finger 10 Wine and 
writing upon the Twie. 

In thote Days it w^ no Fault, faid Signpr yu*' 
Um^ fmilif^. And cho'efere, faid S^nor^iir- 
nardo^ fince fuch a (lovenly manner of Expreffioa 
was not difatlowed by Men in thpfe I>ays, it may 
well he inferred, that they had iy)t (b courtfy' a 
Demeanour in addreffing the Ladies, as we have | 
but do not let us forget what we defircd oF you 
in relation to Women's being ferret in Love. 

In my Opinion, replied Sigi\or Juiiam^ to k<ep 
Love-Secrets there needs no more but to fhun the 
Caufes that difclofe them, which are not a few | 
but the chief is, t9 he over^feeret^ and to trufi Nth 
hody^ becaufe every one defires to make his Pa& 
iion known to. her he loves, and, when alone, ho 
is forced to give plainer and more evident Demon* 
flrations, than if he were affifted by a fincere and 
faithful Friend. For thofe Signs a Lover makes 
himfelf, give a greater Sufpicion than thofe which 
be makes by a third Perfon. 

And becaufe the Mind; of Mpn are naturally 
curious to know what they begin to fufpeS; of an- 
other, they generally apply themfelves to know 
the Truth j which, when known, they not only 
cell it, but take delight fo to do ^ which does

with Im heft Advice and CQunle) nMAy times ie« 
T9€dm dhc Onarfights comnatctedi by tbe bKacI

fuch Commimicatioji ever aMifaiplying Content- 
nicnc, and dividiD^ Grief. 

: Twnr is another Gaofe, &id Signer Ga^^ 

that diifcoYers Love more than this. What is 

that, fiud Signor JuUan f the vain Ambition an^ 

the K^oe& and Cruelty of Women, replied Sig* 

nor Qajpar \ who, as you yourielf have faid, en« 

deavour as much as toey ean to get a Multitude 

<>f. Lovers, whom, if poffible, they would have 

confumed to Aihes, and revive afterwards, only 

CO die again s and tho' they themfehres love, yet 

do they at the (ame time rejoice in^ tormenting 

their Lovers, becaufe they fuppofe thofe Miferies, 

Pangs, andwifhing every Moment for Death, are 

certain Signs that they are loved -j and that with 

their Beauty they have fuch Sovereign Dominion 

over the Minds of Men, as they may make them 

joaiferableand happy, and give them Life anc^^Death 

at their Pleafure. This therefore is their only and 

moft delicious Food, and are fo:jealous of it, that 

they never make a Lover entirely defperate, or 

happy 5 but to keep'him continually in Pain and 

Dcure they ufe a certain imperious Severity of 

Threatnings mixed with Hopes, and wilt have 

him efteem one only Word, Look, or Sign, as 

the higheft Happinefs. 

And to make ttiemfelves thought chafte, as well 
by other Men as their Lovers^ they fo contrive, 
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chac'.tEis Severity be always exercifed in publick^ 
that every one may think they would ufe yet much 
more roughly thofe V7ho are unworthy, hnce they 
thus cruelly treat thofe who are worthy of their 
Afieftion > and very often, under the fpccious Veil" 
of being thus believed, thinking them(elves by 
this Artifice fecure firom Infamy, lie all Night 
with the vileft Scum and Refufe of Mankind, 
whom they fcarce know : So that for the Satis* 
fikftion of rejoycing at the Calamities and conti- 
nual Complaints ofiome worthy Gentlemen, who' 
paifionately love them, they deny themfelves thofe 
Pleafures, which perhaps with (bme Excufe they 
might enjoy, ^land are the Caufe that the poor de- 
fpiled Lover. is conftrained to make ufe of thofe 
means, by which is difcovered that which ought 
ever to have been buried in Secrecy. 

Others there are, who, if with deep Deceit 
they can make a great many believe that they love 
them, fow amtmgfl: them Jealoufies by feeming to 
fliew Favour to one in the Prcfcnce of another ^ 
and when they fee that he, whom they love beft, 
is afTured thro- Signs and Tokens that he is moft 
beloved, very' often with doubtful Words and fen- 
fied Difdain they keep him yet farther in Sufpence > 
transfixing his very Soul, pretend not to have 
any Efteem for h jm, and that they were entirely * 
refolved to make another happy : Whence arilc 
Hate, Enmities, , infinite Scandals, and certain 
Ruin. For a Man in fuch a Cafe mull: neceilarily 
ihew the extreme- Paffion he labours under, tho* 
it redound to the Blame and Infamy of the Wo- 
man. 

Others again, not content with this only Tor- 
ment of Jealoufy, after the Lover has declared all 
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iiisTeftimoniq of Love and fsuthful Services, and 
they have accented of them, and given the Lor 
ver fome Signs of a mutual CorrcTpondcnce, all 
jof a fudden'y wl)en it is leaft expefted, begin to 
be leferved, make femblance as tho' they bdieved 
him grow cool in his AfFedion and feigning new 
Sufpicions, as if they were oot beloved, fhew as 
if they would take all Ocqafioxi^ entirely to abandon 
him, , 

Whence, on Accbunt of thefe Inconvenien- 
.ciefi(, the poor Wretch is forced to begin anew, 
l^nd make Demonftrations, as if he only then be* 
gan to be in love } to w^lk all Day by the Houfe 
of his Miftre(s, and when ihe comes out to^ fol*- 
low her to Church, and every where clfe, and 
never turn his Eyes from her. And now he re- 
turns to Complaints, and Sighs, and anxious 
Thoughts i and, when he can talk with her^ to 
Vows, and Oaths, and Defpair, and all thofp Fu- 
ries which unhappy Lovers are led to by thefe fair 
Savages,> who thirft more after Blood than thc^ 
fierccft Tygrefs robbed of her Whelps can do. 

Such melancholy Detnonitrations as thefe are 
top often feen and known % and more by others 
than by thofe who are their Caufe } and by thefe 
means in a few Days become fo publick, that one 
cannot move a Step, or cafl; a Look, but what is 
obferved by a thoufand Eyes 5 and fo it happens, 
that before there can be any Plcafure of Love- 
between them, it is not with ftanding believed and 
judged otherwife by all the World. For when 
they fee their Lover almoft expiring, and who, 
overcome by the Cruelty and Torture they have 
made him fuffer, determines in good carneft to 
retire} they begin to ihew fome Signs that in their

And if this Lbft'be'riitadj^dblicldy fc^ierwi^ 
at the (kme tmio aice^M its EInfts ImoWn.} arid 
thus they lofe their Reputation, and the Lover 
fiiids he has Idfk 4>0th his Tkae aftd Hofioiir, and 
dtoTten'd his Days ifi Mifery, without any Itnxt- 
val of Plei&re or Stttirfaiftion ^ l^adfe he •did 
not arrive ^t the Summh: of his jfoys at a time 
v^hen thisy eni^t have been (6 graceml as to have 
toade him the happirtl Man in the World, but 
when be began to hzvc a littk Eltecm for diem, 
his Heart being fo ftm^h raortrfieii with thofe 
bitter Paffions, thaft he had no more Senfe to talflt 
that Plcafurc and Delight they ofibfed him. 

You have been (ilent a long while^ faid Signor 
OSavian froiling , and refrained fpeaking iH <>f 
Women, but now you have fo well hit them 
home, that it feems you only waited a time to 
take breath, like thofe, who retire in order to ad* 
Vance with greater Fury 5 and in reality you are 
in the wrong, and may reft contented. 

See Madam, faid Donna Emilia^ fmiling and 
turning to the Duchefs 5 our Enemfe begin to 
break and difagfee onis with another. 

Give me not this Name, anfwercd Signor Off<i- 
vtan^ for I am not your Adverfary 5 but this Dis- 
pute has difpleafed me, not becaufe I am forry to 
fee the Viftory on the Women's Side, but be- 
caufe it has given an Opportunity to Signor Gaf-

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Book IV. 

HILE I was thinking to write 
thoTe Difcourfcs, that were held the 
' fourth Night, after whi^t bas been 
1 related in the foregoing Bopksj my 
, Soul was ftruck with a.fud^cn bit- 
ter Thought, which made me rc- 
fleft on the certain Miferies of human Life, and ■ 
all our fallacious Hopes i and how often Fortune 
in the midft of our Career, and fometimcs to- 
wards its End, breaks and dcftroys all our fmil 
and vain Deigns, and as often makes them fuffer 
Shipwreck before they can have Sight of the 
Haveo. 
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This brings to my fad Remembrance, that not 
' long after toeie Difcourfes % Cruel, importunate, 
inexorable Death robbed us of three of the fineft 
Gentlemen of ourCourt^ when they fiourifhed 
in their mod profperous Age, and greateft Hopes 
of Honour. Of -thefe the ifirft was Signer Ga/^ 
far Pallavicino^ who was attacked with, an acute 
Diftemper, and more than once brought, to the 
laft Extremity > and though he had a Mind C> 
ilrong and vigorous, that for a Time it kept Soul 
and Body together, yet did this gallant Youth finifh 
his Courfe long before he came to Maturity of 
Years; an inexpreflible Lo(s hot only to our 
Court, his Friends, and Relations, but all hm* 
hardy. 

Not long after, died Signor Cafar Gtmzaguaj 
whofe Deatn was the rtofl bitter Afflidion inthe 
World, to all thofc who were acquainted with 
him. For fince Nature fo feldotn produces fuch 
excellent Men, one would think ihe ought not fo 
foori to deprive us of them : For it may be truly 
faid, that this Nobleman was taken from us, at a 
Time when he began to (hew of himfelf more 
than Hopes, and to be efteemed as much as his 
excellent Qualities deferved $ for by many virtu-' 
t>us Afttons he gave a fufEci(2nt Teftimony of his 
high Merit, wjio beiides Nobility of Blood, as he 
excelled in the bright Ornament of the hlle Let^ 
tere^ and Arms, and cveiy other Quality becoming 
a fine and moil accompliih'd Gentleman; fo on 
account of his Goodnefs, Wit, Genius, and 
Knowledge, there is nothing but what might have 
been expefted from him. 

A little Time after, the E>eath of Mefler Ro* 
herto da Bariy gave a new Mortification to the 
whole Palace I for Rcafon induced every one to

t)f a Youth fo well bred ^ moft pleafant in Gon-

{>iexion as one could defirc; 

Thcid Perfons, had they livedo I doubt not 
but would in Time have convinced the Worlds 
efpecially fiich as jfhouW have known, them > hoy 
much the Cpurt of Urbino was worthy their Ef- 
teem and Admiration^ ^d bow well it was fur- 
fiiHied with noble Cavaliers ^ which indeed would 
be no more than what all thofe others, have jdone, 
that had here then- Education. Fpr in reality-, 
tho-C' never iflued out of the Trojan Horfe fo ma- 
ny iHuftrious Heroes, as came out of this Houic> 
for lingular Virtue, and uhiverfal Eftecm> 

As a Proof (if there needs any) of what I 
fay and you well know, Signor Frederick Fregofi 
-was made Archbifhop of SalernOj Count Lewis 
Bifhop of Baious^ Signor Offdvian Begofo Doge 
of Genoa J Sijgnor Birftmrdo BibknaC^xdkmX c& 
Santa Maria m Periica^ Signor Pietro Bentbo Sc-* 
cretar]! to Pope LeBy Signor Julian advanced 
to the Dttchy o( N^fnourSi and that Grandeur 
in which he now fhines withr fo much Splen* 
dour } and Signor Francefco Maria della Rovert 
Prcfeft of R(me^ Duk,e of Urbinos^ though a much 
greater Honour may be atti:ibuted to the Houfc 
m which he received his Eduf^ation, that in, it 
be has proved fo excellent a Lord, than in being 
Duke of Urbino % and certainly no little Caufe of tht$ 
was the noble Company, where through Centi^ 
nual Converfation, he always faw and heard fuch an 
infinity of things worthy an eternal Remembrance. 

But whether it be by Fortune, or Favour of* 
the Stars, I chink the fame Caufe that has fo long 
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hU^Vi'Uno witfi moft excellent Lords^ ftill conti- 
nues and produces the like Effefts* And therrforc it is 
to be hoped, that profperous Fortune will ftill Ic- 
cond thefe fuch virtuous A&ions, that the Hap- 

I)incrs of the Houfe, and the State, ihall not on- 
y n6t dimimih) but rather daily increafe; and of 
this We fee already many evident Signs, amongft 
which I think the chief to be, that Heaven has 
given us fuch an ex<pii(ite Lady, as is Leoftora 
Ganzagua^ the prefent Ducbefs. 

For if ever Prudence, Wit, Beauty, Graceful- 
nefi, Coiirteiy, Affability, and every other nob- 
ble Quality, were Miafled kt otic Body,' tfaey 
were fo ilnftly united^n this Duchefs, that eve- 
ry of herMotionsandGeftures feemed compoiod, 
and adoi^ned with all thefe fine Qualities. 

Let us therefore continue our Difcourfe oo the 

Courtkry in hopes that^ after us there may not be 

Wanting foch who may take bright and honoura* 

' ble £rxamptis <^i Virtue at tlie prefent Court of 

Urhinoy as>wc do now at the former. 

It fee^s then, as Si^nor PaJlavkim was often 

!heard to%, that the next Day after the Difcourie 

mentioned in the fojrmer Book, Signor OBavmn 

^^id not appear 3 iR>r a great many fuppofed that 

'lie had withdrawn himfelf . to confider what he 

might, without Hcfication, fay in relation to that 

Sublet. However, when the Company was af- 

fetftblcdj at the ufual Time, where the Diichefe 

Was, they fent every where for Signor OSfaviaff^ 

who not appearing a confiderable while, feveral 

of the Gentlemen and Ladies began to dance, 

and makeufe of other Diverfions, imagining they 

fhould have nothing faid that Night about the 

^'Courtier j but while they were almoft all of them 

employed jSignor O^avian came in, when they leaft 
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expeAedhim^ Who feeing theSignors C^far Gon- 
zagua and Gafpsr dancing, after having paid his 
Refpe&s CO the Duchcis, he faid fmilit^g,. I ho- 
ped we ihoyld have heard Signor Go/par fay feme* 
thing ill of the Ladies to Night, but fipce I fee^ 
biin dancing wi(h One, I believe he has made his 
Peace with all the Reft ; and I am glad that this 
Controvaiy, or (to term it better) this i;)ifcourfc 
relating to the Cmrfifr^ is fo happily ended. . 

It is not ended yet, faid the DucneG, for I am 
not fach an Enemy to Men as you are to Women, 
and therefore I will not have the Courtier ^dcpri" 
ved of his due Honour, and thofe Ornamei>ts you 
promifed him laft Night. Which having laid, 
ihe commanded them all, afteir the Dapce was 
ended, to place themiblves in the ufual nianner, 
which was donci and when tl^ey feemed (uiHci* 
cntly attentive, Signor OSldvian thus bcga,n. 

Since, Madam, I wifhed many other good 
Qjjalitics in the Courti^r^ and that I have promi- 
fed to treat upon them, I fhall freely declare my 
Sentiments i not believing J can (peak all that 
may be (aid upon this Subjcft, but only fo much 
as may fuffice to remoye from you, that which 
was yefterday objeAed to me, which is, that I fo 
fpoke, rather to detraft from the Praifcs of the 
Court-Ladyy in making you falfely believe, that 
other excellent Qualities might be added to the 
Courtier^ and by this Artifice prefer him to her, 
than that he really deferves pne ihould do fo. 

To accommodate my felf therefore to the Ticpe, 
which is later than at other Times, when webe-- 
gan our Difcourfe, I {hall be very fbort, and fo 
continuing in the Difcourfe pf thefe noble Lords 
and Gentlemen, which I approve and confirm j 
I %) that of ibofe things wbicb we call Good„ 
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ftfme there are which fimply, and of themfblves^ 
are always (b^ a$ Temperance, Fortitude, Health. 
and all other Virtue^ which produce Peace acnl 
Tranquillity in the Mind. Others are only rcla-^ 
tively Goo^ oh (everal Reibefts, and for tlie End 
they are applied to, as the Laws, Liberality,^ 
Riches, and the like. 

I think therefore the Courtier (if he be of the 
Fcrffftion that Count ZewiSy and Signor Frede^ 
rick have defcribcid^ him) may certainly be very 
good and worthy pf all l^raife -, but for all that, 
be is not (imply fo, not by himfelf, but in Re-r 
fpefi: to the udi^ to which hp may be ef fingU"^ 
Jar Ufe and Benefit. 

For certainly if the Courtier with his noble Birth) 
Gr^ccfulnels, Plealkntry of Behaviour^ and Ex« 
perience in To manj^ gallant Exercites, ihouM 
rodqce no other Advantage but only merely to 
e endued with all thefe good Qualities, I ihould 
not think that to acquire fuch Perfedions, a Man 
reafonably ought to wade To mqch Titne, and take 
fuch P^ins as are neqcifary for him who is refol* 
ved to attain them. But I ihouU rather fay, that 
pti^ny of the fine Qualities aligned him, as Dan* 
cing. Singing, and Play, are Vanity and Fol- 
ly, and, in a Man of Worth and Merit| rather to 
be difpraifed than comttiended. y 

For thefe Modes and Fafliions, Devices, Rail- 
leries, and the like, which are proper for thcEn^ 
tertaipment of the Ladies and Love, though per^ 
haps others may be of a contrary Sentiment, da 
many Time^ only cmafculate our Mitids, corrupt 
Youth, and lead them infenfibly into a Libertine 
Way of Life : Whence afterward arife thefe Efc 
ftfts, that the Name of Iktiy is become fo <ip^ 
|)|fobrioi(S vA infainousj^ th^t tfacr^ .ar« yery few 
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'whp halve the Courage, I do not fey to Die,, but 
to put themfelves in aiiy Danger whatfoever. And 
without doubt there arc an infinity of other 
thmgs, which if we beftow our Study and In-^ 
duftry upon, would produce much more Advan- 
tage Doth in Peace and War, than this Courtier* 

7!&//, confidered precifcly as fuch. 
. But if the Anions of a Courtier be direfted to 
that good End they ought to be, and as I intend i 
I think, in fuch Gafe, fo far are they from being 

' vain and unprofitable, that they are moft ufcful 
and worthy infinite Praife and Eulogy. 

The End therefore of a perfcft Courtier (of 
which hitherto nothing has been faid) is, I think, 
by Means of thofe good Qualities thefe Gentle- 
men have given him, fo to gain the good Graced 
of his Prince, that he may ^eak to him, and tru- 
ly inform him of every thing he ought to know, 
without Fear or Danger of difpleafing him. And 
when he knows his Mind bent to do any thing 
unbecoming his Grandeur and high Charaaer, to 
have the Courage to inform him of his Miftakc, 
and to be (b hardy, with due Refpeft, through 
the Credit he has with him^ on Account of his 
good Qualities to difluade him from every ill Ac- 
tion, and fet him in the Road of Virtue. Thus 
fhall the Courtier^ if he have that Goodnels which 
thefe Gentlemen have affigned him, attended with 
a promptitude of Wit, plcafant Temper^ Pru- 
dence, and a Knowledge of Letters, and fo many 
other good Qualities beftowed on him, know 
how to behave himfelf in all Occurrences, atld 
agreeably give his Prince to underlHnd, what 
Honour and Advantage will accrue from Juftice, 
LiberaUty, Magnanimity, 'AfFability, and other 
Virtues, fit for a good Prince ^ md on the con- 
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trary, what Damage aod Infamy would proceed 
from the oppolitc V ices. Thprcforp, inmyOpw 
nion, af' Mufick, Phy, and the Jike, are the 
Flower, ihi» may be uid to be the Fruit of the 
Courtier^s Art. 

And bccaufe the Praife of doing well coniifls 
in two Points \ one of which is cboofing out the 
End to which we dired our AftionSi and which 
may be truly good, the other the Knowledge of 
apt Means to bring us to Ihat End \ certainly th« 
Mind of him who thus a&s with his Prince, 
will never he any wife deceived, or led away by 
Flatterers, Raillers, and Impoftors % but will be 
acquainted with both Good and Bad, and love 
and hate each accordingly, and of Confequcnco 
tend to the beft and moii defirable End. 

I am of Opinion alfo, that the Qualities and 
pod Conditions attributed to the Ct^Hrtier by 
befe Gf^ntlemen , may indeed be a very good 
Means to bVingthis about 5 and for this Reafon, 
tecaufe of the great many Errors we fee now^a^ 
Days in moft of the Princes, arc principally Ig-* 
norance^ and the Opinion they entertain of tnem-^ 
fclves. 

And the R^pot of thefe two Mifchiefs is no* 
thing elfe (for I am rcfolvcd to fpeak out plain) 
but downright Lyings a Vice worthily abhorred 
of God and Man, and more hurtful to Princes 
than any other J inafmuch as they have more Scar-' 
^ity of what they ought to have n>oft Abundance of, 
than of any thing elfe 5 I mean thofe whoihpuld 
tell them the Truth, and put them iu Mind of 
doing Good : For Enemies are not incited thro* 
Love to do theie good Offices, but rather take 
Delight to fee them live wickedly, without any 
liopes of Ainendmenc J and beiides) they dare doc 
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^me tliem openly for fear o£ being puniihed 
thcinfelvcs. , / . ' 

As for Fricjwls, few of them have free Adtnit^ 
tance to them > and thofe few, out of Rcfpcft, arc 
afraid to reprehend their Faults with that Freedom 
as they would tJioCe vof private Men i and fo very 
often, to gain their t'avour, give themfelves up en-» 
tirely to iavectf; what may be fiibfervicnt to their 
Pleaiures, though it be ill confident with Hpnefty 
and Honour y and thus become vile FIatterers,Pimp% 
and Parafites, inftead of Friends ^ which Name , 
bow fpccioufly focvcr they may pretend to wpar^ ' 
tbey ate a Diinonour to, and tfxe highefl Scandal. 

And to turn this Privacy to their own bafePro-* 
fit aqd Advantage, they frame all their Wordf 
^nd Aftions only to pWfe, and for the mod Part^ 
open the Way with Lies and horrid FaUhoods, 
which begpt in the Princess Mind ai Ignorance 
pot only of outward things, but even of his owa 
Jelf : And this may be fatd to be the greatefl aqc} 
mqik enormous Lie of all others ^ becaufe anigno^ 
rant Mind deceives it felf, and is to it felf the 
greatcft Liar in the World. 

IJence it comes to pafs, that great Men, be<< 
fi^esthat they never under ftand the Truth of any 
thingy drunk With that licentious J-iberty which 
poix^inion always brings along with it, and th^ 
abundance of Delights, deep drowned in Plea* 
lures, arc fo njuch deceived, and their Minds fo 
much corru{3ted, in feeing themfclv^s always obey^* 
cd, and as it were adored with fo profound Ve4 
Deration, and exceilive Pr^ife, without ever being 
reprehended or contradiftedj th^t through this 
Ignorance, they fall into fi^ch an extreme rerfua- 
$qn of themfelves,' that afterwards they will not 

admit any Coanfelpr Advice of others, 
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And becaufe they fancy, that to know how to 
Rule is imoA cafy Matter, and that to acquit them- 
felvcs worthily, requires no more than mccr Force 
andpQwer; they turn all their Thoughts to main- 
tain the Power they havc^ thinking it the true 
Happinefs of a Man to do What he arbitrarily has 
a Mind to. 

On which Account fome abhor Reafon and 
Juftice, becaufe they think it a certdn Check up- 
on themfehres, and a Means that may bring them 
into Servitude, and diminifh in them that &lfe 
Satisfadion and Pleafure they have in ruling, 
Should they obierve it ; and that their Domini'- 
on would not be perfcft and entii^, if they fliould 
be conftrained to obey Virtue, and their own Du* 
ty 5 becaufe they arc of Opinion, that He who 
^beys is not truly a Lord. j 

Taking then thefe Principles for their Rulc^ 
and iufFering themfelves to be tranfported with a 
Pcrfuafion of themfelves, they grow proud, and 
with imperious Looksj auftere Deportment, with 
jpompous Habits glittering with Gold and Jew- 
els, and by being feldom feen in Publick, they 
think to acquire Authority with Men, and to be 
efteqmed as Gods. 

But thefe, in my Opinion, are likie thofe Cohffi^ 
that were made in Rome laft Year, on the Feaft 
of the Piazza tPjtgone^ which in the outfide look- 
ed like great Men, and triumphal Horfes^ but 
were flufFed up in the infide only with Rags. 
But the Princes of this kind are fb much wprfe \ 
for the Coloffi by their own Weight and Gravity 
flood upright, but thefe by being ill counterpoifed 
and difproportionably fet pn unequal Bafes, thro^ 
their own proper Weight ruin and overthrow 
themfelves^ and from one Error run inta an infi-* 
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nityofothos: BecaiiTethrirlgnoninoe accompanied 
with this £ilfev Opinipii, ' that chey can dd no wrong \ 
gnd ^hat the Power tbe;^ /have, proceeds from 
their own Knowledge, induces them by. every 
way, either juft or unjuft, boldl3rto pofieUthem- 
felves of the Territories and Dominions of others, 
whenever it lies in their Power. But did they 
but deliberate to know and do what they oughty 
they wGuld rather choofe not to reign at all) be- 
<:aiue then they would perceive what a dangeroua 
Matter it would be iot Subjeds, who are to be 
governed, to be wifer than the Prince^ who are 
CO govern them« 

You fee that Ignorance in Mufick, Dancing, 
and Ridii%, hurts no Body, and yet he that does 
sot undet ftand lVj[ufick is aihamed and afraid to 
fing in the Pcefence of others ^ the fame may 
be faid of thofe who cannot Dance, or Ride 2 
But from the Unlkillfullneis in governing, arife fo 
many Evils, Deaths, Deflru6tions, Burnings, and 
Ruines, that this Ignorance may be termed the / 
moft mortal : Plague on Earth. And yet fome / 
Princes, thp moft ignorant in Government, are | 
not aflunv^d to take upon them that weighty 
Charge, I will not fay in the Prefence of four, 
or h^f a do^en Perfons, but in the Face of the 
whole World \ inafmuch as their Station is fo 
lofty.and confpicuous, that all Eyes behold them, 
and thdtefore not only theirgreat Vices, but their 
moft minute Faults are talun particular Notice 
of , 

Thus it was written thtx.Cimon was fpoken ill . 
of for loving Wine, ScipoS\^tip^ LucuUus flan^ 
queting) i>ut would to Heaven the Princes of our 
Times would accompany thjcir Vices with fo ma- 
py Virtues, as they did of old j who, if they cr-r 
* . red 



^ia (bme thtiigs^ . refilled not tbtf fage Advicer 
of thofe whom tbey Ikaew aUe to com£b thdr 
Errors, and even cnaeav^tmod^ at much a$ po$ble, 
CO ftame their Ltires according to the Rules of 
riiefe extraordinary Met) % )is Epammomks did b]r 
the Advice of i#4i the Pytbsgtar^afi, .j^tfilaus 
cf Xenofbin^ and Scipio of PsMehmy md mmy 
others. 

But now if a grave Philofopher, or aajr other^ 
fliould come in the Preience of any of our Princes, 
who would (hew them, openly and without Dif* 
guife or Maik, this frightful Face of true Virtue^ 
and inftrud them in a good Conduft, and what 
the Life of a good Prince ought to be 31 I am af- 
fiipedthey would abhpr him at the firft light as 
t Bafilifkj or elfe with a loud Laughter anfwet 
kis Inftrudions, af the mod; fctftiih amd ridiculous 
thing in the World. 
-^^ I fay then, that fiace now*a*days Princes are 
lb corrupt in their Manaen, through Ignorance^ 
and a falfe Opinion of themiclves, and that it is 
fo difficult a Matter to give them any Ni^ions of 
Truth, and incline them to Virtue^ and Men 
with Lies, and horrid FaUhoods, Flatteries, and 
iiich other vicious Ways, endeavour to creep in« 
to their Favour 3 the Qaurtier^ by thofe nobleij 
Qualities beftowed on him by Count Lewis^l 
and Signor Frederick^ may eaiily and ought to zc^f j 
quire the good Graces of his Prince, and infiich/ 
a mannerlooth his Mind, that he may always have ' 
a free and fure Accefi to his Peribn, in order to 
difcourfe with him on every Subjeffc, without be- 
ing troublefothe : By which Means he may by 
Degrees diflill into his Mind all Virtues, as Con^ 
tinency, Juftice, Fortitudc,6-V^mpei:ance|^ and I 
make him tafle thofe delicious 3weets, which arc | 
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coveftd with thofe little Bittef% which at firft / 
ofi^r thetnfelves to , him who combats . Vidt^ 
which is ever hurtful and diTpleafing, and' attend- 
ed with B&ne«ind Infamy I while Virtue is ever 
profi table) pleafant^ and merits Pra^fe^ and engit- 

{;es People to her with the Examples of many ce- 
ebrated Generals, to whofe immortal H6nour 
People t^ .ancient Times ufc^ €q ere& Statues of 
Brafs and Marble, and fomecimes . of Golc^ and 
that too in publick Places, as Encouragements 
alfo to others, wh(^ by a n^b^; Emulation, might 
endeavour to arrive themfelves at thofe Heighta 
of Glory. 

Thus may he cotidud: him through the rough 
Paths of Virtue^ adormog them, as it were, with 
idiady Boughs, and ihewing them, with Variety 
of beautifulFloweri, tQ alleviate^ in fome Mcafiire^ 
the Fatigue of the painful JcHirney^ in thofe who 
are but yet wwk : And fometimes With Mufidt^ 
Ibmetimes with Arms and Hories, new with Po^ 
etry, tbcB with i»ove^ and by all thofe other Ways 
thefe Gentlemen have already defcribed, to keep 
his Mind continually employed in honeft and ho* 
nourable Pleafures) imprinting notwithftanding^ 
as has been (aid, ever among thefe agreeable £n^ 
tertainments, feme virtuous Quality, and begui«- 
ling him with a fahitary Deceit, as Phyficiansdo, 
who commonly, when they give a bitter Me-* 
dicine to Children and fudi as are. of a ddi* 
cate ConfUtutton, fweeten the Potion, or gild 
the Pill. 

The Courtier y then, for this End, making ufe of 
the Veil of Plcafi;ire, in every Time, Place, and 
Exercife, will attain that End, ' and merit mo^e 
Recompence and Praife, than by any other good 
Work he can perform in the World : For there 
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^ Ho Tfttfiifft af fuch univcHal Advaftts^ as i 
^good Prince, nor no Evil fb udivcrfally Pernici- 
ous as an ill one. For which Reafbn,^ diere cad 
be no truel Puniflinienc in i;he World invented, 
Efficient to punifli thofe wicked CourfierSy who 
make ufe of their fine Addreft and good 
Qiudities for an ill End } and to infinuate 
themfelves into their Prince's Favour^ that they 
nay corrupt them, and make theqa leave the 
Way of Virtue, to wander in the endlefs Laby* 
xinths of Vice : For thefe fhining Villains ma]r 
be laid not only to inftft, with mortal Poiibn, a 
Ciftem where only one Man goes to drink^ but 
the publick Fountain reported to by alL 

Here he paufed as if he would fay no more % tfaeO 
faid Signor Gaff at ^ I cannot fee how thofe Vir« 
tues, and good Qualities, attributed to a Couf^ 
tiefj can be acquired any more than Nobility of 
Birth (which certainly is in no Man*s Power) but 
that they are given to Men by God and Nature& 
And that this is fo, you may (ee, that there is no 
Man fo wicked, fo intemperate^ and unjuft, who 
if you alk him the Queftion, will ownhimfelf to 
^e fo: But every Man, be he never fo wicked, de-^ 
fires (o be thought juft, continent, and good % 
which would not be fo, if thefe Virtues were ac-* 
quired, fince it is no Shame at all for a Man to 
be ignorant of that which he never ftudied > but 
I think a Man very much to blame, not to have 
that which naturally we ought to be adorned 
with. For which Reafon, every Man endeavours 
to cover the Defeds of Nature, as well in the 
Mind as the Body, as we fee in thofe who are 
blind, lame, crooked, or otherwife deformed t 
For though thefe Imperfeftions may be imputed 
to Nature, yet every one is uneafy who perceives 
4. thefe 
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ttlicfe Defe£bi b .himfelf, becaufb it feetm by t\ 
Tiiitimony of Nature it felf, that a Man has C}if\ 
Defe& or Blemiih^ as a Seal or Sign of lijs b 
Inclination. 

. The Fable that is told of Epimetheus^ con^rqas 
tny Opinion \ who was fo ignorant in diftributing 
the Gifts of Nature tp Me% that he left then» 
in a greater Neceflity of all things than other 
Creatures. And it was for this Reafon that Pro^ 
jmethus ftolc that artificial Wifdom from Miner-* 
"va and Fukany which Men have to get their li- 
ving by J and yet for all that, had they no civil Wif- 
dom to aflbciate themfelves together in Towns, 
or to live poliuckly > for that Wifdom was guard- 
ed In yupiter*% Caftle by tnoft vigilant Soldiers, 
,who ftruck fiich Terror into Prometbeusy that he 
dared not approach them. Upon which, Jupiter 
taking CompafHon on the Milery of Men, who 
could not allbciace together for want of civit 
Virtue, but were torn in Piecps by wild Beafts, 
Jent Mercury to Earth, to carry thither Jufticp 
and Shame, that thefe two might adorn Cities, 
and congregate Citizens together \ and command* 
cd that they fhould not be given to them, as other 
Arts^ where one learned Man fuffices for a great 
many Ignorant Perfons, as is that of Phyack> 
but that they.fbouldbe imprinted on the Heart of 
every Man, and made a Law that all fuch as were 
without Juftice and Shame, fhould be banifhed 
and put to Death, as fo many Perfons infcded 
with Contagion, that might ruin and lay wafte 
the City, i ou fee then, Signor OSaviany that 
it is Heaven alone that has given thefe Gifts to 
Men, and that they are not to be learned, but 
are natural. 

.Will you then, Signor Ga/pary faid 5ignor Oc- 
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iaif$anCm{\it\g^ hm Men to be'6 tlhferttmatc, m$ 
of jTuch a pcrvcrfe Judgment, tliat With Policy they 
have found but an Art to tame the Nature ot wild 
Beahs, as Bears, Wolves, and Lions^ and teach 
Birds to fly at their Pleafurc, and to return vdlun« 
tarily from the Woods and their natural Liberty^ 
to Confinement j and yet that by the &me Kind of 
Policy they cannot, or will not, find out Arts, 
whereby they may help themfclves, and with Di- 
ligence and Study make their Minds more per* 
fca? 

This, in my Opinion, would be juft the fame, 
tts if Phyficians ihould ftudy, with all their Care 
and Application, only to heal fore Fingers, ot 
the Rafh in Children, and lay afide the more ma- 
terial Cuies of Fevers, Pleurifics, and other ma- 
lignant Diiletnpers ^ which, how unreafonable it iir^ 
Jet any one confider: ■-' , \ 

I am of a firm Opinion then,that moral Virtues art 
not in us altogethcf from Nature > becaufe nothing 
can be ever accuftomed to that w^jich is natural- 
ly its contrary 5 as may be feen* ih a Stone, which 
though it be thrown upwards tet^ thoufand times, 
will never acquire a Cuftom, tor Habit, of af- 
ccnding of it felf. Suppofing then that mot'al 
Virtues were as natural to us as Heaviriefi to the 
Stone, we ihould never gee a Habit of Vice. Nor 
yet are Vices natural in this Senfc, for then we 
Ihould never be virtuous 5 and it wotild be the 
greateft Wickednefs and Folly in the World, to 
punifli Men for their Faults, which they, with- 
out any Fault, would naturally commit. , 

And this Error would the Laws be guilty pf, 
which do not punifh Malefaftors for pait Offen- 
ces, becaufe they cannot make that which is done 
to be undone s but they have Regard to the Time 

to 
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to corner that he who has ofifendcd miy offi:nd 
no mort^ or by ill Example give occafion to aqo^ 
ther fo to do i fo that they import, that Virtues 
may be acquired s which is a certain Truth j be- 
caufe we are born as apt to receive them, as we 
iirc Vices. ' 

And therefore of both we gain a Habit, thro* 
repeated Afti or Cuftopif $ fo that firft of all we 
put in Vjusi&ice Virtue or Vice, and afterwards ber 
come Virttiooifi or vicious accordingly. The 
coQtrtiry we find in things natural j for firft we 
have the Power to do them, and afterwards do 
a£i;uaUy do tbl^m, as is evident in the Cafe of the 
Senfes $ for firft wc have Power to fee,- hear, 
and feel,: aod afterwards do a&ually hear, ifect 
and feel i though moft of thcfe Operations re- 
ceive additional Ornament from DifcipHne. tot 
which Rjcafon, good School-Mafters not only 
inftruft their Scholars in Letters, but in a decent 
Carriage ) ' in their eating, drifiking, (peaking, 
walking, and other fuitable Geftures. 

As therefi^re in other A6l:s, fo in Virtue it i$ 
cecqflary to have an Inftru&or, who with Lefibns 
and good Admonitions, may incite and awaken in 
us thofe moral Virtues, of which we have the 
)Seeds incloied and buried in the Soul 5 and, like 
good Hufbandmen, cultivate, and open them a 
Paflage, by removing from around them, the 
Thorns and Weeds or our Appetites > which of- 
tentimes Co obfcure and fuffocate Our Minds, that 
i;bey hinder them from blooming and prodi^cinj 
happy Fruits, which alone ought to be defire( 
to grow in, human Hearts. 

In this Senfe, then, is natyrally in every one of 
us Juftice and Shame, which you fay 7^/>/^^^ fent 
upon Earth to every Man ^ but as a Body with- 
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cut Ejres^ how rthatt (bever it be, if it moves to 
one certain Place, frequently fkllt$ (b thaRoot of 
thofe Virtues whidh pdttntUUy isenMfidrod in our 
Mind^, if it be not affifted \yf DtiSipHlie, oftm 
refolved it felf into nothing \ becaufe if it muft be 
reduced into Aft, and to its perfeft Habtr, it is 
hot contented, as has been laid, with Natuir a- 
lone, but has need of an artificial U(age aiidRea* 
fon, which may purify a6d illuminate the Soul^ 
taking from him that darkfome Veil of Igno** 
ranee, whence, in a manner, arife all the Errors 
of Man. 

tor if Good and Evil were well known and 
underftood, every Man would always chufe the 
Good and fhun the Evil^ and (b Virtue may be 
faid to be, as it were, a Prudence and Under- 
fiafidii^g to chufe the Good 5 an Vicc^ and Im- 
prudei^ce and Ignorance, which induces Men 
to judce falfly becaufe Men never chufe the 
Evil with an Opinion that it is Evik • but deceive 
themfelves through a certain Siimlitude of 

Good. 

And yet, anfwercd Signor Gafpar^ there are a 
great many thsit know evidently that they do 111^ 
and do fo notwithftanding, becaufe they efteem 
the prcfent Pleafurcs that they fenfibly enjoy^ 
more than the PunWhmcnt they doubt fliali over* 
take themj fuch for Example are Thieves, Mur« 
dercrs, and the like. 

True Plcafure, replied Signor OSfdvlan^ is al- 
ways Good, and true Sorrow evil > they thtrthtt 
are only deceived who take falfe Pleafure for true^ 
and true Sorrow for falfe 5 by which they often 
times, through falfe Pleafiircs, run into true Af^ 
fliftiohs. The Art therefore thit teaches us to 
difcern this Truth from JFaUhood, may cenmtif 
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4to JGirtied^ ao4 tbeVtitu^ by wbkit we ^hufe 
tfanf! which ureaSy Good) not, what appears to be 
iby may be i:2lled trme Knowledge, anf) mo^e adr 
vant^ious'to hmmnJJfej than any others inal^ 
irittcbriis iEtali»rib>mjusIgp<^Qce,. w^ as I 
ffid^^ IS the Sovf^eand Fountain of all Evil. 

; I do not IjIow^ . fiud Signor Be^^o^ how Sig^ 
nariQs^r canigsant you^ t^faat out of Ignpranco 
fpring air Evils, fincc there arc a great many who 
do 111, kiiowiite .^^ fo> nor 

are they any wM deceived, either in Relation to 
true Plcafure or true borrow > becaufe tnoft cer*- 
tttinly fuch Pcrfom, for Example, who are inr 
continent, know very well,, and judge with good 
Reafen, that what th^ dp by the Incitement c£ 
Concupiicence, contrary to their Duty^ is Evil ^ 
and yet they rcfift and oppofe this Reafonby their 
Appetite : Hence comes the fevere Combat be- 
tween Pleafijce and Sorrow, againft Judgment i 
at laft, Re^on overcome by the Appetfte, which 
is too (bcong &r it, abandons it felf like a Ship^ 
which for a little Time defends it fclf from the 
Tcmpofe of the Sea^ at laft battered with the 
too faging Violence of the Winds, with its Cab- 
bies broken, and ffaattered Mafts, lets her (elf be 
tolled at the Will of Fortune, without any ufcof 
Stc^erage, ot a Pilot, to Cive her from her ap- 
proaching Ruin. 

Immediately then they commit their Errors, 
-with a certiain ambiguous Remorfe, and as ,it 
were, in defpite of chemfel ves J which they wouM 
not do if they did not know what they did was 
bad } but without any Refiftance on the part of 
tReafon, would run in full career after their Ap- 
|)etite, and then they would not only be inconti- 
tent but intemperate, which is much wprl£» This 
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is tht ReallMi whylncontiiiencf i^' faidto be a 4f» 
tnin&tivc Vice, bccaafe it cames^th it « f{Murk 
i>f Rea(bn ; as Continenqr ir ^d to bean imper* 
fcGt Vinuiy becaafe it has in' it a kind of Anbc«- 
tion : For which Reafon one cannot fay that ci^ 
Errors of incontinent Perfons* prpceed from Igr 
norance, or that they deceive tbemfelVes, and that 
they do not. fin when they certainly know they 
do. 

Indeed Signor PUtroj anfwered Sij^nor OSavh 
'Mffy your Argument is good, and yet in my Mind 
it is more apparently tine, than fo in reality : For 
though the incontinent Perfon offends witti great 
DoubtfuInc(s, and that Reafon in thjbir Minds 
'ilruggles againft Appet]|e, that what is ill 
fccms to them really lo, yet have they no perlcft. 
Knowledge of it, nor underftand it fo thoroughly 
tis they need to do. Of this therefore they have 
rather a feeble Opinion than any certain ICnow«* * 
ledger "^ich makes them content that Reafon 
ihould be vanquiflied by Appetite : But had they a 
true Knowledge of thofe things, there is no doubt 
but they would not offend ^ oecaufe aliAr^ys that 
by which Appetite overcomes Reafon, is Igno- 
rance ^ while true Knowledge can never be con- 
quered by the Appptite, which derives its Ori- 
gin from the Body, and not the Soul ^ which if 
It ^bc ruled and governed by Reafon becomes a 
Virtue, if not a Vice. 

But fo much Force has Reafon, that (he makes 
always the Senfe obedient, and after wondrom 
Ways and Means, left Ignorance fhould ufiirp her 
•Right and Dominion ^ fo that although the Spi- 
rits, Nerves, and Bones have no Reafon in them, 
when there fprings up in us that Movement ot 
the Mind, when the Thoughts, as it were, ^ur 
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oQ| md lee looie the Reins to the Spints, aH^the 
Mcmbere are in a rea4ine6 to aft, and do wbat 
else Mind then thH>ks upon. ^ 

This is evident in agr^atjooany^ who withpuc 
heed caK (bmething that goes ajgainft their Sto- 
inacb^ but yet fo wdldreft that it appears tottvem 
mvA deUcatei afterwards when they know whjat 
it was, they not only hat;e and. loath it in their 
Mind, buf the Body a^eqing with the Judgment, 
makes them caft it up again. . ri 

Signor ORavian wo^ld have continued on ifis 
Difcourfe, but was thus interrupted by Signor ^H" 
lian. Signor OSavian^ faid he, if 1 underdiiffl^ 
VQU yeel), you fay that Continency is an imperfeo: 
Virtue, becaufe it has in it a kind of AfFc&io^^ 
and I think that tjiat Virtue (there being always 
in^our Mind a Difcord bet ween Appetite and Rea-* 
fon) which fight^ and gives Reaion the Vi&ory^ 
oti^ht to be efteemed the more, perfeft, than that 
which conquers not, having any Appetite or Af- 
fbftion to oppofe it % becaufe that Mind feems ndt 
to abilain from III, for the iake of Virtue, buj: 
refrains to do it becaufe he will not do it. 

WJbpm, faid Signor OSaviatij would you ef* 
teem to be the better Qeneral, he who by enga- 
ging in open Battel,putting hin^elf in manifeft Dan- 
ger, obtains the Vi^ory j or he, who by Virtue 
and Knowledge (b weakenstiis Enemies, that the^ 
are not able to engage him ^ and by this means^ 
without any Danger to himfcl^ gives them a to- 
tal overthrow ? 

Certainly, replied Signor Julian^ he that con^ 
<)uers with the greateft Security, deferves mod 
our Eftcem > provided that this certain Viftory 
does not proceed from the wcakneis of his Ener 
mies. 
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Vou jtidge right, ftid ^igbot OasviM^ tfril 
thi*efore I fay^, that Gohtinency tnitf be cotnpt^ 
rrd to a General chat fights her^ally, thoi]ri|hlii6 
Eriemies be ftrong and powerful, yet obtitns'tbe 
Victory J though with gfeat Difficulty aod pan* 
wt. But Temperance Free from aH Annjieiy k k 
General, that overcome^ und reijsns^ith^f Re^ 
fiftance, and hkving not only in the 'Mind^irllere 
ihe is aflwagei, but entirely extingililh^' the 
Frames of Concupifcerice, jdeRroys Kke -a S^^ 
Prince in a cilril War, tnteftinc fedftibai Ene- 
mtcs, and gives to Rea(bn the Sceptre and edtjrfe 
Dominion. 

Thus this Virtue not enforcing the Miiid^ but 
iWfiifing into it by tnoft plea&nt Ways^ a vfchc- 
Bicnt Pcrfuafion, that may incline it to HoActt^,' 
makes it full of ^ict and Repofc, equalljT Oft 
every Side ; and compofed of a certain Concbn! 
with it fclf, that adorns it withfo fereod ^TratH 
quillitv that it neyet* grows impatient, bdcomeb 
Entirely bbcdient to Reafon, -and ready to' dircft 
tt) her all his Anions, und foUow her Wherever 
fhc pleafcs to lead it, without the kaftReGffiincei 
like a tender Lamb, which runs, ftand*,' w goes 
always by the Side of its Dam, and movies on!^ 
m flic docs. • This Virtue then is the tnoft per-* 
feft of all and is chiefly reqnifite in PrinccJ, 
becaufc from it fp^'ing a great many more. 
• I do hot know, laid Sigftor C^r Goffzagua^ 
what Virtues, rcqutfite for Princes, may a^ 
from this Temperance, if it takes away ^1 Al^ 
fcftiom, as you fty, from the Minds t>f Men \ a 
Quality perhaps ^t for Monks and Hermits 5 but 
I cannot fee w^y it^oukl be requifite that % 
prince magnanimous , liberal , ^ixl valknt in 
^xmh whacevci: Ofiencc is CQinn^ited againit hfO|| 
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or good Senrice done him, fhould not (hew anv 
Anger or Diipleaiure) or any Benevolence or An 
feftion refpeoively, and how be can maintain 
his Authority amongil the Soldiery or People. 

I did not fay, replied Signor OSlavian^ that 
Temperance mould root entirely out of Mens 
Minds all manner of Afie£fcions, nor would it hi 
well (b to do ; for the Af&dions are partly Good^ 
but that which they ht^ve in them^evil and cor^ 
nipt, and oppofing Nature^ this Virtue of Tem« 
perance makes them obedient to the Laws of Rea« 
ton. 

To make the Mind quiet, and rid it from need« 
lefs and moft anxious Cares, it is not neccllary to 
exterminate all AflTe&ions ^ for this would be juff 
the &me as if a Man to hinder Drunkennels, ihouldi 
get an Edid promulged to prohibit the life of 
Wine: And becaufe lometimes a Man gets a fall 
in running, that therefore every Body ihould be 
forbid running. 

Ol^ve thoTc who break Horfes ^ they dQ not 
abfelutely break then^ from running or curvetting % 
but they, would have thetp do fo when their Ri* 
der has a mind they fhould. The Afie&ions then 
that are modified b^ Temperance are helps to 
Virtue ; as Anger is of Service to Force and 
Strength. Hatred againft Wickcdnefs hplps Juf* 
tice } and Co it may be faid of all other Virtue^^^ 
who in like manner are aided by the Affections ) . 
which if they were entirely ocflroyed, would 
leave Reafon very faint and languid $ lo that it 
would be of as little Ufe, and make as little Progrefs 
ts a fkiiful Pilot abandoned by the Winds in the 
|>rofoande{t Calm. 

Wonder not then, Signor C^/ar^ if I faid, 
that from Temperance fpring many other Virtues ^ 
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for when the Mind is thus tuned into Ihrtnonf 
by the Means of Reafon, it afterwards eafily res 
ceives true Fortitude i which makes him intrepid, 
and focure from all Danger, and as it were, above 
all human Paflions : No lefi than Juftice, is an 
incorrupted Virgin, a Friend to Modefty and 
Goodneis, the Queen of all other Virtues, be* 
caufe ihe teaches a Man to do what he ot^ht to 
do, and fly what he ought to avoid, and there* 
fore is the moft perfeft ^ becaufe by her we per* 
form all Ads of other Virtues, and he who has her, 
finds her not only an Aifillance to him, but to others 
alfo ; And without which (as the^ fay) Juptpr 
himielf could not govern his Dominions. 

Magnanimity fucceeds thefe Virtues, 9nd makes 
them all yet greater ^ but ihe aloiie cannot fubfift i 
becaufe he who has no other Virtue, cannot be 
magnanimous. ^ 

. Prudence comes after, and miides them all , 
which confifts in a certain Judgmoit how to 
cbufa Good I "ftnd by this fo happy a Chain are 
alfo linked Liberality, Masnificence, Defire of 
Honour, Gentlenefs, plealant Temper, AfFabi-f 
lity, and feveial others, of which there is not 
Time to Difcourfe. But if our Courtier aft after 
the manner as I have hinted, he- will find all theie 
in the Mind of his Prince, and will fee every Day 
produced fuch beautiful Flowers and gt^teful 
Fruits, as all the mod delightful Gardens in the 
Uoiverf^ cannot furniih : And he fhall alfo per- 
ceive in himfelf the grcateft Contentment andSa* 
tisfaftion in the World, when he rcflefts that be 
has not given him that which vain foolifh Penr 
fons prefcrit him with, a^ perifhable Treafures, 
mortal Gold and Silver, fine wrought Veflcls, ami 
pompous Vcftments, ^nd fuch like Badges of cxt 
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tfcirifieal Glory#; of which pt?rhlipi the Po^or Im 
a vciy ' great Scarcity, abd^hiCLtbat receives them 
an^ exorUtadt Abundaoce ^ but that fublime 
Virtue which is the^reateli Ma^ind canpoflels j 
that is, that true, manner, of ,Rule and.Goverp? 
xnent, which alone is fufficiens to make Men hap^ 
py, and bring once more into the World that 
Golden^i^e, .\yhich is faid^ vfhpiySafurn reigned 
of old, . to have bleft Mankind. 
- Here Qfffaviaf^ paqfed a Jittle, and Signor Gaf- 
far took thi§ Opportunity tofpcak 5 And pray my 
C:«ord^ (ays he, which do you efteem the happieU: 
fiorernmfcnt, i.and the moft likely to bring back 
again into I the World, that Golden- Age you juft 
now mentioned^ either the Reign of fuch a goojj 
Plince,' or the? Government of a Commonwealth ? 
L;<; I inttft alwuiya prefer the Rejgn of a good Prince, 
Aofwered Signot Oilaviat^ becaufe fuch Govern^* 
meot is iborc agreeable to Nature ^ and if it be 
lawful to comp^^ fmall Matters with thofethat 
are infinite, more like the Government of the AU 
mighty, who bejingonly One, governs the whole 
^%^rld. But not to dwell on this, you may ob- 
ferve, that in ^Imoft all the Affairs of Life, as in 
JWar, Navigation, Architefture, and the like, all 
is committed to the Care, Infpe&ion, and Go« 
yernment of one Man only. 

And if we come to our Body, we fee every 
Member ads and does fuch Offices as the Heart 
commands. Beiides, it feems reafonable that Man 
ihbuld be governed by One, as well as other Crea- 
tures; . to whom Nature has taught fuch Obedif 
cnce, as is moft for their Intereft and Advantage. 
Pbferve the Deer, Cranes, and many other Fowls 
when they traveljthev always chufe a Prince or Lea- 
der, VfhiQh they follow gnd obey : And the Bees, 
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trho tHth fitiond Difeourfe (ai it iran) and ib 
much Reverence Und Refpeft obfinrre the Qrdeit 
of their King, thktfew People in the WoiM ex^ 
ceed them ^ wfakb are ftiong Argoments that the 
Government of a Prince is more agreeable to Na^ 
ture, than that of a Commonweaini. 

Here SignotM^mh interrupting^ him, bat mo 
thinks, (aid he, fince God has jgivon us Liberty 
as the chief Gift of Heaven, it is not itafonabki 
it fhould be taken from us by any Min whatfo- 
ever, nor that one Man fhould partake of it more 
than another $ which too often happens under the 
Government of Princes, who keep their Subje&i 
in the ftrifteft Slavery ^ but in a well inftituted 
Commonwealth, this Liberty is ever ihftirdypre* 
ferved. Befides, in Judgment and Deliboraciont 
the Opinion of one Nkn oftner happens to be 
falfe than that of a great many$ becauie the Mind 
of one Man is fooner ruffled and difcompoTed bf 
his Pafliofts, Luft, Anger,, or Hatred, man o^f a 
Multitude, who like a vaft Quantity of ^ Wateiv 
are Icfs liable to Corruption than a fanilU And 
its to the Example of the- Beafts, I think, with 
Submiflion, it does by no means anfwcr your End 
in making ufc of it, for both Deer and Cranes do 
iiot always follow and obey one and the fame, but 
they diange and vary their Leaders, fiMnetimes 

{jivmg this Precedence or Government -to one^ 
ometimes to another ^ and in thtsRefpe6t itfeems 
to me rather to rclfcmbk the Fortn of a Com* 
monwcalth, than that of a Kingdom, and there* 
fore may be called a true and equal Liberty, when 
they that fometimes command, obey again in tbdr 
turns. Neither will the Bees any wile help you 
out, for their King is not of the fame Species 
with them^ for which Rcafon to make it a Pari^, 
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0icA0ti3d fiodt olift.ftOmciire to gpotoai N&ui oC 
aoocher Specie^ and of a more catcellent Nature^ 
if Mm nrnft obdjr him in the fame manner 4» 
Btntics do their Govemoars, who are not Brntct 
tiwmfelves ^ aa Sbeqp do not obejr one of theift 
awnJCtnd^ but a Shepherd, which is a Man, and 
of a more worthy Speciea than their own. For 
which ReaTom, Str^ I humbly conceive a<^oti^ 
monwadb:h is imich more* ddird^iethan a Monar^ 
chjr, ;

' Of all thele corrupted Govetnments it is moft 
certain Tyranny is by much the worft, as maybe 
proved by an Infinity of Reafons $ irom whence 
it follows, that.Monardiy, or Kingly Govern* 
ment is the bed, becaufe it is oppoute to the 
woiit^ for yba know very wdl that the Efifeds 
of contrary C^ufes nrnft be always contrary to 
each other. Now as to what you (ay in lEtdation 
to Liberty, I anfwer ^ that to live as a Man will, 
is not true Liberty i but to live according to good 
Laws, ffid to obey, is not Ids natural, imfol, and 
neccflgry^ than to command ; Andibme thin^ by 
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NAtttieafB dmSgpsd to coto/mztd^ as odiers^a^ibi 
gre to obey* It is true, these are two h6a& of 
governing, one is iikipcnoas and violent, as is that 
of. Lords over thoir dUves, and the Soul over the 
Body) the other more mild and peaceful, as good 
Frinqes'^ho govern their Subjefts by Laws: 
And after this mannef iUaibo governs the Appe* 
tke, and botfarof thefe are ufefol in their Kmdsi 
6$t the Bikiy feems to be formed; Iw Nature to 
obey the Soul, as the Appetite Reaion. Befides 
there area greae many Men wbde 'AdUons only 
rekte#f, and concern the Body, apd thefe difior 
firom ftudious. Perfbns, as^ much as, the Body 
fix>m the Soul ^ and though, they only par* 
ticipate of fo much Reaibn, as juft to know it, 
yet neither poflefs or enjoy it. Thefe are natu* 
rally Slaves, tnA ; it is much better for fiich to 
obey than bear Rule. 

After what manner then, (aid . Sigoor Gafpar^ 
trethofe to: fee ^governed who ane.not naturally 
Slasres, but webprn witlyi free Genius, and vimi* 
Ouilydi(p€t(ed? With that mikl^vil^ royal Goyero* 
iQOOt Ihave been talking of, faysSignbr OSavian^ 
and Such a Pdncc .would do vitW to commit to 
them the AdmioiilTatiQnof fuchOf&cesas they are 
capable of, , thatJthty may know how to rule and go** 
vern others of le(s Capacity tfaanthemfelves^ pro- 
vided (HU the fijpreme Govemmcnk: be entirely 
vefled in the Princes 

.. .And becaufc you have beenrpleafed.ta&y^ that 
it is an caficr Matter, to corrupt the Mind of One 
than of a. great .many, I muit tell you, it iayet 
niuch ca/ier to find One \Yifc and Good th» a 
great many. . And we ought to efteem a King 
cndiied with tbofe Qualities, who is born of a 
Inoble Race, inclined to Virtue of hh oyrn Na-. 
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imts, -aikl by the'^brieus Riemqi^nmce of hk 
Anccftors § and who iias had a princely Educati* 
oa And though this; King ^. not o£ a dtf&rcjdt 
SpQCtes from his Sabje£b, as you have obfenred 
is the Cafe of the King of the Bees > yet if he 
be aflifted by Inftmftions and proper Education, 
and the Afits of a Court, and formed fo prudent 
and fo good by thofe Lords who?had/tbe Cam of 
his Education, he will certainly be moft juil, 
chafl^ temperate, and magnanimous^ full ot Li^ 
berality. Magnificence, Devotion, and Clemen- 
cy i : in ihort, moft glorious and dear to melh and 
God, tw whofe Grace he will acquire that he- 
roick virtue, as to furpais the Bounds of Huma* 
nity, and be rather ililed a Demigod, than^mor* 
cal Man. For God delights in, and is the Pro- 
te^orof Princes 5 but not of thofe who only imi«- 
tate him in ihewing the greacnefs of. their Power, 
amd make themfelves adored by Mcn^ tHut of fiich 
Prince^ who, befides thdr Power by which th^ 
can do iiich mighty things, drive to refemble him 
' iq Gpodneis andWifdom y whereby they may have 
a Will and a Knowledge to do Good^ and oe his 
Minifters and Vicegerents, liberaUy diftributing 
for the Benefit of Mankind, thofe Gifis they 
have (p largely received from-him. 

Asthierefore in the FiriQament, the Sun^ Moon, 
and Stars ihew the World as in a Glais, a certain Si~ 
militude of God ; fo upon Eiartb, a m^ch greater Rt^ 
femblance and a more expref$ Image of the Divinity 
are thofe goodPrinces wno love and honour him,and 
fliew to the People the Splendour of bis Juftice, 
accompanied with a Shadow of the divine Reafbn 
and Underftanding. And thefe good Princes par« 
ticipatQof the Virtue of God, bis Equity, J.ufr 
cice, and Bounty, andof his other Graces, which 
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I cannot atdte, vhich gm the* Wckld a mott 
evident Proof of the wonderfol Deicy^ tham the 
Light of the' San, the continual Revohiuon d[ 
the Heavensy or the vsoidus CourTes and incredi- 
ble Operations of the Stan and Planets. It is God 
therefore who hath committed the People to be 
governed by Princes, who ought to have a dili- 
gent Case ot thettty^^that they majr give htm 
a g^ood Account of them, as good Stewards to 
dieir Lord : And love them, and think all the 
Good and Evil that fKall at any Time happen to 
them, 4» their own > and above all things ftrive 
to procure their Welfare and Happine6. 

The Prince then ought not only to be good 
himfelf , but to make others fo too ^ like a 
Boikler's Rule, which is not only true and juft it 
6i£f but makes every thing that it is applied to be 
fo too. And the greateft Proof that the Prince 
is gbod, is when the People are good y for the 
Lite of the Prince is a Law 'and Rule fortfaePbo* 
ple^ aud on whofe good Qualities theirs depend ^ 
tor it is not fit diat one that is ignorant mouM 
pretend to inftmd, nor he govern who is him- 
felf ttngovernable, or he that falls to help up ano- ' 
ther. ■ ^ ' 

If the Prince therefore would execute thcfe 
Offices rightly, it is neceflary chat he apply all his 
Study and Care to gain Knowledge, and anerthat 
to form within himfelf and obferve inviolably 
in all things the Law of Reafon, not written in 
Paper, or Metals, but impreffed in his Heart, 
that it may be to him not only familiar but inti- 
mate, and live with him as part of himfelf, that 
it may both Day and Night, and in all Times 
and Places, admonifh him, and fpcak to him with* 
in his Heart, exti^ating thence all thoft turbu* 
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totPaffioasy tibtt laife innily Qmourstfl intemr 
pcrtte Nlin^i wbich^becgme on our ^de chey 
flre bpprc&'4 as/with the moli jp rofound Sleep of 
J^orance) and ^ the other with thofe Trpubks 
their Thoi^bt; jUkd b^ind Defirjcs give thep, are 
agitated with an uxujuaet. Fury; like thofc w:ho 
axe frightned to their Dreams with iPhantotns t^e 
mofl: ftrapge and horrid^ and; adding afterwards a 
greater Powei; to their, wicked Will, they add at 
the fame Time a ereateir Weight of TroUbki 
and when a Prince does what he will, there is g^ceat 
danger ^hat he does what he ought not. 

Bias therefore x^as much in the right of it 
when be Aid, that Magiftracy difcovers what a. 
JN^an is i for empty Veflels, though they ha?e 
fomeCrac^ in thetn, while they are empty do not 
difcover thpfe Flaws, but wMn they are fiUed 
with Liquors, immediately iticw their Defeds^ 
imd on which Side they are^ £b happens it with 
ill difpofed and corruf^ed Minds, which feldom 
^^over their Vices tUl they are filled with Au^ 
thprity. For then they are not able to (upport 
the weighty Charge of Power, but abandoa them<- 
felVes <^ every fide to Avarice, Pride, Anger, In* 
Iblence, and thofe tyraonick Appeti|es they have 
within them. 

Whence without referve they perfecute the 
rGpodand Wife, and exalt the Wicked^ nor can 
they endure in Cities Friendfhip, Afiemblics, or 
good Uoderftai)diiig^ amoneft Citizens ; fofter up 
SpK$ diid Informers, (the Plague and Bane of So- 
ciety) Ruffians and Murderers, to put' Men in 
.Fear, and make them tired and pufiUanimouf^ 
aAd fowing perpetual Difcord to difunite them, 
:ftnd make them weaker. Hence enfue infinite 
Calamities^ and the utter Ruin and Deftruftioo 
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oFthfc poor People, and^tcntimirt dtiiefExddtf* 
tions, at leafl: a contftitiaruread and Horror to the 
Tyrants thctnfc|vesl^ Tor good Princes are nevcf 
feared op their own Acrcounti but for tht fafce of 
thofe they govern j while Tyrants fear cVenthofe 
whom they infofeptly command. '/TKc .greater 
therefore that the Niinib^ of People is whom 
they rule over, ind the mpre powerftil they arej 
the greater is thdir Terror, and the inore Ene- 
mies they have. 

With what Agonies and Terrors of Mind, think 
you, "Was Clear cus Tyrant of P^//^^ ''haunted 
every Time he went abroad, either to the 
Theatre or other publick rt^ces 5 vrlio-ij^^hen at 
Home (as Authors tells us) ufed to flccp^fliut up 
in a Cheft ? Or, Artjlodemtls of jlrgos^ who of his 
Bed had made himlelf a Prifon, or little bitter, 
having in his Palace a little Room^'* banging in 
the Air, and fo high that he was "forced to get 
into it by a Ladder, arid there flept with one of 
his Women ^ whofe Mother, over-night, had the 
Honour to take away the Ladder, and in 'the . 
Morning put it in its Place ? 

Quite the reverfc to this ought the Life of a 
;ood Prince to be^ free and fecure, and as dear t6 
lis Subje&s as their own 3 and (b well regulated, 
as it inay participate both of the Aftive and Con- 
templative, as may be moft convenient for the 
Benefit of his People. 

And which of thefe tw^o, laid Signor Gajhar^ 
do you think, my Lord, moft fit for a Priwre? 
You think, anfwered Signor OUavjan^ that 1 fan- 
cy my felf that excellent Courtier that ought to 
know fo many things, and 'apply them to the 
good End I have -fpokcn of. But pray reflcft 
that thcfe Gentlemen have given him a great ma- 
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cndcavoubifirft tto find bim. aut, for I refer tny

. As therefore in War Sub]e£b ought to apj4y 
themfelves to profitable and necdGuy V^tues, to 
attain its End, which is Peaces fo in Peace to -ar- 
rive at its End) which is Tranquillity i tjbey ifiould 
apply themfclves to honed Virtues^ which are t^c 
End of the Profitable. And thus will the Subje&s be 
good,and thePrince have greaterOccafion to reward 
than punifh s and the Government, both in relatipa 
to Prince and People be moil happy > not imperious 
^ a Mailer oyer nis Slaves, but iweet and mi^:) as 
a tendec Father over loving; and dutiful Children. 

Fain would I know, (aid Signor Cafpar^ what 
manner of Virtues there are which are profitable 
and necefiary in War, .and what are nonefl; in 
peace? All are good ^nd profitable, Taid S^op 
OSlavim^ in as much as they tend to a good End ^ 
but in War, that which is moil efteemed is true 
Fortitude, which renders the Mind fi-ee from 
Faffions, fo that a Man. not only fears not Dan-* 
gers, but values them not ^ as alfo Conilancy,^and 
that Patience which fufiers with a firm and undif^ 
turhed jN/find all the Shocks and Traverib of 
Fortune. 

It is alfo proper in War, and at all other Times^^ 
to have all the Virtues which tend to what is ho- 
ned, as Juftice, Continency, ; Temperance, . but 
much more in Peace j became very often it hap- 

Eens; that Men in Profperity and Leifiire, when a 
appy Fortune fmilcs upon them, grow unjuft, 
intemperate, and let themfyves be cforrupted by 
Plcafure > for which Reafon thofe who are in this 
peaceful State, ftand moil in need of this Virtue, 
fince too much Leifiire and Quiet eafily introduce 
ill Habits into the Minds of Men. Hence 
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Hfcncc grew an old Proverb, viz. that Hejf U 
nM tole attowedtO'Slaves \ and it is believed that the 
Pyramids of Mgypt were erefted only to keep the 
l^ople in Exercife^ it being very a.dvantagbas to 
everv Body to be accuftomcd to endure Pain and 
Ttiif. There arc ieveral other Virtues very profi- 
table^ but what has been already faid is fumcient 
sit this "^Time \ for could I know how to teach and 
inftru6): my Prince after fuch a virtuous manner as 
I havedefcribed, though it were no more, Ifhould 
believe I had happily acquitted my iclf of the 
|>rincipal End of a good Courtier* 
\ Becaufe you have very much'praifed a good 
Education, faid ^ignof Q^fpar^ . and have given us 
room to think you belicivd it the principal Caufe 
4>f making a Man good and virtuous, I would 
know jf in inftruSring a Prince, a Courtier ihould 
begin with certain daily Ufes and Cuftoms, which 
may infenfibly make him^ acquire a Habit of doing 
Good $ or whether he (hbuld b^gin by (hewing 
liim, by Reafon, the Qualities of Good and Bad, 
and make him know what' is Good before he put 
him into the Road he ought to follow, and wirat 
is Evil^ that be mayfiiuii and avoid it. In ffaorr, 
whether firft of all Viltuc ought to be introduced 
i6to his Mind by Reafon and Underftanding, or 
Guftom'.

yern both h^nfelf and others without the help of 
God,, who %Q the.

ty, that they might not fall in Profperity intpthac 
profound Lethargy, as to forget their Mafter, ox

Then how he. fliould love thofe that are near 
jbim, from one Degree to another, obferviog be* 
tween tbcm, in fome things, an Equality, as in 
Juftice and Liberality s and in other thing^ area- 
fonable Inequality, as liberal in rewarding and diftri- 
buting HonQur$,according to the Inequality of Peo* 
i)les Merits, which oughtnever to exceed, without 
peiijg furpafled'by a proportionate Recompcncej 
and thus, he would not only be beloved, but be a* 
dored by his Subjects: Nor ought he to commit 
the Guard'of his Pcrfon to Foreigners, firicc his 
own Subje<2:? would for their own Profit and Safe- 
ty guard him much better thcmfelves : And. every 
pnewould, readily , obey the Laws when. they 
jftiould fcp.birp obey them himfclf, and be as it 
were their Quardian, ^nd incorruptible Protec- 
Ufh

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Akll he hiritc every doe enfertaib Co firni 
ati Opmioti of his Goodndi in this Re(ped:, tb^ 

F at apy Time he ihould occafionally nappen tb 

rp a^^tift them in any Kttfe Point, they ifrould

iamc' Honour and Kercrcnce to his Will, as tb 
the Laws themfclvcs. ' And thus would the Minds 
of his Subjefts be tempered in &ch manner, that 
the Good would not feek for more thaft is requi* 
fitc, nor the Bad be able. 

. And tiecaufe oftentimes exceffivt Riches are the 
Caufc^ of great Ruin and Dellruftion, as has 
been the Fate of poor Irafy, which has been, and 
Iftill is a Prfey cxpofed to foreign Nations, as wdl 
for its Governmenv ^s on Account of Abundance 
of Riches it flows With j it would be much 
better that the grcaterPart of the l^ople were nei*- 
Ihcr very rich nor very poor j for they who arc ex- 
trcfliely rich grow frequently prmid and infolen:t,and 
the poor vile and fraudulent. But the mtdli ng Sort 
do not lay Snares for tfieir fellow Subjefts, ahdVve 
fecurc from being entrapped by others. And where 
this *njiddlc Sort are. moft numerous, they are 
moft powerful, arid .therefore neither die extreme? 
h poor, nor exorbitantly rich, can forth an^Conr 
ipiracy againft their Prince, or other% or movQ 
any Sedition whatfoever : For which Reafon, to 
ivoid ' thi^ Evil, the fureft Way is to keep a 
Mean. 

I would advife him therefore to ufe thefe and 
many other prbper Remedies, that in the Minds 
of his Subjeds there rife nota Defire of Novelty 
and' (!;bangc in Matters of Government 5 whicn 
generally mey do either through Motives of Gain 
or Prrferraent, which they hopcfor^ or Lofi or 
Shapie they are afraid of: And thefe Movements 
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of their Miods* are {bmctimes ocnemtod by {^te 
and Difdait^ ^luch inake$ them 4efperate) qi; 
by the Injuries and Contumelies they receive, thro* 
the Avarice, Pride, and Cruelty, or Luft o/^iupe* 
dour Powers, and fomctinies from a Cc^ncempt, 
which is caufed in them through the Negligence, 
Bafe^eis , and ws^fit of good Management of 
Princes. ^ . -. 

And the(e*Faults muft be prevented by acquir 
ring an Authority, and the People'^ Love, which 
is done by rewarding and beftowing Honours on 
i;he Good i and prudently, and fometimes witb 
Severity, . hindring the Bad and Seditious frooi 

growing powerful $ which is much more eafy to 
edone before |^ey come to any Hdg^t, than tq 
deprive them of a mighty Pow^r when theji 
luve attained thereto. 

I would alfp counlel him, that to reftnun th«^ 
People from running into thofe Errors, there is no 
Setter Way than to keep them from ill Cuttoms^ 
eipeci^ly thofe which grow in Ufage by little and 
little ) becaufe they are fecret Plagues,that infe&Na^'t 
tionsl;]Nefore they can be remedied,and frequently be* 
fore tbf y can bedifcovef ed. 6y thefe Ways would I 
^dvife a Prince tp keep his Subje^ in Peace an4 
Q^ier, ^nd to beftow op them the Goods of the 
Mind, Body, and Fpitune: But thefe of thetWQ 
laft, that they; may .exprcife thofe- of the fiiftj

You may fee tbeh thUt it is not a 
Multitude of Subjefts, but thcii: Worth, that 
makes a mighty Prince. 

The Duchefs, Donna Emilia^ and the reft of 
the Company were very attentive to this Difcourfe 
of Sisnor OUavian ^ who paufing as though he 
liad c^ne, Signor Cafar Gonzagua thus fpoke. 

Truly, Signor OSavian^ faid he, it cannot be 
fiid but your InftruAions are very good and pro* 
Stable s however if you inftru&ed your Prince af- 
ter this Manner, I mould think you dcfervcd ra* 
ther the Name of a good School*Mafter than of 
a'^ood Courtier y and he rather defcrvc the Name 
or a good Govcrnour than a Prince. * ' 

But I would not have you think my meaning 
is, that the Care of a Prince is not to have his 
People well governed^ with Jilftice and good CuP 
tomss though! think it may be fufHcient for hiih 
to chufe out good Minifters, to execute ali' this| 
but the Office of a Prince is much higher.

nities, that we may not afcend from one to ui& 
other. 

For which Roafon it often happens, that com- 
mon Soldiers have come to be Generals \ private 
Men Kings 5 Pricfts Popes 5 and Scholars Doc- 
tors j and fo with their Digttity they take their 
Name accordingly: Whence perhaps it may be 
f^id, that to become the Inftrq^os of a Prince,

Acbilks by 
bis Father Pekus^ . to bear him Gompany, to teach 
him to fpeak and aft^ which is nothing eUe bat 
the. End we hare afligned our Cotirtier. - 

Nor can I think that Ariftotle and Plato (corn- 
ed the Name.of a pcrfeft Cowttur^ becaufe it is- 
plainly feen that they aded asfucb^ and dire&ed 
thdr Aftions to that i^nd -y tbt one wkh Jkxan* 
der the Great, and the other ^iih .the Kings* of 
Sicily. . And bocaufe it is the Office^ of a good: 
Courtier to knoWi f be . Nature and In^Tination of 
his Prince, atid by this Means, according toNcW 
ceifity and Opportunity, prudcntl/. to ingratiate 
hrmfelf with him, as has been faid before, i^ thofe 
Ways which might lead him to thcPaths of Vir-. 
tue \ Arijloile fo wiell ftudied the IiKKnation and 
Temper of AUxdnit$\ and fo framed his Gondud 
thereto, that he was loved and honoured by that 
Prince more than a Fathcn 

Whence, amongft many other Tokens that 
^/ifA:^»/fer ihcwcd to' him of his B^tiovolence, he 
caufed Stagira^ the Place of hi^ Birth, .u?^ich was* 
then ruined, to borebuilt. And Arifiotle^ beitdfcs 
dire£i:ing him to that glorious End, y^hich was to 
make the World one univerfal Cbuntry, and alt 
Mankind one People, >ho, ibould live in J^ove- 
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mttdGooeotcl WitKeach otber^ uftder oHei^ Govern- 
imenr, andonei^w, that like the Sud liiighc ge- 
nerally ihuiedipoti all^ hei inftn^d him ia natii- 
ral Sciences, i'andfrcely ixiadeiiiin;acquaintedwith 
the Virtues of .tkcMtnc^ isrhicb rendered him

he wtre fifteen, or twenty Years older than Sigi- 
nor Morello. 

Here, after having laughed a little, £^i»^^thu8 
proceei^. I fay then, that according to the De^ 
finicion of the Sages of old, Love is nothing eUq 
but a certo^in Defire to enjoy Beauty : And foras- 
much as no one can defire that which cannot be 
known, it is requifite that Knowledge always pre- 
cede fuch Defire, which of its own Nature wills 
the Good, but of itielf is blind, and does not 
know it. For which Reafon, Nature has Co or- 
dered it, that to every Virtue of Knowledge it 
has annexed a certain a^etitive Virtue. And be<-

^ow^ed tjt^e Cheat put upoQ it by the falfe Judg- 
jffieqt of Se^ic* by wHich it imagined Evil to ^e 
Good : Or eli(e they continue in uie feme Condi* 
^^iqn pf wiihing^qdjjqfiring, ffi if they had never 
/gained thejr End> atKl though through a blind 
•Qpinion, that ^as made them drunk, it feems t^ 

dthem that tbey^pet(;ave a cettain Beafure ) likp 
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lick Metij who Dream they Drink out of Come 
limpid FouDUin, and yet are not latisfied or con- 
tented. . . 

And becau(e from pofleffing a defired Good, 
there proceeds always^ a certain Qaiet and Satif- 
faAionin the Mind of the Pofleflbr; and if this 
was the true and good End of their Defires, when 
they had^pofTefled it they would be content and 
(atisfied, which they are not, but being rather 
deceived, through that Similitude return to 
their unbridled Defires, and with the very ^mc 
Trouble they felt at firft, find themfelves attack- 
ed with the fame furious and burning Thirft after 
that which in vam they hope perfcftly to poflcfs. 

Thcfe Lovers then love moft unhappily, for 
cither they never attain what they longed for, 
which is anUnhappincfsj or if they do, they find 
they have only acquired an Evil, and finifh one 
Mi&ry by a far greater : For both in the BegiQ- 
ning and Profecution of this Love, there is no- 
thing elfe but Pains, Tortures, and Chagrins^ (b 
that to grow pale and wan, to be in perpetual 
Sighs and Tears } to be fad and always fiient } to 
deiire Death > and, in fhort, to be the moft un- 
happy Wretch in the World, are the Properties, 
they fay, of thofe that are in Love.^ 

The Caufe therefore of this Mifcry and Wretch- 
cdne(s in the Minds of Men, is principally Senfe, 
which in Youth is moft predominant j bccaufethc 
Vigour of Flefh and Blood,, in that Seafon of Life^ 
gives as much Power as it withdraws from Rea- 
fon. 

On this Account the Soul is induced to follow 
the Appetite J for finding her felf confined in this 
earthly Prifon, deprived of fpiritual Contempla- 
tion, inafmuch as ihe is appointed to govern the 
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Bodf, cannot of hex felf underftand clqirly the 
Truth : Whereupon, to gain the Knowledge of 
Things, {he muft beg a Beginninjg from the 
Senfes, which for that Reafon (he believes and 
hearkens to» and is contented to be led by them % 
cfpecially when they have fo much Vigour, that in 
a Manner they force and compell her. 

And being fallacious, they fill her with Error, 
and falfe Opinion > whence it moft commonly 
happens, that young Men are involved in this 
(eniual Love, which is a very Rebel to Reafon, 
and fo make themfelves unworthy to enjoy the 
Goods and Favours which Love confers on his 
true Subjefts. Neither in Love are they fenfible 
of any other Pleafures than what Brutes are fen- 
fible of J but their Troubles and Difgufts arc in- 
finitely greater. 

Preluppofing then this to be Faft, as it really 
is, I fay, the quite contrary happens to thofewho 
are more mature in Age. For it thefe, when the 
Soul is not fo much opprefied with the Burden of 
the Body, and when tne natural Heat begins to 
cool, are inflamed with Beauty, and bend thither 
their Dcfires, guided by rational Choice, they arc 
never deceived, but po{te(s Beauty in Perfe£tion, and 
on poiTefling it always a certain Good accrues to 
them ', for Beauty is good, and coqfequently the 
true Love of it is mod good, holy, and always 
produces good EfFeds in the Souls of thofe who 
with the Reins of Reafon, reftrain the ill Difpo- 
fition3 of Senfe, which old Men can much fooner 
do than young. 

. It is not then inconfiftent with Reafon to fay, 
that old Men may alfo love without incurring 
any Scandal, or Blame, and more happily tl^an' 
^hc young j taking however this Term Old, not 
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for dpcfcf id Age^ nor wUn khc Org«S bf khk, 
Body are fo weak and fckblci that the Soul ^b^ 
not cjcerdfc through thctft hdc FabulticS^ bbk 
when we ba^e the Undetfbknldmg ih its (liU tHk-^ 
tiirity ahd ViJKOur. 

Nor Will I retrain tcHihg you that fdj^j^ft 
fcnfual Love ih every Agctd be Evil, yjbtittVouh^ 
People it deferved Exaife, and perhaps in fotaic 
Manner may be lawful r For though it givts thtettk 
Pain ztid troublep ahd iA thdfe MilfeHes yftc ftsitrb 
fachtiotkcdi yet there ate ^ ^eat mafty wfiojrh 
order tb gain the gpdd Will of their MilWeflfe, 
4o leVeral co'm'menaable AS:ioh5) which though 
they ai'e tidt direfted to k good End. yet arcgddiJ 
in theWfelv'eS. Arid Aui dvtt tJf ftch Bittrtn^ 
they ejLtraA fome S WcetWfcfs j aM by the Adver* 
fities they endure, arrive at laft to an Adcoow« 
ledgmcnt of their Errdrs. • 

As thei^cFore I think thbfe young Pcffons, i^ho 
bridle tl^dr . Appetites , anA live Wfth Rdifon, 
iVe divinely Good i fo niuft I 'cxdufc thofc who 
VJcId 'to ferifjial Love, ^6 Vbic^h they arc fo much 
Inclined through humatfc Prailty > provided tbdy 
(hew thcrclhGendeneft/Cdii^tefy, Snd Vlilotir,an4 
01 thofe othdr nbble Qualitfes that thefc L6¥ib 
have defcribed : And ft when they are p4ft this 
youthful Age, abandon it intirely, keeping kt'^ 
Diftarice frcim this (erifukl ^pcfire , as ftom We 
)oweil: Step of thofe Degi'ees, by which a Man 
jnay afcena to true Lovc. 

But if When they ^rc did they rcfervc ftJIl ii| 
their Minds the. Fire of Appetite, and nqiake vi* 
goroiis Reafon fubmit to feeble Senfe, it is lox- 
poflltile to exprefs how xniicfh they arc ^to *he 
pfamed j for like Madnlen they deferve'With per- 
^pttf4 IflfeW/ f9 b? numj^rpd with fMtiohal 
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Afitwd), >fiice tfie Thoughts tnd A£^8 of fetiTual 
h^ are yeiy unfuicabie to mature Age. 

Here he paufed^ and Sign&r Mifrelh da Ortofui 
thus ikid. And fuppofe. theiie were fpme old 
Man better difpofed, and more freSi $ind vigo* 
rous^ Md of a better Complexion t^an a cteat: 
many young Men are^ woula vou (ay it i^ uhiaw 
fill for hiA to \wc with tbe mme love as youn^ 
Men do. 

If the Love of young Perfqns, faid the Duql^cft 
finiling, be fo unhapfi^^ why would ^pu, 5ignQ^ 
Afireilo^ liaveoldMen love thus unhappily? But 
in Cafe you are old, as thcfe People h[cre fay you 
are^ you woiild not furely thus procure thcfe Mi- 
feriesof oklMen? 

The Misfortunes of old .Men, -faid Signor il/a-

poffible in their Faces.
